WITH THE MANUFACTURER. 


BY JULIUS HIRSCH. 


T has often been said, and quite truthfully, that 
manufacturers help to make a buyer. The wise 
man buying merchandise knows this only too well. 
On the other hand, the manufacturer is dependent 
upon the buyer; hence the closer the co-operation 
existing between the two the better the results for 
both. 

Here is an illustration of where the buyer loses 
out with a manufacturer who is a real creator of mer- 
chandise: . . 

After the latter has gotten out something origi- 
nal, the copyist (or pirate is perhaps a better name), 
who never had an original idea in his life, or else he 
would not be copying others, comes along with his 
stolen design, for which he has had to pay nothing 
in time or money, and offers it to the buyer cheaper 
than the first manufacturer (inferior in quality, of 
course). The buyer, short-sightedly failing to grasp 
the real situation cr the consequenses that his act will 
entail, sees only an opportunity to save something or 
offer goods cheaper than his competitor. 


But does he accomplish his end? 
cidedly, No! What happens? 

The first manufacturer discovers that the buyer 
is handling the copyist’s goods. He again gets out 
something unique and entirely different from any- 
thing that can be obtained elsewhere. But does he 
go with it to the buyer who has deserted him for the 
copyist? Again, most decidedly, No! 

Instead, he takes it to the far-sighted buyer who 
knows his business too well to be fooled into buying 
from the under-priced man, and who gets the benefit 
of being the first to place the new goods on his coun- 
ters and reap a harvest in sales before the other 
buyer can even get a chance at it from the pirate 
manufacturer, who has to wait until the item is 
placed on display in another retail store before he 
can get an opportunity to copy it. 

This is why it pays, and pays well, to co-operate 
with the manufacturer who originates merchandise 
—who looks out for the interests of the buyer who 
looks out for him.

EUROPEAN TRIP? 


PLANNING A 


ASSENGER rates on transatlantic liners have been 
increased $15 for first and $10 for second class 
voyagers, according to an agreement reached at a re- 
cent meeting of the North Atlantic Conference. The 
reason assigned by the companies is the advanced cost 
of operating. 
While the unprecedented demand for passage to 
Europe is slowing down somewhat, capacity lists are 
expected until fall, The lines operating to Great Bri- 


tain are booked full up to early in August, and the 
French lines state thatthey cannot accept further book- 
ings until the latter part of the same month. 

Minimum first-class passage under the new rates 
are from $135 to $145 for the International Mercantile 
Marine Co.; from $180 to $249 on the Cunard, and from 
$180 to $245 on the French lines. 

It is believed that the demands for passage from 
Europe to this country from August to November will 
far exceed the facilities, and for this reason a friendly 
tip is being issued that the provident traveler will ar- 
range for return passage as soon as possible. 


In the News Net 


N his recent trip through Germany, R. Duhrssen, 
of B. Tomby, Inc., experienced the real thrill of 
his life. It sounds like a real movie hair-riser, but it 
was no joking matter during the five minutes or so 
that it lasted, which Mr. Duhrssen frankly admits 
seemed more like five hours, Arriving at Rostock, 
near Warnemunde, the port of entry from Denmark, 
he found the town in the hands of the Reds, who were 
evidently running things with a high hand, owing to 
the lack of proper police and soldier protection. Two 
of the desperadoes entered the compartment where Mr. 
Duhrssen was seated with five other people, and at the 
point of a gun ordered them to give up everything. 
They were after provisions, tobacco, and clothes, and 
helped themselves freely. That money was not their 
object was evident from the fact that Mr. Duhrssen of- 
fered to buy back his wearing apparel, etc., but the 
proposition did not tempt them in the least. A rather 
singular thing was that as a matter of form, and with 
no thought of such an experience, Mr. Duhrssen had 
taken out insurance on his effects before leaving Cop- 
enhagen, and was surprised to be reimbursed for his 
loss within ten days after he had notified the insurance 
company. 


George R. Nixon, salesman with E. W. Hammond, 
tired of city life, has purchased a home in the country 
at Pearl River, N. Y., where he expects to remove 
about September 1, when he will become a miserable 
commuter, with the outlook of spending atleast athird 
of the remainder of his life on the railroad.

‘PROMISES OF DELIVERY ARE APPOINTMENTS. 


T has come to be almost a law that business appoint- 

ments should be kept, regardless of difficulties; 

and appointments for goods to reach their destination 
should be equally rigidly adhered to. 

Promise of delivery at a certain time should be re- 
garded in the light of anengagement. Under normal 
conditions, whena factory promised delivery at a spec- 
ified time the buyer who placed the order visualized in 
his mind’s eye just how the stock would be disposed of, 
made mental arrangements as to the manner of showing 
it to the best advantage, and possibly conferred with 
the advertising manager in mapping out a campaign to 
introduce the goods to the public. Imagine, then, his 
consternation when all his carefully-laid plans are 
shattered by non-delivery. 

Incalculable harm is done, both to himself and to 
the firm which he has sold, by the manufacturer who 
promises to ship goods in two months when he knows 
full well that only by dint of hard work and good luck 
can he get the product out in twice that time. 

The only excuse for such procedure is that it is in- 
strumental in securing an order. If he gets a second 
one he is lucky. 

A buyer will ten times sooner place an order with 
a firm which, in promising delivery within six months, 
intends to live up to its word, than he will with a con- 

cern which says two months and may actually mean 


eight. 
: 


True, the manufacturer has his troubles, but freight 


conditions should not be one of them. His promise to 
ship should be intended to mean the time the goods 
leave his door. Inthis way he will not be under the 
necessity of shouldering the blame for outside condi- 
tions he cannot control. 

The question of delivery has reached a stage where 
very few factories are now believed to be truthful on 
this point. This hurts the industry in general, the 
painstaking members being judged by the standards of 
the others. 

A buyer the other day was heard to say that only 
an oath on a stack of bibles, supported by a $10,000 for- 
feiture bond, would lead him to believe that the factory 
meant to keep its promise. 

A frank statement of the approximate date, backed 
up by an effort to live up to it, will result in continued 
confidence in the firm; and the concern which does not 
adopt this attitude will find that it has been left behind 
when bids for orders are more in favor than at present. 


PROFITEERS SHOULD BE JAILED, NOT FINED. 


FINE of $1,000 has been imposed upon a profiteer 
for making an unlawful profit of $2,000 on pota- 
toes. Other convicted profiteers have been let off with 
fines. If profiteers know that they only run the dan- 
ger of being fined half the money they illegally make 
through their profiteering, why should they desist? 
Doesn’t it pay to hand over $1,000 if the profit is $2,- 
000? 


To obtain conviction for profiteering has been so 
difficult that, where guilt is clearly established, the 
courts certainly should show no mercy whatsvever, but 
throw the guilty scoundrels into jail, says Forbes Mag- 
azine. That’s where they belong, every last one of 
them. 

The American public are long-suffering beyond 
reason. When some cheat doing business in a large 
way is caught red-handed imposing illegally upon the 
public’s tolerance, then he should get the limit per- 
mitted under the law. 

Really, isn’t it ridiculous to impose as a punish- 
ment for profiteering a fine very much less than the 
amount illegally made through the profiteering ? Such

punishment is no punishment at all, for those capable 


of practising flagrant profiteering have no self-respect 
to be damaged by the disgrace cast upon them. 

A year or two in jail would, however, bring them 
to their senses, and, equally important, would have a 
deterrent effect upon others inclined to fleece a patient, 
docile public. 


TOY TIAKERS IN CHRISTIAS RUSH. 


HRISTMAS looks a long way way off these hot 
summer days to most of us; but not so to the toy 
industries. 
steady stream of playthings, most of which will not 
reach the child until the winter holiday season. Buy- 
ers are already hunting domestic and European mar- 
kets for novelties to decorate next winter’s Christmas 
trees. 

A representative of a local chain of toy shops has 
just returned from such an expedition overseas, and 
tells a reporter for the Evening Sun that the French 
and Swiss industries are as active as in pre-war days. 
There is no indication now of theless peaceful pursuits 
to which these placid doll makers have recently been 
devoting their time, capital and factory space. They 
are already prepared and eager for American trade. 

England’s toy industry is considerably larger than 
it was in 1914. They, like the United States, are now 
producing locally what Germany used toprovide. And 
now there are English dolls on the world market. 
England has always excelled at games and doll houses. 
They feature doll house copies of their famous homes. 

In one of these there are reproduced in most ac- 
curate detail the very up-to-date addition of a summer 
house, garden and tennis court on the roof. Another 
can be transformed into a mahogany table. 

Germany’s factories are not yet thriving as of old, 
but are producing at reducedcapacity. A Nuremburg 
factory is carrying onina building whichis riddled 
with revolutionary bullets, af a 


The factories are busily turning out a 


France is second in the doll line. Their dolls, like 
all else that they produce, excel in taste. Girls’ bead 
boxes and sewing outfits and doll furniture are among 
their pre-eminently dainty creations. They lead, too, 
in doll pewter tea sets and in detailed leaden scenes— 
such things as blazing buildings with firemen rescuing 
babies from upstairs windows. 

And in delicately, ingeniously-constructed mechan- 
ical toys France leads the world. France is given to 
small home shops. It may be inthe most disreputable, 
dilapidated shack, up three flights of stairs, that a 
crowded little roomful of mechanicians are turning out 
marvellous singing canary birds, musical chairs or face 
powder boxes. Perhaps it is only a man and woman 
with their two or three children who produce some 
widely-famous novelty. 

It was in London that the New York toy man first 
saw on a vaudeville stage one such new children’s de- 
light—a bouncing tiger who goes by the name of 
“‘Clemenceau.’’ He recognized it as a French toy, 
hunted out its habitat in Paris, and ordered a stock 
with which, in a month or so, he will astonish New 
York children. 

A group of impoverished Polish ex-countesses is 
responsible for another of Paris’s most recent sensa- 
tion—a chamois-faced, hand-painted doll with white 
wool hair and gowns patterned after Joseph’s coat of 
many colors. Bits of the finery that had accummu- 
lated in more prosperous days, combined with a skill 
and a color sense in which the Polish people excel, are 
used in the evolution of doll costumes to which Paris 
has given its sanction by making them a fad. 

Japan has been manufacturing children’s knick- 
nacks extensively of late, and the United States is forg- 
ing to the front of the plaything industry.

General demand for all lines of 


Pittsburgh and glassware

continues active, al- 
though here and there cancellations 
are reported from the smaller deal- 
ers. Many glass factories have orders booked suffici- 
ent to insure capacity operation for months ahead. 


Manufacturers are much concerned over the state- 
ment of John B. Corrin, vice president and general 
manager of the Hope Natural Gas Co., thaton account 
of the producing companies being unable to locate new 
fields the supply for the coming winter will be fifty per 
cent less than that of last winter. The McKeesport 
field is the only promising territory so far developed, 
and the production from that is not keeping up as was 
expected. 


Union-controlled glass factories throughout the 
country will operate with only three-fourths of their reg- 
ular quota of workers from now until the first Monday 
in September. This is in agreement with an arrange- 
ment between the Glass Association and the union rep- 
-Tesentatives. Instead of closing all plants tight for two 
weeks or longer, twenty-five per cent of the workers 
are off duty at one time. 


The shipping situatlon in the East is still a cause 
for complaint. Many orders are packed and held in 
factory warekouses awaiting an opportune time to for- 
ward. The Western territory is in fairly good shape, 
although occasionally embargoes are announced at some 
important terminal point. 


The output of the Whitemore Glass Co., Dunbar, 
Pa., is to be doubled, according toa statement by its 
president, A. P. Whitemore. The company will erect 
a new machine shop, and additional tanks will be placed 
in operation at the next fire. 


There is a noticeable decline in building operations 
throughout the country, and the situation is reflected 
in the slower inquiry for lighting glassware. Factory 
sales managers say, however, that distributers are re-

porting a very good business at retail on replacement, 
but on !arge contract work there is a marked decline in 
demand. 


Hacdled flower baskets are in very active request. 
The light cut designs have been selling well all season, 
as hav ales the coin gold decorated specials. 


Souvenir assortments are in fair demand. The 
summer resort specialty shops have been good buyers 
of some special lines, while the traveling carnival com- 
panies have been ordering the cheaper offerings in five- 
and ten-barrel lots. 


Apropos of the question of creating open stock 
glassware, similar to open stock dinnerware patterns, 
one department store buyer has succeeded in getting a 
combination of items for this purpose, and will scon an- 
nounce a sale. ‘T‘he assortment is composed of staple 
items, so if the open stock idea should not prove a suo- 
cess the items can be sold individually. About thirty- 
six pieces are included, all being selected with a view to 
utility. 


Students in the Junior Mechanical Engineering 
class of the Case School of Applied Science recently 
made a detailed inspection of the gas-producer plant of 
the Hazel-Atlas Glass Co., Washington, Pa., which is 
said to be the most modern in the country. 


The foreign demand for American glassware con- 
tinues good, England and South America being among 
the larger customers. Difficulties continue to arise 
with reference to shipping, however, and forwarding is 
a rather tedious proposition. 


Two weeks hence the glass manufacturers will be- . 
gin their annual convention in Atlantic City. The 
workexs are now in session there discussing proposi- 
tions which will later go before the joint wage confer- 
ence. Every branch of the glass trade will ask for an 
increased wage. 


Glass salesmen here have been informed of a new 


$500,000 corporation which will operate a store chain 
in Iowa. Thomas Barnes, of the Highland Farms Co., 
is secretary of the new corporation, and the first store 
has been opened at Baton Rouge, La. Others are to 
be opened immediately in Iowa and elsewhere, close to 
productive farming communities. Glassware and pot- 
tery will be carried. 


BOSTON BUSINESS NOTES. 


HE business situation in Massachusetts and other 
parts of New England is daily becoming more 
serious, owing partly to the scarcity of coal.

LIVING TO EAT. 


NE of the passengers on the Scandinavian-American 
liner Frederick VIII, which arrived here from 
Copenhagen recently, was Axel G. Lober, manager of 
Royal Copenhagen and Danish Arts, which has an 
American office at 615 Fifth avenue. Speaking of the 
recent strike in Denmark, Mr. Lober said the radical 
Government.that was voted in and recently voted out by 
the very same folks that installed it set the whole coun- 
try to striking because there was alaw making the 
Government pay the striker a large percentage of his 
wages while he was on strike. 

The ultimate object of some of the strikers seems 
to have been to get six meals a day and work three days 
of six hours each a week. He said he never witnessed 
such gourmandizing. When the union laborer awoke 
he took tea and toast. An hour later he ate a hearty 
breakfast. Then he worked a bit, acquiring an appetite 
for lunch, which was always generous. At 3 he par- 
took of coffee and rolls, discussing the politics of the 
universe; at 6 he had a dinner of seven courses, and at 
11 p.m. he had his midnight lunch, with potations, 
which helped him to dispose of political problems un- 
solved at the other meals. Everybody seemed to be- 
lieve that the inain object of life wastoeat. Eating 
like that, they were not in condition to work even six 
hours a day, and didn’t. 

The professional men, farmers, fishermen and un- 
organized workers of all sorts decided to save Den- 
mark. They formed the ‘‘Social Service,’’ and began 
to man the ships and help lift the commercial blockade. 


The strikers concentrated on the Frederick VIII, big- 


gest of Danish passenger carriers, but the line succeeded 
in getting enough professional sailors and stokers, with 
volunteers of the ‘Social Service,’’ made up of all 
classes, to send the big ship on her course, 
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HOW THE FAIR TRADE LEAGUE 


WORKS. 


HE excellent work which the American Fair Trade 
League is doing to prevent unfair competition, 
substitution of inferior goods, and all matters pertain- 
ing to fraud, misrepresentation, etc., whether wilful or 
done unknowingly, is well demonstrated by the follow- 
ing case: 

A prominent individual in Columbus, O., bought 
a suite of furniture from a well-known furniture house 
in that city. The suite was represented to him as being 
of a certain make. Upon its delivery the customer was 
amazed to find that it was not as represented. The 
matter was placed in the hands of the American Fair 
Trade League, which promptly investigated it. It de- 
veloped that the salesman for the furniture store had 
misrepresented it on his own initiative, aided in this 
deception by the manager of the department. Asare- 
sult, the salesman was discharged and the manager re- 
signed, the store deploring the incident as well as reim- 
bursing the customer financially, and apologizing both 
to the customer and the manufacturers. 

Thus all three parties were satisfied with the out- 
come, and good will was restored to both retail store 
and factory, which but for the investigation by the 
American Fair Trade League might have resulted in 
much damage to all concerned. 


DOUBLE TABLE SERVICES IN JEWISH HOMES. 


AINTAINING a strictly kosher household is not 
the simple matter of buying provisions from a 
strictly kosher butcher that might be supposed. Since 
meat cannot be at the same time as butter and milk, 
nor cooked in the same vessels, served in the same 
dishes or handled with the same utensils, the orthodox 
Jewish home must maintain two entirely separate sets 
of pots and pans, china and silverware. Should they 
become mixed, out they must go, and newones bought 
to preserve the ceremonial purity of the household. 
Even a fireless cooker has to be devoted to the service 
of meats, or of milk and butter dishes, exclusively. 

It is related by one Jew, who for the sake of his 
mother, who would otherwise starve herself to death, 
maintains his household according to old laws, that the 
matter of training servants to know and observe all the 
ceremonial prohibitions is sometimes a difficult prob- 
lem. He avers that the Gentile servant is more apt to 
be punctilious about these matters than the unorthodox 
Jewish maid, who is apt to brand the whole business old- 
fashioned foolishness and to put the butter and milk 
and meat where she pleases, to the indubitable anguish 
of the dignified old ladies who cling to the ancient prac- 
tices. 
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RULY, ‘‘you can’t keep a good man down.’’ It 
was only a few days ago that Henry Benedikt had 
two trained nurses in attendance after an operation for 
carbuncle at one of the local hospitals. He had suf- 
fered from the complaint for three or four weeks, and 
was naturally in a more or less weakened state from its 
effects and that of the operation.

NE of the important details of every salesman is his 
expense account. Ofttimes it is a source of 
wrangle ’twixtemployerandsalesman. When the reg- 
ulation is right on both sides it is simply a business de- 
tail, 

In times gone by, the expense account of the 
average salesman was jokingly referred to as the 
““swindle sheet,’’ and the salesman was often criticized 
at the expiration of every trip. To-day, noself-respect- 
ing salesman places a penny on his expense sheet which 
is not legitimate, and no decent firm holds open to 
suspicion any item entered. 

Some concerns are very particular in having an ac- 
curate rendition of every cent spent—and rightly, too. 

On the other hand, many up-to-date concerns 
think it belittles a man and robs him of his self-respect 
to compel him to jot down and give account of every 
postage stamp and ’phone call. 

The giving of alump sum to each man, and Jet- 
ting him use the money as seems best fitted to the bus- 
iness in hand, is a very good way, and amethod which 
is sure to promote honesty inthe spending. Salesmen, 
asa class, are honest, and not prone to waste the 
money entrusted to them. | 

Some men can show a careful record of each dol- 
lar expended covering their entire working period on 
the road. Others only guess at the total, and ridicule 
the idea ofkeeping track ofevery penny. To this latter 
type we wish to point out the fact that no good business 
man would attempt to run his business without a suit- 
able check on his outgoing expenses, as otherwise he 
would be working in the dark. 

The other Cay the writer chanced to see the ex- 
pense account of a well-known traveler. It was a 
model for exactness andcare. Hecould tell how much 
it cost him to travel each year since he started; also his 
daily and monthly average. It was like a well-ordered 
ledger, and one could not help feeling that the man who 
kept such careful and accurate account sold goods the 
same way.

The scale, however, cannot be reopened for discussion 
until after ninety days’ notice has been filed. 

That coal will be the principal fuel used for kiln- 
firing during the coming winter is generally conceded. 
The point now uppermost in mind is to find asource of 
supply. So far, manufacturing potters have paid as 
high as $10 per ton, f.o.b. mines, and then only a lim- 
ited number of carloads could be hac. Consideration 
is now being given the plan of having coal shipped here 
by barge. This would require the purchasing of barges, 
and towing charges inaddition. However, no expense 
is to be spared in obtaining a supply.

NOW, NOT TO-MORROW, IS BUYING TIME. 


VER on the alert, the wise buyers must realize that 
the adage ‘‘in time of peace prepare for war’’ 
holds good in the business world as well as in any 


other. 


When times seems dullest, when there seems less 
to do, then is the time in which one’s sense of effici- 
ency is lulled to sleep, and procrastination whispers: 
“To-morrow ! ”’

which the manufacturers areupagainst. He must fare 


forth determinedly with the knowledge that his quest 


may prove a long and difficult one. 


Admitting, then, that the time consumed in look- 


He who comes at the fag end of the season may be 
forced to take what he can get without choice, and is 
lucky if it is delivered in time. 

Having always advocated early buying, the Crocxk- 
ERY AND GLASS JOURNAL would particularly like to im- 
press its readers of the extra importance, the vital need, 
of placing orders early at this time. 

Goods are very scarce, and any jobber or ‘manu- 
facturer who is fortunate enough to possess anything in 
stock must keep it a deep, dark secret, or the goods 
will be there no longer than it takes to write out an 
order. 

On the other hand, statistics, in spite of pessimis- 
tic reports, show a tremendous increase in retail busi- 
ness since the first of the year, and allindications point 
to a still larger volume of business to come. 

Buyers should take advantage, not only of the time, 
but of the opportunities given them to further efficient 
buying. Several such factors which yearly make their 
appearance at this season, such as exhibits and special 
numbers of trade publications, are directly calculated, 
primarily of course, to sell goods, but secondly, and of 
more importance to the buyer, to assist him in every 
possible way towards facilitating his purchases.

The Japanese Financial Situation and its Effect 
Crockery and Toy Industries. 


By JISABURO M. TAKITO. 


Eprtor’s Nots.—In view of the great amount of conjecture as to the cause and effect of the 
recent Japanese financial depression, the following article is intended to clarify the situation 
in the minds ofthose interested. Mr. Takito, whois the president of the Taiyo Trading Co., 
of New Yorkand Chicago, is very well known to all those in the trade, and to his keen percep- 
tion is added the advantage of a recent visit to Japan, from which he returned on July (3d. 
Thus the latest word on Japanese standing in world commerce may be {said to be here set 


forth. 


| ae Japanese financial crisis has already passed its 

peak, and the undertone is now much firmer, the 
present tendency indicating further improvement be- 
fore long. 

As you have been advised through the medium of 
cables, newspapers, and various other commercial 
journal reports, the Japanese financial depression af- 

fected her national industries, such as raw silks, cotton 
yarns and textile markets, to such a severe extent that 
these trades were forced to come to an absolute stand- 
still. Both stock and produce exchanges of the princi- 
pal cities also completely suspended their transactions. 

It was certainly a worse affair than we had here in 
1907, and the situation was extremely critical. This 
was, of course, due to the reactionery epoch which 

_ Japan entered into after the most exceptional period fo 
boom she has ever experienced in her history. 

What I would particularly like to point out for the 
interest of the trade is how this depression has affected 
_ the crockery and toy industries in Japan. These indus- 
tries, peculiarly, were affected so little that itis almost 
“unnoticeable. Market prices had already reached their 
4 highest peak last spring, and when the panic took place 
the latter part of March the trade had to face a sudden

_joying a more prosperous business than it had ever had 
_ before, was forced to abruptly stop buying, and factories 
were swamped with cancellations or deferment of ship- 
ment on orders, which actualized the complete stoppage 
of manufacturing the domestic requirement. Fortun- 
- ately, some of these factories suffered but little on this 
% occasion, and turned their entire operations to export 
requirements. Some of them even had to temporarily 
» discharge a certain part of their forces to lessen the out- 


put of the domestic need. 


At this particular time the exporters were rushing 
their shipments abroad against innumerable orders re- 
ceived mostly from the U.S.A., but also from India, 
Australia, South American countries and the Strait 
Settlements. They benefited, however, by this oppor- 
tunity to fill the export orders while the domestic trade 
was slumped. ‘The factories therefore kept busy man- 
ufacturing articles for export, and were fully enjoying 
prosperity after having lost their domestic orders. 

In the meantime, the sudden decline in the price 
of raw silk, as well as its continuation, had created a 
most unfavorable impression on the American public, 
which was led to anticipate much lower prices on Jap- 
anese goods in general in the future. Japan was very 
much alarmed by receiving cable advices from the U. 
S. to the effect that the Japanese financial depression 
had caused pessimism throughout American markets 
and that nigh priced gocds would not be absorbed any 
more. 

Japanese export manufacturers were fearful of ex- 
periencing the bitterness suffered by the domestic trade 
and immediately began to curtail the output in order to 
maintain the prevailing market price and to prevent 
any depreciation. This, however, was advantageous 
to only a few of the very large manufacturers, and not 
to the numerous small ones. Manufacturers in certain 
localities, therefore, decided, after several ccnferences, 
to shut down completely until such time as the market 
price would recover to their satisfaction by a shortage 
of supply, and until raw materials and wages should be. 
lower. : 
As is usual with human nature, the small manu- 
facturers failed to realize the keen international compe- 
tition which is bound to place soon, and instead of 
planning to supply to the world market superior mer- 
chandise at less cost, they only looked forward to immed- 


iate returns, which procedure is classed as ‘‘profiteer- 
ing,’’ similar to that of the last few years. 

This attitude caused a great deal of disappoint- 
ment among the foreign buyers who went to Japan and 
they were unable to purchase anywhere near the 
amount that they wished to. Only a limited stock was 
offered by dealers who were forced to unload because 
of the drastic measures practised by bankers to deflate 
the credit. The unfilled export orders are still, there- 
fore, being manufactured, and the delivery is almost in- 
definite at present. 

This is the actual situation existing in Japan to- 
day in the crockery and toy industries. It is, how- 
ever, hardly possible for me to criticise the state of af- 
fairs from the viewpoint of the buyers only while I am 
closely connected with the manufacturing end of the 
business and my interest is involved quite extensively. 
For this reason I deem it but just and square to explain 
the condition of manufacturers to mutual advantage of 
all concerned. 

Do you know that the crockery manufacturers 
must pay 300 per cent higher for raw materials, (in- 
cluding transportation, which is excessive), 250 per 
cent advance on fuel, and wages in comparison to pre- 
war prices are raised 400 percent? ‘They are, besides, 
financing themselves under difficulties due to the exist- 
ing money stringency, caused by an absolute refusal of 
bankers’ loans. Are they not then entitled to get ade- 
quate returns on their strenuous endeavors? 

There is, so far, very little improvement in the 
market, according to the latest cable advices, and since 
my departure from that country I am firmly convinced 
that there will be a decline in the cost of materials and 
the rate of wages in the future. But it may not be ex- 
pected very soon, and to what extent it will be lowered 
remains to be seen. 

It is, therefore, almost impossible to anticipate for 
the importers any marked decline incrockery and toys, 
as it is much too late in the season to supply merchan- 
dise at new prices. And, furthermore, there may be, 
perhaps, an acute shortage on Japanese goods through- 
out the market toward the end of this year, partly due 
to the present transportation difficulties.

FTER a seventeen-year stay at 33 Park Place, I. De

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TOO MANY STOCK PATTERNS. 


eat competition is the life of trade may be axiom- 
atically true, but that it serves sometimes to stifle 
that very trade also follows. 

Due, evidently, more to competition than any other 
direct cause, department and china stores throughout 
the country now have on their shelves anywhere from 
fifty to a hundred and fifty open stock dinnerware pat- 
terns. 

This means that cellars and storerooms are filled 
to overflowing with slow-moving stock, or that innum- 
erable small orders for a large diversity of patterns 
must be taken. And to what end all this confusion, 
loss of space, time, temper? 

Let us assume, for purposes of illustration, that 
but twenty, or even thirty, such sets are carried in stock 
by the leading storeinthetown. (This applies equally 


well whether the population be six milJion or six thou- 
sand.) 
Going on the former assumption, then, we view 
' the entry of Mrs. Smith-Jones into the store with inter- 
est. Since she goes directly to the china department 
and looks at dinnerware sets, it is self-evident that such 
a sale is imminent. 
Now, then, viewing the aforementioned few pat- 
terns, covering a variety of color and design, how long 
will it take her to make up her mind? Although all 
may be very striking, a liking for a certain color or 
shape of pattern will almost immediately cause her to 
choose that one. Result, a quick sale; which is in it- 
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self not so important, but it solves the storage room 
difficulty. 

Imagine Mrs. Smith-Jones entering one of the de- 
partment stores under present circumstances. Be- 
wildered by a tremendous display of many patterns and 
a riot of colors, the task of picking out a suitable set 
seems well-nigh hopeless. 

After a great length of time, anywhere from half 
an hour to two hours or more, three somewhat similar 
patterns present themselves as eligible, by a painful 
process of elimination. The difficulty remains now to 
choose from among those three. 
identical, but Mrs. Smith-Jones cannot quite decide 
whether a pink rose, a red rose ora green leaf is the 
most pleasing. Had two of those three patterns not 
been on display, her mind would have been made up 
long ago; but as it is now, mental anguish accompan- 
ied by much indecision mark her selection. 

And all this time those cases in the cellar are bet- 
ting with each other as to which one would shake the 
long accumulation of dust from its top. 

True, manufacturers produce them. But would 
they do so if there were no call for such a number? 

True again, if any large number of these were 
eliminated a large number of customers would corres- 
pondingly be lost. But orders can always be taken for 
matchings without the necessity of displaying the set; 
and if the public were enlightened, while simultaneous 
reductions occurred on the part of the stores, much good 
would be the result. 

There can be but one answer to the whole question: 


They are practically 


A few well-executed and carefully-chosen patterns will 
sell even more readily, probably, than, or at least as 
well as, twice or three times that number. 

If the open stock system was inaugurated to 
systematize the industry, let us be consistent by stamp- 
ing out an evil which has caused a system to become 
unsystematic and clogs the efficiency of its own wheels.

Manufacturers are not worrying over the future of 
the pottery industry. They seem convinced that orders 
on book or in sight warrant the statement that activ- 
ity as far as capacity will permit is assured for the next 
twelve to eighteen months at least, if not for a longer 
period. 

There can be no drop in prices below the present 
schedule of the manufacturing potters. The industry 
has not yet been permitted to operate to its capacity. 
Labor inefficiency and shorter hours are factors ex- 
pected to keep production below capacity, and thereby 
check any radical downward tendency. 

The railroad strike, inadequate railroad facilities, 
are important factors that will shape the course of the 
pottery business and prices for some time to come. 
This should be of interest to the china dealers through- 
out the country who preach calamity with lower prices. 

The writer tells them the warehouses are empty, 
with no surplus stock. 

Every business man should know the answer.

This Association recognizes that there has been 
abuses in the past, practised, perhaps, on the part of 
the jobbers as well as the potteries. It is its purpose 
to kill such abuses by lawful, legal and proper means 
whenever and wherever they show themselves. The 
Association seeks to develop a co-operative spirit of 
fair play and moral business principle not alone among 
its members, but in the trade generally. 

We desire to reiterate, not by way of apology, but 
simply by way of enlightenment to only a few, per- 
haps, misguided ones, that any other motive ascribed 
to this Association is false. 

We ask your valuable JOURNAL to publige this as 
an open letter to the trade, knowing that you are vitally 
interested in the welfare of the potteries and tne crock- 
ery trade generally.

TREND OF GLASSWARE PRICES. 


STRONG optimist will be he who in the face ofall 
‘I. new circumstances still believes that prices on 
glassware will mount no higher. 

Added to the higher railroad freight rate about to 
go into effect comes an unofficial though nevertheless 
reliable report that selling lists will be advanced any- 
where from five to twenty per cent. This action, say 
those associated with manufacturing, is necessitated by 
the increase just granied to glassworkers. 

_ Although it has been known for some time that 
higher wages will prevail, the figures were entirely 
‘problematical, whereas they are now said to be practic- 
ally settled and will reach from twelve to twenty-six 
per cent. 

Some time ago, during the much-advertised but 
little-practised price-cutting frenzy which swept this 
country, it was apparent that buyers were showing a 
. tendency to curtail buying, and one of the reasons most 
attributed for this was that buyers were waiting for 
‘prices to come down. 

Surely, even though there existed such optimists 
E that time, their eyes must be opened at present, and 
causes which fairly proclaim from the housetops that 
such cannot be are making themselves felt. 

_ . It becomes self-evident in the face of several facts 
that glassware, above all things in the trade, cannot be 
subject to a stationary price for some time to come, 
/ much less a reduction. For instance: Wage increases 
have been greater than ever befcre in the annals of the

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industry. Freight rates have been increased, not alone 
on the finished product, which item is almost infinites- 
simal, but on carload lots of raw materials shipped to

It may be argued that increased freight rates mean 
greater efficiency in handling, and increased wages

Labor 
as a class to-day is probably more responsible for the 
high cost of everyday commodities than any other one 
factor, and with its increase in wages the tendency is 
always to do less work. That this is Jess apparent in 
the glass factories than elsewhere is fortunate. But, 
nevertheless, indications render it very Coubtful if, for 
some time to come at least, the increase about to go 
into effect will in any way result in a greater amount of 


mean greater production. 
suredly yes; but in the latter it is questionable. 


product. 

Undoubtedly, greater and speedier handling of 
glassware from factory to retailer will help to result in 
at least a check on the advancing price; but not until 
it is in full effect andthe greater ease of transportation 
has made itself fully felt will it be permissible to say 
that it has materially done anything to keep prices 
down. And even granting that both freight and labor 
increase in efficiency, it will be some time before ad- 


vantage can be financially taken of this fact; andin the 
meantime the public is clamorous for goods. 

There is also another raise in rates imminent— 
that of the express companies, whose workers have also 
just been granted aretroactive wageincrease. Though 
this does not affect the trade to any great degree, it is, 
on the other hand, certainly nota help in lowering 
prices, 

Glassware, like a quantity of other things in the 
commercial world, is cheaper at present than it will be 
for some time to come, and presents a better invest- 
ment to-day than it will in the near future, in spite of 
soothsaying prophets whose sole economic guide is the 
stars. 


CANADA OUR BIGGEST CUSTOMER SAVE ONE. 


ANADA is the second best customer the United 

States now has, according to figures compiled by 

Federal officials, being only exceeded by England in the 
purchase of merchandise. 

Canadians buy $800,000,000 worth of merchandise 

in this country every year—more than all of the coun- 


tries of South America, Africa, Asia and Oceaniacom-.: 


bined. During the war Canadian purchases in the 
United States increased to an unprecedented extent. 
They became so large that Canada developed an ad- 
verse trade balance. The direct result is the present 
discount on the Canadian dollar in this country. 

In years prior to the war Canadian exports had so 
nearly balanced her imports from the United States 
that the rate of exchange was at no time sufficiently 
serious to interfere with business between the twocoun- 
tries. But when the discount on the Canadian dollar, 
and at the same time the premium on the American dol- 
lar in Canada, rapidly rose from approximately 1 per 
cent to as high as 12% per cent commerce began to 
show the effects of the changed conditions. 

Even under conditions which existed before the war 
the Canadian importer of American merchandise paid a 
heavy customs Cuty which averaged 35 per cent ad 
valorem. During the war the duty was increased bya 
1% per cent war tariff. The importer in Canada was 
thus called to pay on an average of 42% per cent of the 
wholesale value of the goods from the United States. 
When added to this tax was imposed the burden cre- 
ated by the exchange situation, the problem became 
serious for the American manufacturer who continued 
to supply Canadian customers from an American plant. 

While in most cases it had been possible todo bus-~ 
iness with Canada despite a 35 per cent tariff, when it 
became necessary to provide the equivalent of a tax of 
52 per cent of the wholesale value of a product in the 
United States a solution was sought, 
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During the past year more than 200 American | 
manufacturers erected or leased plants in Canada, 
Long before the war rendered commercial relations be- 
tween Canada and this country more difficult, 350 
American manufacturers had built plants there and es- 
tablished purely Canadian businesses to escape the tar- 
iff and to take advantage of the preferential tariff treat- 
ment given by other parts of the British Empire to 
goods originating within the boundaries of the Domin- 
ion.

DOCK STRIKE SETTLED. 


NETTLEMENT of the dock strike, which has inter- 

fered with coastwise shipping and freight move- 
ment since last March and threatened at one time to 
bring about a serious ‘‘open shop’’ war, was announced 
jast night when the president cf the United States 
Trucking Corporation reported that an agreement had 
been reached whereby the union teamsters have con- 
sented to haul freight from the coastwise piers. 

The truckmen will be back on the piers to-day. 
The striking dock workers will meet to-morrow night 
and vote to return to work. 

The strike of coastwise longshoremen was called 


on March 12, and has been one of the longest and most. 


stubborn fights in the history of the harbor unions. 
The truckmen, in sympathy, boycotted the piers, 
completely tying up all incoming and outgoing freight 
until a citizens’ committee was organized to break the 
deadlock. This committee, backed by the Crockery 
Board of Trade and other strong commercial bodies, 
formed thp Citizens Trucking Co., which was directly 
instrumental in bringing about the end of the strike.

THE FIDDLER-MAXWELL TUNNEL AND 
CAR KILN. 


KILN with a movable floor and a stationary fire 

has been the dream and ideal of clayworkers for 
years, and in the Fiddler-Maxwell the inventors claim 
the dream has been realized. Conditions at the pres- 
ent time in the clayworking trades require the elimina- 
tion of all wasteful methods of labor and fuel consump- 
tion, and more ideal conditions of working for employ- 
ees. These are provided for in the Fiddler-Maxwell 
kiln, which comprises in its design and operation all 
the essential features of tunnel kilns, and yet is said to 
possess a simplicity of structure and design which 
places it far ahead of other types, some of which, on 
account of their complexity of design, reqvire specially- 
shaped and expensive carborundum linings, and these 
have often to be faced with firebrick also. This kiln 
is quite free from all such elaborate and complicated 
accessories, and is as simple in design as it is in opex- 


ation. 
The kiln consists of a long tunnel theoretically 


divided into three parts—the preparatory or entrance 
zone, the actual firing zone, and the cooling off or de- 
parture zone. 

The primary air for general combustion enters the 
departure end of the kiln where the cars of burnt 
goods emerge, and passing through the goods on the 
cars in the tunnel becomes, by contact, highly pre- 
heated, and on arrival at the burning zone is used for 
combustion of the gas and eventually the products of 
combustion are drawn from the firing zone through the 
preparatory zone, and depart from the kiln at a point 
near the entrance. As a consequence the cars which 
enter the kiln loaded with goods travel in the opposite 
direction to the products of combustion leaving the 
kiln, and therefore come into contact first with compar-

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CAN THE REASON BE ASCRIBED ? 
HAT there is a noticeable Jack of the usual attend- 
ance of buyers in the market at the present time 
isa fact which has caused aconsiderable amount of 
speculation as to its cause. 

Viewed from every angle, it seems to appear logi- 
cal that every argument points in favor of a large num- 
ber of buying visitors; and yet they are not present. 

As pointed out in previous issues of the CROCKERY 
AND GLASs JOURNAL, this is unquestionably the time to 
buy. Articles of all kinds in which the trade is in- 
terested will not be cheaper than they are now for a long 
time to come. 

Glassware, for instance, it is well known, will very 
shortly be advanced, due to wage increases recently 
granted to the glassworkers; pottery is sure to follow; 
and with the advance in these lines it is proper to be- 
lieve that associated lines will not remain stationary. 

The fall season is in good swing, and, due to unpre- 
cedented retail sales which took place last year and 
the beginning of this year, stocks on hand must surely 
be sadly depleted, if not entirely gone. 

And in view of this situation it is permissible to 
wonder just how the demand for goods will be met. 
For undoubtedly a demand willcontinue. Possibly the 
wave of extravagance is passing, and fancy articles 
will not sell as readily as formerly. 

In fact, since actually less laborers are seen to de- 
scend into mines and work in factories wearing silk 
shirts it naturally follows that the purchase of luxuri- 


-  o 


ous aiiicies has also dropped off. This market, how- 
ever, cai never at best be regarded as astable one, but 
rather as a passing whim, an orgy of delirious spend- 
ing which must be temporarily taken advantage of. 

Staple articles will be in as big demand as ever. 
Indeed, it is probable that the stimulated sale of fancy 
goods has caused staple articles to be disregarded for 
the time being, for which reason, now that the public 
mind has sobered down somewhat, thoughts of useful 
articles will replace those of ornamental, showy or ex- 
pensive ones. 

Thus it may be reasoned that, since the pendulum 
has swung, retail sales will be as large as ever, but 
with a more utilitarian purpose than formerly. 

There is, of course, the matter of the buyer whose 
orders placed some months ago have not yet been de- 
livered; and when the totals of these orders are added 
the figures seem to strike terror to his heart. Forthis 
there should be no cause, nor should it influence future 
sales. Rather it should stimulate careful selection, but 
not of a lessened amount. 

There is but one possible explanation for the fail- 
ure of the arrival of buyers, and that is the orders which 
have been known in some cases to have been issued 
from the controlling management tothe effect that buy- 
ing must be curtailed. 

And this should remain an explanation only after 
the buyer has made every possible effort to convince 
those in authority that general orders to this effect 
should not be applied tothe particular lines in which he 


is interested.

ONE-CUSTOMER TOWNS. 


By A FORMER TRAVELING SALESMAN. 
OW often have you heard a salesman say: ‘“‘My! I 

hustled to-day; made three towns.’’ 

If asked the result of these hurried calls, you will 
find that some business was theresult. But how much 
more might have been done if the proper time had been 
spent in each town few road men stop to consider. 

The reason for this undue haste is the mistaken 
idea that ‘‘the field far away is greener.’’ A town up 
the line usually looks better to most pad tet than the 
one they are in. 

T'ake, for example, a town a man arrives in at 
night. He registers at the hotel, takes a walk, looks 
the place over, and forms an estimate of its possibili- 
ties. 

The first sale next morning, perhaps, is small. 

He is not encouraged, puts the prospects of big busi- 
ness in this burg out of his mind, and at 10 o’clock 
looks at his time-table and learns that a train goes out 
at 10:30. He packs his grip and jumps to the next, 
often repeating the proceeding and when night comes 
has traveled many miles, consuming time that should 
have been devoted to calling on trade. . 
; The methodical and painstaking man makes no 
such mistake; he sees all the merchants along his route, 
and, as a rule, does business. He is always fresher 
than the ‘‘jumping jack,’’ aud has the advantage of 
knowing that the ‘‘pond be is fishing in contains as 
many fish as the next one.’’ _ 
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Almost every large city has stores on its outskirts 
which few salesmen ever visit, although they would 
welcome a ca]l from the representative of a good house. 
There is a store in the southeast section of Washing- 
ton, D. C.—quite a large and good store, too—which 
the writer knows that few salesmen of the army who 
“‘make’’ the Capital City visit. 

Slow up your trip, and cover the suburbs of all the 
towns on your list. 

The salesman who makes only one or two custom- 
ers in a town, and caters to them exclusively, may lose 
them some day; and as he has neglected the other 
stores consistently, another house will probably have 
them lined up, with the result that the town is wiped 
from the map, so far as the salesman’s business is con- 
cerned. 

Says a well-known road man: ‘‘A few weeks ago 
I was going from Atlanta, Ga., to Richmond, Va. In 
the same sleeper was a salesman I happened to know. 
I asked him where his next stop wouldbe. He replied 
‘Norfolk,’ and I asked him why he didn’t stop off in 
Richmond. ; 

‘He answered: ‘Oh, I had a customer there, but 
I lost him, so I cut Richmond off my list.’ 

‘* ‘Why,’ I asked, ‘don’t you secure others to take 
his place? There is more than one good store there.’ 

‘‘*Allthe other stores buy from the other houses,’ 
he replied. 

“‘It developed that when this man first worked the 
territory he made but one customer, and had never 
tried to secure others.’’ 

Disdain not to call on the little fellow; some day he 
may be a big one, and the fact that you slighted him in 
his early days will harm you so much that. you will 
never be able to sell him. 

Here is a story told by a road man. Said he: “I 
once made a trip on a route formerly covered by an old 
salesman of the house for which Itraveled. The terri- 
tory was new to me, so I was given a list of the ac- 
counts the house had in the various towns. I disre- 
garded this list, and each night when I got into a town 
the first thing I did was to get a business directory and 
make a list of all the houses in my line. The result 
was that I found houses on side streets, firms in older 
business districts, and stores in the suburbs—all legiti- 
mate, all possible, buyers—which the former salesman 
had never touched. I called on all, and sold to many. 
ON twenty new accounts were opened. 

““One day the head of the house wrote andl asked: 
‘Where are you digging upallthe new business? Since 
when have so many new stores opened in those towns?” 

‘‘He had but to refer to the rating book, however, 
to find that they were all old-established concerns, and 
had not been sold to paua simply because ag had 
never been called on.’

CANCELLATIONS CANNOT BECOME AN EVIL. 


_S far as can be ascertained by a canvass of retailers 
and manufacturers by the CROCKERY AND GLASS 
JouRNAL, the so-called cancellation evil, which is often 
spoken of as a menace, is only a ghost in the distance. 
Very few cancellations have been recorded, and there 
is usually a ‘‘but’’ accompanying them which places 
them outside of the usual category, and explains 
unique cases. 

Such few cancellations as there are are due either 
directly or indirectly to chaotic conditions arising from 
war times, while the percentage reporting that custom- 
ers have cancelled orders because of failure to recog- 
nize the sacredness of a contract and the legal force 
and responsibility of an order received and accepted in 
good faith is comparatively small. 

In view of the fact that factories are under-pro- 

ducing and goods scarce, it is reasonable to presume 
that orders for goods, far from being cancelled, will be 
given all possible stimulus, that the goods may reach 
their destination as quickly as possible. 

An investigation of cancellations was made by the 
National Chamber of Commerce in response to com- 
Plaints that factories throughout the country, having 
sufficient orders to run for months, were curtailing 
‘their efforts or shutting down plants. 

* An inquiry sent to many leading trade associations 
tevealed the responsibility for many cancellations was 
chargeable in part to the seller as well as to the buyer.

Some of the reasons given were inability to make 
prompt delivery, overstock, business declining, revision 
of production schedule, financial embarassment. Some 
replies indicated also that the public will not buy at 
present prices, though these were decidedly in the min- 
ority. 

Indeed, it is a question whether certain factories 
in our lines would not be glad of a few cancelled or- 
ders, as this would give them a chance to catch up on 
old business, and allow the taking on of new orders. 

If buyers who have orders for goods on file with 
manufacturers will only exercise a little more of that 
patience which has already been sorely tried they will, 
it is certain, be weil rewarded. Undoubtedly, factories 
take cognizance of priority of orders, and for that rea- 
son, if none other, buyers should bide their time. 

The trade should congratulate itself that the pos- 
sibilities of the evil have not reached the stage they 
have abroad, where, in one country, should a customer 
decline to accept goods after having placed an order he 
will not be permitted to purchase from any other mem- 
ber of the association until he has complied with his 
contracts, 

There is no reason why a general feeling that an 
order is more than a memorandum should not be culti- 
vated; but this is not the time to be alarmed at the 
possibility of any national calamity brought about by 
cancellation. 

Nor, and far more important, is it the best time to 
cancel orders. 


“TAKE IT OR LEAVE IT!” 


In Offering Operatives New Scale of Wages Manu- 
facturers Say that Statement Accompany- 
ing it is Their «« Last Word.” 


HEN the Labor Committee of the United States 

Potters’ Association concluded its conferences 

with the Executive Commitiee of the National Brother- 

hood of Operative Potters it handed to the latter what 
was virtually an ultimatum by the manufacturers. 

The substance of the statement of the Labor Com- 
mittee, in offering the workers an increased wage rang- 
ing from five to ten per cent, was ‘take it or leave it 

‘alone.’’? Onthis point the manufacturers will stand 


firm. 
Within forty-eight hours of its reception by the 


Brotherhood arrangements had been made to take a 
referendum vote of the trade. 

It will likely require one or two weeks to complete 
this, although the manufacturers have offered the 
workers the new scale to become operative with the 
first full pay after September 15. 

The complete text of the Labor Committee’s state- 
ment follows: 

‘‘We beg respectfully to reaffirm our position as 
taken in the verbal conference with your committee to 
the effect that the material wage advance granted you 
in January last was influenced by your insistent claims, 
and by our belief that living costs would increase dur- 
ing the Spring of 1920. You demanded that some pro- 
vision in wages should be made to anticipate that in- 
crease. It is our understanding, and we firmly believe 
it was yours at that time, that a large percentage of the 
advance granted then was to cover the future increase 
in living expense that seemed imminent. 

‘‘We also desire to emphasize the recommendation 
in the January agreement, in which you concurred, to 
the effect that no further amendment or revision to 
agreement be made or demanded prior to October 1, 
1921, unless there should be a pronounced or radical 
change in labor or living conditions. 

‘‘We have submitted data, and carefully complied 
statistics from a number of reliable and unbiased 
sources, that confirm what should be, and we believe 
is, a matter of common knowledge to all fair-minded 
and unprejudiced persons, that even if no provision 
had been made for the future in the January agree- 
ment, no change in living condition has since occurred 
that by any stretch of the imagination, or by the blindest 
partisan, could be construed as ‘pronounced or radi- 


cal.’ 
‘*A long list of articles of food that enter into the 


family budget are lower in price now than then. The 
same is true of many articles of clothing in universal 
use, while the instances of advanced prices are fortun- 


ately rare. If there has been any net increase in liy-| 
ing costs in the past seven months, which is doubtful, 
it was much more than covered by concessions in the 
January agreement. 

‘We therefore insist that there is no warrant nor 
excuse for a demand for a wage advance at this period, 
unless it is inspired by the purely selfish idea that the| 
present temporary and unusual market will stand an- 
other advance in crockery prices which may be passed 
on to a long-suffering public, the employer and em- 
ployee of our industry thus conspiring to further ad- 
vance the living cost of the general public. | 

“The demand is not warranted if the spirit of our 
last agreement is to be observed, not by any perceptible 
advance in family expense, nor by any comparison of 


potters’ wages with those of workmen of equal skill in 
other industries of like magnitude and importance, nor 
by any unusual degree of loyal behavior upon the part. 
of the Brotherhood members or localsasa whole. The 
unfortunate record of local and outlaw strikes, the gen- 
eral disregard for obligations under the agreement dur- | 
ing recent months in some sections, have handicapped 
operations in the potteries, and depreciated earnings to 
such an extent that we might with justice take the 
stand that you regard the agreement as merely a scrap 
of paper, and have thereby forfeited the right to col-| 
lective bargaining. . 
‘‘Nevertheless, in keeping with our attitude main- 
tained in all our previous dealings of yielding and yield- 
ing again, and with the hope of preserving peaceinthe 
industry, we offer the attached scale of wages, to be- 
come effective the first full pay after Sept. 15, 1920. 
“Tt is estimated that the scale submitted will add | 
$1,500,000 annually to the pay envelopes of the general 
ware potteries. | 
“It is our understanding this proposition is to be 
submitted to a referendum vote of the membership of | 
the Brotherhood, and we desire that publicity be given | 
to the fact that this constitutes our last word until such’ 
a time as we are satisfied that labor and living condi- 
tions have radically changed. 
‘A condition to this proposal is that if rejected by | 
referendum it is thereby automatically withdrawn. 
‘It is also acondition that if any outlaw strike | 
sanctioned by any local of the Brotherhood should oc- | 
cur before the result of the referendum is announced, 
that act will cancel this proposition as applied to the | 
offending branch of the trade. | 
‘‘The strong majority sentiment of our membership. 
is that no concession should be made at this time. 
‘The Labor Committee is going beyond the senti- 
ment of the membership in assuming to make this offer. | 
“If it is rejected we shall stand by the unanimous | 
sentiment of the membership that we shall fight it out | 
on these lines if it takes all winter.’’ | 
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N accident which might easily have terminated

Aside from his knees being badly bruised and the 
shock, he was not seriously injured. He was carried 
into the Buote showroom, and as soonas he had recov- 
ered sufficiently his son rushed him to his home in 
Brooklyn in a taxi, where he was confined to his bed 
unti] Tuesday of this week, since when he has been sit- 
ting up for awhile each day. His friends, who are 
legion in the trade, will hope for his speedy recovery.

FAIR PLAY FOR THE SALESMAN.

‘¢T*OR a number of years,’’ said a well-known mer- 

. chant recently, ‘‘I was buyer for a large store, 

when chance put me on the read as salesman, and right 

then I resolved that if ever I resumed the job of buyer 

I would try to make the lot of the traveling men easier. 

““TIf a buyer wants to know just how it feels to be 

on the opposite side of the situation, let him take a 
short trip on the road. 

‘“The salesman is not the only loser by the refusal 
of some buyers to look at his ware. It is well to re- 
member when a salesman comes to town that there are 
usually several stores to which he can sell. 

‘‘Some merchants make ita practice to see only 
the old favorite salesmen, and anew man has little 
chance to sell a bill. This is not only unfair to the 
salesman; it is also unfair to the public. 

‘‘The buyer who will give each mana pleasant 
smile and looks at as many lines as possible will be fav- 
ored when new goods are in question. It goes with- 
out saying that the pleasant buyer gets first chance at 
the ‘plums,’ while the grouch will be overlooked, and 
ina few weeks will have the pleasure of seeing dis- 
played in the windows of a rival store the goods that he 
might have bought. 

‘‘Some stores have a rule that the buyer can only 
be seen at certain hours. Asa result asalesman often 
spends days in acity that could be worked in a few 
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hours. On his list, say, is a store whose buying hours 
are from 8:30 to 11 o’clock. He gets in town at 9 and. 
goes at once to the store, finds there several men before! 
him, and at 11 has seen only one buyer, and perhaps — 
wasted the day. This is not an extreme case. It hap- 
pens daily in the large cities. | 

‘The excuse is given that if there were no pre- 
scribed hours a buyer would be looking at goods all day 
—and perhaps he would. A good way to overcome the 
difficulty would be to have two sessions—one from 8:30 
to 10 for the city men, and an afternoon session for the 
out-of-town men.’’

BOOKS AS TOOLS. 


HE American employer, striving to overcome the 
many unusual business and financial conditions 
which have followed in the wake of the war, is con- 
vinced that among the most serious features of his 
problems are a pronounced shortage of labor and dearth 
of workers skillful to the point of high proficiency. 
The quantity demands of the war period no longer 
are maintained in many industries, and the American 
employer soon must face a sharp foreign competition. 
However, he is not losing sight of the fact that, in the 
long run, quality rather than quantity will stabilize 
‘‘Made-in-America’’ goods in the markets of the world. 
But to do this the native manufacturer must obtain 
employees who are thoroughly capable, that the prod- 
ucts of the United States may equal in every way the 
best produced abroad. 
How can he obtain this much-desired efficiency on 
the part of his employees ? 


To this query there are many answers; but there 
is no question that one solution of this difficulty points 
straight to the magic gateway to erudition—books. 

Already, in line with this thought, many far-seeing 
manufacturers and heads of business institutions have 
installed in their plants special libraries of technical 
books for the use of their workers, as well as for refer- 
ence by themselves. From such libraries the worker 
may obtain books giving the most minute information 
upon the industry in which he is employed, and such 
books are in demand both during the lunch hour and 
for quiet reading at home. 

This is not a tentative scheme, but an established 
fact, and in such places as it has been followed it has 
met with the greatest favor on the part of both the em- 
ployer and the worker.

LIGHTING THE HOUSE. 


HE lights of your house should receive rather more 
attention than certain other details, for the reason 
that, when lighted, lamps are sure to focus the eye. 
The lamp shades are always the high lights in your 
room after candlelight. They are something that you 
cannot overlook even if you want to. 

There are really almost as many opinions as to how 
a house ought to be lighted as there are people inter- 
ested in the question, says a writer in the Evening Sun, 
and there is no surer way of starting a discussion if not 
an argument among persons interested in furnishings 
than to bring up the subject of lamps and lighting. 
There are those who admire indirect lighting and seem 
to have no feeling against the high focus of light that 
this sort of light gives to the upper half of our rooms, 
There are those who will have no lights but low lights, 
placed on tables and stands; and there are others who 
find the side light shaded by a subduing parchment 
shade the ideal living room light. And there are ec- 
lectics in this, as in everything else, and they go around 
cheerfully selecting their lights from all sorts of light- 
ing fixtures. 

There are all sorts of unexpected little places where 
we can have original and artistic light fixtures. Inthe 
front hall and back hall, in the porch of the house, by 
the porte cochere, at the turn in the stairs, on your way 
to the third floor, over a side door, at a half dozen dif- 
ferent points you can find a place to put an original 
lamp or lantern. It is not hardto get reproductions of 
old iron lanterns that may be hung by means of a heavy 
iron hook. Itis not so much the money that these 
things cost as the courage of your conviction to depart 
from the conventional lighting fixture recommended by 
the man who builds your house, and who often has cut 
and dried ideas as to this matter of lighting. 

Often the problem of the woman who spends her 
life in rented houses or apartments is one that is ap- 
parently discouraging. For there truly are all sorts of 
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atrocities in the way of lighting fixtures; and even if 
many of them are not actual atrocities it may be that 
they are not in the least suitable to your taste or to 
your furnishings. The only way out of this difficulty | 
is to carry your own lamps with you, and by the aid of | 
many electric wire extensions you can usually set up 
your lighting equipment to suit yourself and your taste, | 
One almost looks back with envy on the woman who 
kept house in houses where there were no gas or elec- 
tric light fixtures and where the lighting accessories | 
were limited to the lamps and candlesticks and taper | 
stands that had accumulated in the household, some- 
times through many generations. 


SELLING TALK. 


HE story is told of an enterprising salesman who | 
studied his sales talks to find why he made a_ 
bullseye with one customer and failed to score with an- 
other. By analyzing his result, he eventually worked 
out a system for selling that was sure-fire. The phe- 
nomenal results he obtained did not go unnoticed at 
the home office, and he was soon called in to explain 
his methods before a conference of executives and sales- 
men. 
By way of illustration, he placed an official of the 
company in the role of acustomer. Point by point he 
ran along in the sales lecture he had learned by rote, 
and upon concluding held out a pencil for the pseudo | 
customer to use in signing the order blank. Before he 
could get his wits together and recall he was only play- 
ing a role the official had signed half his name on the 
dotted line. 

Needless to say, the demonstration was fully suc- 
cessful, and resulted in the adoption of a uniform sell- 
ing plan for all the salesmen. 

As a general rule, a salesman is usually so elated 
over getting a good order that he does not stop to con- 
sider how he was able to accomplish the sale. | 

Once a salesman has decided for himself what the © 
best part of his argument was, he can try it out on the - 
next customer. If it doesn’t work so well, he ought to | 
make clear to himself why it didn’t. It is quite prob- 
able under the circumstances that he has missed some 
phase he put in before. By trying out one line of ap- | 
proach and another, and constantly noting the effect, 
sooner or later the salesman is going to find the win- 
ning formula. 

And, when he finds it, it may prove surprising to 
him that it is not the long and protracted argument that | 
makes the best impression. On the contrary, he may | 
discover that he is accomplishing much better results — 
by not using a single needless word.

Pittsburgh the advance has been reached depends 
and tendency. Whether or not the peak of 
Vicinity rather active, the market shows a rising 
entirely upon the results of two joint 

wage conferences yet to be held. The labor situation in 
the majority of factories is not as good as managers 
would like to see it, but the claim is made that since re- 
cent wage increases were announced many who had left 
the trade to enter other industries are returning to the 
shops. It is believed this will result in greater production 
Sooner or later. 


| First advances in selling lists as a result of the recent 
wage advances have been made and the trade has been 
notified. In the majority of instances, these advances are 
on a range of from 20 to 25 per cent. It has been point- 
ed out that this change in the list not only absorbs the 
wage advance but also the increased freight rate on raw 
materials as well as any additional selling expenses. 


Less than a dozen stockholders attended the annual 
meeting of the United States Glass Co., last week, and the 
former board of directors was re-elected. This situation, 
by the way of comparison, is quite different from that of 
some years ago when a contest developed before the an- 
nual meeting. The board consists of Marion G. Bryce, 
David Yost, Ernest Nickel, F. R. Schneider, Charles J. 
Kappler, Reuben Haley, James F. Challinor and L. Z. 
Birmingham. 

No date has been set for the organization of the board, 
but there is apparently no question that present officers 
will be re-elected. The commercial department will con- 
tinue under the direct supervision of President Bryce, as- 
sisted by Harry W. Cushwa, who succeeded David Pros- 
ser as sales manager July 1. 


Henry Scott, for some years associated with the sales 
department of the Wellington Glass Co., has taken over 
the plant of the former Pittsburgh Cut Glass Co., which 
has been inactive for some time. It is intimated that Mr. 
Scott will confine the output of the plant to cut lighting 
glassware. The equipment of the shop is modern and 
was in such shape at the time of the purchase that it is 
ready for immediate operation. 


Ata conference held last Thursday in the headquarters 
f the Glass Association here, wages in the bulb depart- 


ment were adjusted for the next fiscal year. A general 
increase of six percent was given both gatherers and 
blowers. Two wage conferences remain to be completed. 
One refers to the chimney department and the other the 
pressed blank department. Secretary John Kunzler has 
announced that no dates have been set for either confer- 
ence. 


A selling list for glassware of 50 years ago which was 
brought to light here a few days ago, showed inter- 
esting contrasts to present day prices. This list showed 
a seven-inch footed bow! selling for $14 a dozen net, 
while the same item can be had today on a range of from 
$2.50 to $5.50. Common tumblers sold for $1.25 a dozen 
while the market today is on a range of from 30 to 35cts. 
per dozen. Goblets were listed on this old sheet at $3.50 
a dozen, while today they are being sold from $2.50 to 
$2.75 per dozen. 


A visiting buyer in this market a few days ago declared 
that merchandise’ managers were holding the buyers 
down, advising them that “the market is going to decline: 
but nothing for future delivery.” “I’ve been all over the 
market and instead of finding any tendency of lower 
prices it is just the opposite,” commented this visitor. 
Merchandise managers who instruct buyers to “hold off,” 
with a view of the market breaking, are, so manufactur- 
ers declare, working against their own interests. The 
buyer who does not order now, and then comes into the 
market late in the season expecting to get a lot of mer- 
chandise on quick delivery is bound to be disappointed. 
Even now fall business is being forwarded by many 
houses, and at prices prevailing at time of shipment. 


Angel S. Arguelles, of the Bureau of Science, Manila,

FIND IT IS GOOD BUSINESS. 


That the commission form of payment for retail sales 
clerks, whether their entire earnings be guaged in that 
way or only a part of them, is good business, was the 
opinion expressed recently by a local store executive. 
Not only does the use of a commission payment plan 
tend to keep the clerks more satisfied, he said, but it has 
been found very useful in encouraging them to build up 
personal clienteles. Only by giving good service can this 
be done, he pointed out, and good service is one of the 
vital factors in the success of any store. Further than 
this, he asserted, the clientele of the clerk must necessarily 
be the clientele of ithe store, and this serves to increase 
the number of permanent customers. Furthermore, 
knowing that returns, unaccepted C. O. D. deliveries, &c., 
are all charged off the commission account when the 
goods come back, the clerks are found to be more careful 
in selling. This has reduced ithe returns and unaccepted 
C, O. Ds. to no small degree, which has helped the store 
keep down the cost of doing business.

What the Potteries are Doing

; day or Monday. Various local unions 
affiliated with the generalware branch of the industry are 
holding special meetings this week to cast a referendum 
vote or such a vote will be taken at regular sessions sched- 
uled for the week. The situation, so far as can be defined 
at this time is “quiet.””, Here and there a remark is drop- 
ped concerning the proposal of the manufacturers, but no 
line can be obtained upon the general sentiment of the 
trade. However, though it seems that the rank and file 
of the trade will vote in favor of acceptance, yet there are 
one or two locals which are being openly classed as doubt- 


ful. 


The situation in the sanitary branch of the trade is very 
different from that existing in the generalware. Relations 
between employer and employees are admitted to be 
slightly strained. The manufacturers refuse to discuss 
any wage topic with a committee representing the work- 
ers unless such committee has full power to act and be a 
_ party to agreements. When the manufacturers notified 
the National Brotherhood of Operative Potters, the latter 
sent ballots from here to all sanitary locals to vote upon 
_ rescinding the action of the Atlantic City convention, so 
far as the taking of a referendum vote on committtee 
wage conference work is concerned. This vote will not 
be returned to the Brotherhood headquarters until the 
week-end or later. 


Among buyers in the district during the last few days 
were Mr. Lutendorf with Merrill, Greer & Chapman, St. 
Paul, Minn., and Mr. Mason, of the Mason China Shop, 
Fond du Lac, Wis. 


Herbert K. Connors, salesman for the Carrollton Pot- 
tery Co., has returned to his home here, after completing 
a western business trip for his firm. At the close of this 
journey he went to a camp in Minnesota, some distance 
from Duluth, where Thomas H. Butcher, of the Central 


Glass Co., and other friends have been spending the sum- 
‘Mer season. 


Scarcity of flint and spar continues with many pottery 
z manufacturers, Some are pleased enough to secure 


a few sacks of spar daily instead of carlot shipments. 
The Carr Ghina Co., of Grafton, W. Va., was idle for a 
week on account of a spar shortage, while stocks of these 
materials in many other plants are rather low. 


W. T. Tebbutt, recently discharged by court order as 
receiver for the Cartwright Bros. Pottery Co., filed his 
final account with Judge James G. Moore in Common 
Pleas court last Wednesday. Thomas Darragh, who has 
been selected to assume the office management of this firm 
is now dividing his time between the offices here and 
those of the Salem China Co., until such times as new 
arrangements can be made in the Salem offices. 


There is a decided scarcity of saggers in some potteries 
in this district, one manufacturer reporting a shortage of 
1,500. “Our sagger maker is working three days a week 
and loafing the other three,” said the superintendent of 
this pottery. “He goes and come as he pleases and we 
can’t get another to take his place.” 


Some improvement is noted hereabout in shipping by 
reason of railroad “vacationists” from this territory re- 
turning to work as new men. With additional crews 
available, there is a greater freedom in local car move- 
ment and this permits increased shipping facilities. 


No definite conclusions have been reached here, so far; 
relative to a coal supply for kiln use during the winter 
season. Data was gathered a few days ago relative to the 
possible maximum coal storage capacity of different 
plants. The proposition to ship Monongahela Valley coal 
by river is still in the balance, but something may come of 
the proposition later. 


While buyers who have come into the market lately did 
so with a view of looking up back orders, they do not 
overlook any opportunity to “pick up” any odd lots of 
ware that can be located, for immediate shipments. A 
number of buyers are also anticipating future needs. and 
place specifications accordingly. Mail orders are good. 


It is practically assured there will be no “break” in the 
dinnerware market this year. None is looked for during 
the first six months of 1921. In view of wage increases, 
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advances in freight rates on raw materials and other in- 
creasing manufacturing expenses manufacturers scoff at 
the idea of a lower list in the generalware industry. From 
an impartial standpoint, it is exceedingly hard to see how 
manufacturers could sell on a lower list. Nota few buy- 
ers who have been in the market within the last few 
weeks have said that “instead of a lower list we will not 
be surprised to hear of a revision upward.’ This in 
truth, is the situation in a nutshell. Buyers who hold off 
placing orders for current year delivery, believing that a 
“break” is due in the market, will stand very little show 
of getting any stocks at all. 


The record price for an American-made dinner service 
has been offered the Hopewell China Co., of Hopewell, 
Va. The DuPont interests have offered the firm $1,000 
for the first decorated set, which order has been accepted. 


Improvement are being made at the plant of the Wheat- 
ley Pottery Co., in Cincinnati, which will tend to increase 
the capacity of the firm. The company manufactures art 
garden pottery, and is the largest of its kind in Ohio. 


The Potters Supply Co., which has been granted a 99 
year lease on part of an unused street fronting its plant, 
plans to remove its warehouse from its present site and 
then use the ground for coal storage purposes. The firm 
is one of the largest manufacturers of pins, stilts, spurs 
and saggers in the industry, and a steady supply of coal is 
necessary. The nominal rental of $1 per year is charged 
by the city, the same charge as is made other manufactur- 
ers when unused city property is leased by manufacturers 
here. 


Shipments of raw clays from Kentucky and Tennessee 
points to this district is somewhat easier on account of 
the lifting of several junction point embargo orders. 
Notice of the lifting of the embargo rules was received 
here by clay brokers a few days ago. 


The Thomas Sant Co., of this city is now grinding 
spar, making the third plant of the kind in this district. 
Each office has an abundance of orders on file. 


BETTER DESIGNS FOR BRITISH POTTERY. 
(The London Times Trade Supplement.) 


The British Pottery Manufacturers’ Federation re- 
cently devoted a special meeting to the subject of indus- 
trial art—a distinct and, perhaps, unprecedented acknowl- 
edgment on the part of manufacturers of the importance 
of design to their industry. With the demand for wares 
so strong and continuous as it is, and with buyers not too 
critical, so long as they can secure goods, manufacturers 
might almost be pardoned a neglect of the art side of the 
industry. As a matter of fact, however, plenty of new 
designs and better designs than have been seen for de- 
cades are being produced, for manufacturers are realizing 
that it costs little or no more—in fact, sometimes less— 


‘ 
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to make a thing beautiful instead of ugly; that it is the 
shape and decoration that first attract the intending pur-| 
chaser, and that good design in combination with ad-| 
mitted technical perfection is calculated to justify the 
high prices that are inevitable with the present cost of} 
production. 

The Manufacturers’ Federation heard addresses on the 
aims of the British Institute of Industrial Art and re-| 
ferred to its arts and designs committee the question of 
participating in the forthcoming or future exhibitions of | 
the institute. The British Institute, except that its oper- 
ations apply to all craft industries, is, in fact, following 
the excellent example of the Ceramic Art Society, whose. 
two adjudicated exhibitions have undoubtedly had an im-. 
proving influence on pottery design. The example of the 
Ceramic Art Society has also been followed in Sweden 
where competitions have been organized and ithe makers 
of the wares accepted permitted to stamp their goods with | 
a statement that they have been so accepted, thus giving | 
them a hall mark of good design. 

The Manufacturers’ Federation also gave consideration 
to the reorganization of the Potteries Art School, which | 
is now being carried out by the new art director, who, 
with the cooperation of the employers, is determined to 
make more intimate the relations between the factories 
and schools.

The usual method of procedure with most business or- 
ghizations is founded on either precedent or general 
thods of other communities. But, not so for the buyer.

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His is a position much different from that of exectitives in 
other lines. His duty calls for delicacy of choice, tact and 
diplomacy in handling, superficial knowledge of general 
conditions and an exact, minute and constant:study of his 
immediate surroundings. 


The successful buyer today is he who not only keeps his 
eyes open while going through the streets of the town 
where his store is located, but makes use of the things he 
sees. 

A small and apparently trivial occurrence in his town 
may be worth more to him as a sales getter than the fact 
that ten or a dozen buyer friends in other cities tell him 
of an article which is selling well in their towns. 

In order to buy successfully, a buyer should be well ac- 
quainted with all the factors which go to make up the 
composite life of the people in his town. Local politics, 
civic activities, the foreign element, all play their part in 
influencing the public one way or the other and will bear 
careful study and keen analysis. 

Holidays which bear directly on a certain nationality, 
fairs to be held in or near a town, special baseball games 
and other events will cause a considerable influx of vis- 
itors to the town, which needless to say, will result in 
greater sales if the buyer is wise enough to learn of these 
ahead of time and prepare for them. 


It is of course apparent that such methods will apply 
less to larger cities such as New York, Chicago, San 
Francisco, etc., than to the smaller and less cosmopolitan 
ones. But it is sure that even buyers in the big town will 
undoubtedly derive some benefit thereby. 


Such a course will not only prove wonderfully fascin- 
ating and instructive but will also show gratifying re- 
sults to the store, and of course, to the buyer as well.

Retail Conditions as Seen by Buyers Throughout the Country 


Answers to Crockery and Glass Journal Questionnaire Bring a Variety of Opinions. 
Still Brisk. Prices Believed to be High. 


In view of the fact that so much has been said in re- 
gard to existing conditions in general commerce by the 
daily newspapers, the CrocKEry & GLAss JOURNAL felt it 
incumbent upon itself to fully investigate conditions in the 
retail trade along the lines which this paper represents 
and in which its readers are most interested. 

For the purpose of ascertaining certain facts from re- 
tail stores a letter in the form of a questionnaire was sent 
to practically every prominent buyer in this country, and 
at least one of these letters reached every State in the 
Union. Canada and foreign countries were not can- 
vassed as the question was made purely a domestic one. 

The letter, which was sent to a selected list of buyers, 
follows: 


“As you are aware, chaotic conditions in world 
trade today have rendered the result of prophecy- 
ing on future events extremely problematical. 

“It is not without the bounds of reason, how- 
ever, to be able to use common sense, and sound 
reasoning will often hit the nail squarely on the 
head. 

“The burning questions of the day are: (1) 
Can and will prices of every day commodities 
come down? (2) And if so, how will it effect the 
lines in which you deal? (3) Will they come 
down or go up. (4) And in the event of their 
doing either, will they do so of their own voli- 
tion, or not? (5) Does the public still buy as 
much as formerly? 

“For the purpose of informing the trade, 
through our paper of the attitude of those who 
come directly in contact with the general public, 
we are sending this letter to the most prominent 
buyers throughout the country. 

“Will you let us know your views on the sub- 
ject? And please state whether you wish to be 

The answers were received in gratifying numbers from 
all over the country, but unfortunately space does not 
permit the reprinting of all of these and therefor, letters 
from different centers which were typical each of its own 
locality, are reproduced. 

Summing up the replies shows the following to be the 
concensus of opinion: 

1. Prices can and will come down when production 
overtakes demand. 

2. Prices on lines in which the trade is interested will 
follow, but not lead, a downward tendency. 

3. Prices seem to be about as high as the public will 
stand and should go no higher. 

4. If prices continue upward, they will sooner or later 
be forced down again by curtailment of purchases. 

5. The answers to this question were many and varied, 
and showed that although retail sales are strong, they 
have dropped off somewhat. Several firms said that the 
purchases showed a tendency to swing to articles of a 
more useful nature than formerly. It is interesting to 
note that in the latter question, the strongest feature con- 
trolling the situation is that of locality and environment. 
It shows that in larger cities and communities, prices are 
higher than in the more sparsely settled parts of the coun- 


try, but are likely to come down sooner.

many. A buyer in one of the department stores in , 
Francisco claims that— 


“Although the recent political convention made 
things so busy at that time, that we seem to be 
standing still now, nevertheless, if carefully gone 
over, the amount of our retail sales will show that 
we are doing more business today than for a long 
time before, except as in cases such as the one al- 

ready mentioned.”’ 


It is well to remember, however, that the cost of e, 
day commodities in the west, particularly in San F} 
cisco are somewhat lower than in the east, which may | 
count to some extent for the above report. 

Then by way of contrast, comes a letter from C,: 
Almond, Jr., of The C. H. Almond Dry Goods : 
Lynchburg, Va., in which he states: 


“As I see the proposition, commodities in all 
lines will necessarily have to be lowered from 
their present levels. 

“Certainly, with the newspaper propaganda now 
so largely aired to the retail buying public, they 
are in no frame of mind to accept any further ad- 
vances and in fact have curtailed their purchases, 
expecting merchandise of all character to drop in” 
prices. 

“As far as our concern is able to, we are buying 
in smaller quantities and are only purchasing our 
direct and immediate needs. We certainly do not 
expect prices to go any higher and should they 
rise further, we believe it will be only a*tempor- 
ary matter. As stated, the public is not buying 
as freely as formerly of every day commodities 
and in turn, if the merchant will curtail his pur- 
chases, the effect is obvious.” 


A letter from Braunstein Blatt Co., A'tlantic City, s§ 


“The public is buying less in volume than form- 
erly and it is our opinion that prices must and 
will come down. They will come down gradually 
with the exception of certain items in which there 
has been over-speculation which will break to 
pieces the same as the silk market. 

“We believe that transportation conditions are 
one of the most vital factors in holding prices up 
and in tying up money. 

“A member of the United States Senate re | 
cently told the writer that when there were one 
hundred men for ninety-nine positions, prices 
would start to come down, or in other words, 
when individual efficiency increased, and we be- | 
lieve that we are approaching that point.” ; a

When the news went 
broadcast that wages were being advanced, buyers knew 
that changes in the selling list would follow. ' Merchan- 
dise managers now realize that no break in the glass mar- 


ket is possible, and here and there buyers are being re- 


leased from the order to use caution in placing business 


for future delivery. 


Members of the Society of Glass Technology of Eng- 
land received a rather warm welcome when they entered 
the Pittsburgh glass territory for a twelve-day tour of the 
field early last week. The visitors were practically guests 
of the Glass Division of the American Ceramic Society. 
Glass plants in the Western Pennsylvania territory were 


visited. The factories in the Beaver, Monongahela and 
the Alleghany Valleys were included in the program. 


Such industries as the H. L. Dixon Co., and the Woods- 
Lloyd Co., manufacturers of pots and tank blocks were 
also inspected. 

The visitors expressed surprise at the methods em- 
ployed by American glass manufacturers. Something 
new was observed every day. One of the pleasant events 
planned for the English guests was a smoker in the rooms 
of the Pittsburgh Chamber of Commerce, where an open 
discussion followed on methods of glass manufacturing 
in the United States and England. 


The Keystone Chemical Co., which operates a plant at 
Fairmont, W. Va., has announced plans for doubling the 


capacity of the plant according to reports. just received 


here. The firm is manufacturing a line of chemicals and . 


compounds for use in glass making. 


With a capital stock of $50,000 the Everbright Mirror 
Co., has been formed at Morgantown, W. Va., by Arthur 


: C. Lorant. 


-» Glass salesmen in the southern territory have advised 


: 


their home offices that the F. W. Woolworth Co. has 
taken a 99-year lease on its present building in Dallas, and 


after alterations will have the largest store space of any 
Woolworth store in the southwest. They are also enlarg- 
ing operations at San Antonio, Texas. 


A survey of the glass industry in the Martins Ferry and 
Bellaire, O., districts indicates that about two-thirds of 
the normal working forces in the plants are now engaged. 
When operating to capacity it has been estimated that up- 
wards of 2,000 people are engaged in the glass industry in 
that locality. Taking the recent increase into considera- 
tion, wages of glass workers are now the highest in the 
history of the trade. 


Some activity has been noted here lately in the inquiry 
for glass assortments. The western and southern trade 
appears to be very much interested in this line, and some 
very fair orders are being offered. - 


Notwithstanding the fact that at this time wage con- 
ferences with reference to the pressed blank department 
have not closed, buyers of blanks want merchandise. 
Many of the cutting shops are now arranging for their 
holiday trade, and this business, so far as blanks are con- 
cerned, is anticipated months in advance. Cutting shops 
will take blanks, no matter what list is quoted, as that is 
their “stock in trade.” 


Glass manufacturers here contend that the plan of the 
Illinois Glass Co., to erect a new factory at Bridgeton, 
N. J., at a cost of upwards of $3,500,000 represents the 
largest extension in the glass industry in recent years. It 
is hoped that the new factory will be ready for operation 
by the spring of 1921. The plant is to be built in five 
units. 


On account of the gas situation in Western Pennsyl- 
vania, another glass industry is to be located at Clarks- 
burg, W. Va. The Keystone Bottle Co., whose plant at 
Uniontown, Pa., was destroyed by fire a few weeks ago, 
has decided upon such a location. 


After being idle five weeks, the Rodefer Glass Co., at 
Bellaire, O., has resumed operations. During the idle 
period many repairs were completed in the factory de- 
partment.

an official way with the Graham Glass Co., at Hillsboro, 
Ill., has become identified with the Macbeth-Evans Glass 
Co., at its Charleroi, Pa., plant. 


“Although it had been raining for fourteen days 
straight, the sun started to shine at Bedford Springs, Pa., 
as soon as I got there,” declared Harry A. Cushwa, of 
the sales department of the United States Glass Co., who 
has returned to his desk after spending a few days at the 
Bedford golf course. 


Operations have been resumed at the plant of the Bea- 
ver Valley Glass Co., at Rochester, Pa. This factory is 
featuring a general line of blown ware and will probably 
show a number of new designs at the next Pittsburgh ex- 
position. — 

Following the plan that has always been favored by the 
company, the H. C. Fry Glass Co., at Rochester, has an- 
nounced a bonus of ten per cent to its employees in recog- 
nition of merited service. About 800 workers will be 
benefitted. 

The Corning Glass Co., has placed its new No. 2 
plant at Wellsboro, Pa. The construction of this new 
factory is declared to be the most modern of any glass 
factory in the United States. 


Considerable glassware is now being shipped from this 
district by boat to the Cincinnati market. Boats also take 
on considerable glassware at Wheeling, Moundsville, Pa- 
den City and New Martinsville, W. Va. Ware so shipped 
from ‘this port reach Cincinnati in three days, whereas by 
rail several weeks are required according ito traffic man- 
agers. 


Judge Orr in the United States Court at Pittsburgh, 
filed a decision which terminated the hard fought litiga- 
gation between the Libby Glass Co. and the McKee Glass 
Co., which started in 1914. Damages in several amounts 
are awarded the Libby Co., plaintiff in the action, which 
charged infringements on valuable patents used in con- 
nection with the glass industry. 

The decree ordered that the plaintitt recover from the 
McKee Co. $78,537, with interest from June 24, 1919, the 
amount of the master’s original award, which was con- 
tested but held valid; and other amounts totaling $23,481. 
The McKee Co. was also ordered to pay the costs of the 
suit, and likewise $6,045, compensation paid to the ac- 
countant, F, py Main.

An inter- 
esting example of direct contradiction is contained be- 
tween the last answer and the next. The Vice President 
and buyer of a department store in Missouri thinks that— 


“Indications in our store show that the public 
is still spending as much as usual and for just 
about the same kind of goods. Think prices 
high, but believe they must remain so for quite a 
while.” 
Having been astonished by learning that the supposedly 


rich people at Atlantic City are not buying, it may not 
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seem peculiar to learn from Secretary and Treasurer N. 


Rothstein of Igel-Rothstein Co., Pittsburgh, that there i is | 


plenty of money in sight. He says in part: 


“Your questions are certainly of vital import- 
ance to citizens of this country at large and to the 
masses in particular. ‘Can and will prices of 
every day commodities come down?’ and ‘If so, 
how will it effect the lines in which you deal?’ 
There are matty items embodied in our lines 
which can be classified among every day commo- 
dities and the prices on these items have been, as 
you know, constantly on the incline and without 
any sign of a lowering in the cost of the goods. 
lead us to believe that all goods in general in the 

“Our observation within the past six months 
Housefurnishing and China lines are about as 
high as they should be with the possibility of still 
further advances in prices and without any ap- 
parent reason for a lowering of present prices. 

“Tt is our understanding that the materials en- 
tering into the manufacture of these goods are 
about as high if not higher than ever, also that the 
wages show no inclination toward a lower level 
Any possible reduction within the next six months 
that could take place in our lines would probably 
be due to a general decline in many fields and 
sees have a telling effect on other commo- 

1t1es. 

“Toes the public still buy as much as form- 
erly?’ This city and its vicinities have been and 
still are very busy from a point of manufacture 
and .in consequence of this activity, the wage 
earner is still in a position to buy his requirements 
and at the same time indulge himself in those 
luxuries which are to his liking.” 


They seem to be somewhat in a quandary in Texas, 
according to E. D. Garrison with Sanger Bros., Dallas, 
who complains that— 


“The questions you, ask cover information ap- 
parently that everyone would like to know and 
no doubt if a correct answer could be given, it 
would relieve many a hard worked brain. I can 
only give my personal opinion covering the ques- 
tions which is to the effect that supply and demand 
apparently rule the situation. The demand for ‘ 
all class of glassware, chinaware, metal and 
wooden wares with us is greater than ever known 
in our history and the advancing prices have not 
diminished the demand so far as we can deter- 
mine.” 


A night letter replying to our questions elicited the 
following information from a genefal store in Florida: 


“Owing to fruit crop plentiful this summer very 
good sales noticed for this season from residents. 
However, cannot predict on our coming season 
which will depend somewhat on weather. All 
prices too high, should come down.” 


From the seat of learning, H. P. Hunt of H. P. & 
H. F. Hunt, Boston, says: 


“We ‘have your kind favor of recent date i in re- 
gard to asking our opinion of the outlook for the 
reduction of prices of staple commodities and re- 
gards to the outlook and reduction in price in our 
line of business, etc., and would say that in our 
opinion, the one predominating factor which is 
causing the bulk of our troubles and will con- 
tinue to do so, as long as that same condition ex- 
ists, is the tie-up and congestion of the railroads. 

“We consider that this is the main factor in the 
advance in our lines and that it will be until next 
spring before we can expect anything like normal 
shipments. The balance of this year will be the 
usually heavy Holiday shipments which will make 
the present situation as serious as it has been. 

“During the coming winter, the railroads will be 
more or less handicapped. This is causing a big 
slow-down of all kinds of business and is the con- 
tributing factor to big falling off in business re- 
cently, and, as we stated before, we cannot expect 
any, reductions in prices until we can ship freely 
again.” 


Naturally the latter concern being agents and not com- 
ing into contact with the public, cannot comment on this 
phase of the question. 
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What the Potteries are Doing

heavy. The production of the different 
plants however is not up to what the manufacturers 
would like to see, this being due to the fact that fuel is 
scarce and raw materials are in slow arrival. Frequently 
of late manufacturers have been told not to light addi- 
tional kilns until those under fire were turned off. This 
has prevented the regular quota of kilns being fired dur- 
ing the month. When kilns are below the usual sched- 
ules, then manufacturers cannot obtain stocks.

No site has as yet been selected on the Pacific Coast for 
the new nine-kiln plant of the Homer Knowles Pottery 
Co. Harold Knowles who left here several weeks ago 
for the west has written friends here from San Francisco, 
Cal., that a decision will be announced within a few 
weeks. 


Common Pleas court here has granted an extension of 
15 days to W. T. Tebbutt, former receiver of the Cart- 
wright Bros. pottery for the filing of his final account. 
The last account was to have been filed September Ist. 


Due to the rail situation, pottery manufacturers are 
now shipping more ware by river than they have for many 
years. Practically all Pittsburg orders are being shipped 
by this route, and whenever possible Cincinnati and other 
way point ware is being sent south by the water route 
also. Covered modeled barges are now being used.on the 
river here for freight shipping. 


While there will be some new dinner treatments offer- 
ed the trade next January, the number is not likely to be as 
great as in former years, according to decorators. Pres- 
ent patterns are in heavy demand and are selling well, 
especially in open stock patterns. Department store buy- 
ers are seemingly well satisfied with the present offering 
of the trade. 


For the first time in the history of the trade, it is said 
that the casting of teapots from a red clay body has been 
successfully accomplished, the Madison County Pottery - 
Co., at Chittenango, N. Y., being the producers. Num- 


erous batches were tried before the proper “‘slip’’ was de- 


veloped. 


Within a few weeks the executive committee of the 
United States Potters’ Association will announce the time 
and place for the annual meeting of the Association.

B. Hardesty of Syracuse, N. Y., has assumed the fac- 
tory management of the Chelsea China Co’s. plant at New 
Cumberland, W. Va. 

It has been intimated that several tunnel kilns may be 
built in this district before another year ends. At Alli- 
ance, O., the idea of firing tunnel kilns with electricity is 
being given some consideration, and trials may take place 
before the year’s end. About 10 years ago the idea was 
advanced to fire tunnel kilns by electricity, but nothing 
ever came of the proposition. 


Committees representing the East Liverpool Chamber 
of Commerce and generalware pottery manufacturers 
continue to meet frequently with a view of obtaining a 
sufficient coal supply for this district for industrial pur- 
poses for the coming winter. A number of tentative 
plans have been advanced, but nothing definite has been 
worked out so far. Some manufacturers however, are 
installing coal and cinder conveying equipment, so that 
they will be prepared to handle coal when they are unable 
to obtain gas. The proposition to secure coal by river 
route from the upper Monongahela Valley has not been 
given up. 


Joseph Wells, of the American Pottery Co., East Liver- 
pool, left last Friday evening for New York to attend a 
golf tournament. Mr. Wells is considered the best golf 
player in the pottery trade. 


It is the opinion of pottery salesmen that buyers will 
visit the local market during the present month in greater 
numbers than they have since May. They will no doubt 
make a special trip here to look up back orders and at the 
same time buy any available merchandise for immediate 
shipment that might be found. 


William J. Mackey, sales manager for the Southern 
Potteries Co., of Irwin, Tenn., expects to visit this city 
during the week, this being his former home.

EMPLOYMENT IN BRITISH POTTERY 
TRADES 


There is a very bright prospect relative to employment 
in the Potteries district according to the local press. On 
this subject the Sentinel of Stokes-on-Trent, under date 
of August 11, said: 


“At a time when some of the leading industries of the country 
appear to be on the verge of a slump that may create considerable 
unemployment, it is interesting to note that the pottery trades 
appear to be in a better position. The industrial experience of the 
Potteries during the war differed greatly from the experience of 
those engineering centers where the normal peace-time production 
was to a large extent superseded by the manufacture of munitions. 
Here, therefore, there has not been the sudden change-over from 
one form of activity to another that has characterized so many 
big undertakings in other parts of the country. While Sheffield 

_reports a “slacking off” in the steelworks and Birmingham laments 
the dwindling of orders, and while in those and other places large 
numbers of work people have been let off, a happier position 
exists in the pottery industry. 

“Though in the pottery trades there have been cancellations and 
a slackening of home demand, factories generally are still busy 
on accumulated orders. The fancy-goods trade is flat, and there 
is a certain slackness in the jet and rockingham department, but 
the general earthenware and china trades are still busy. Export 
trade, generally, continues good. 

“According to the official Labor Gazette, the number of work- 
people employed in the Potteries during the week ended June 26 
showed an increase of 0.1 per cent over the last week in May 
and an increase of 12.5 per cent over the corresponding week of 
1919. There is still some short time in the district, but the 
actual unemployment, as returned by the Pottery Workers’ So- 
ciety, is only one and one-half per cent, including that which is 
due to the changing of situations. Serious unemployment in the 
immediate future is not anticipated. On the contrary, substantial 
trade is anticipated, even if the long-continued boom is not main- 
tained. As is well known, factories which have been disused 
for years are now being worked, and in one of these recently 
requisitioned the first biscuit oven is being drawn this week. ; 

An interesting development is the entry of the Cooperative 
Wholesale Society into the trade. As announced some time ago 
the society acquired a factory at Longton for the manufacture of 
ware, which will be supplied to cooperative societies throughout 
the country.

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Activities at the Glass Factories 
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While some glass manufacturers ex- 
Pittsburgh press concern over the outlook for fuel 


and for the coming winter, the Crescent Glass 
Vicinity Co. is not in that class. In fact it is 


occupying a reverse position. The com- 
pany has drilled in two wells near its property and both 
are big producers. A few days ago the company drilled 
in its second well and gas was struck in the first sand— 
something unusual in gas well drilling. The production 
was estimated at from eight to ten million feet per diem. 
Coupled with the production from the first well, this 
company is fortunate in having all the gas it requires for 
its own purposes, and will have some to spare for other 
purposes. The Crescent Glass Co. is in charge of Henry 
Ritner and E. E. Worthin, and they are indeed happy 
over their good fortune. 


The Central Glass Works of Wheeling, W. Va., has 
closed its stock transfer books until September 25 for 
the payment of a quarterly dividend of two per cent in 
cash, payable October 1. 


There was a five day strike at the plant of the Atlantic 
Bottle Co., glass factory at Tarentum, Pa., last week, 
which was speedily settled by the officials of the glass- 
workers’ union.” The employees were ordered to return 
to work. Packers at this plant agreed to accept 65 cents 
per hour. They demanded 75 cents and had been receiv- 
ing 62% cents. When the packers quit their places the 
blowers walked out in sympathy. Head offices of the 
company are in New York. 


The Elite Glass Co., of Bellaire, O., has been reorgan- 
ized and has been taken over by the Elite Glass Mfg. Co. 
The new company is operating two decorating plants. 
The company has been formed urder Ohio laws with a 
capital stock of $50,000. Officers of the company are: 
President, Robert Englehart; vice president, Neugart; 
secretary and general manager, C. O. Meyers; treasurer, 
L. H. Busthe. The concern is one of the largest decorat- 
ing glassware operators in that part of the Ohio Valley. 


It is the opinion of glass manufacturers in this dis- 
trict that those members of the Society of Glass Tech- 
nology of England who visited glass factories in the 
Pittsburgh territory received more technical knowledge 
of the trade than has ever been their fortune heretofore. 
It is said here that American methods of glass making 
re quite ahead of those of other countries, and that 


when it comes to production, combined with quality at 
the same time, American glass manufacturers are occupy- 


"ing a supreme position. 


Demand for glassware in local department stores con- 
tinues good. Buyers say that the general line is selling 
well, but that the greater call is for items of general utility 
purposes. There is always some trade for the fancy 
pieces, but ware for table purposes appears to be in the 
lead. 


Henry W. Nickel, city salesmanager for the United 


States Glass Co., has returned from his vacation which 


was spent in the east. 


The trade here has been advised that construction of 
the new plant of the Edison Lamp Works, at Ft. Wayne, 
Ind., has commenced. This factory will be one of the 
largest of its kind in Indiana. 


David H. Goodwillie, who has been Service Director 
for the City of Toledo, O., has tendered his resignation 
to become associated with the management of the Edwin 
Ford Plate Glass Co., of that city. 


Although the new wage agreement for the coming year 
had not been adjusted, employees of the off hand and 
paste mould chimney department of the plants in the 
vicinity of Star City, W. Va.. did not quit work. This 
agreement expired September 5. They were advised 
that any increases granted under the new agreement 
would, when signed, be rectroactive from that date. The 
spirit of the workers in this connection has been highly 
commended. 


It is reported in construction circles here that a new 
glass plant is contemplated for Great Capacon, W. Va. 
Wheeling interests are said to be active in this connec- 
tion, but no details are available at this time. 


Oil burners have been installed in a number of glass 
factories of late, this with a view of being protected for 
fuel during the winter season. The United States Glass 
Co. started to burn oil in some of its plants several years 
ago, it being among the first in the trade to adopt such 
a fuel. 


Glass manufacturers here point out that under the 
new wage agreement, workers in many departments are

in a position to make $10 a day and upwards. Wages 
of glassworkers, generally speaking, are the highest paid 
in the trade. Advances have been granted annually for 
some years. This is reflected in the constant advancing 
of selling lists, with which is combined increased material 
and overhead charges. 


Packers’ glassware continues to be in excellent demand. 
Jelly tumblers are exceptionally active. Factories fea- 
turing the latter are said to be “some distance” back of 
orders. The demand is not confined to any particular 
section, but appears to be general all over the country. 
The demand for jars is just as heavy as that for jellies. 


Soda fountain requisites are selling big. Some plants 
not only have a considerable amount of back business on 
file, but orders for future shipping are excellent. Opal 
soda fountain goods are selling better this year than 
heretofore, and the demand for the specialties in crystal 
is just as active. 


A meeting of the stockholders of the Stirling Glass Co., 
at Elmira, N. Y., has been called for the purpose of dis- 
solving the corporation.

Liverpool increase of from five to ten per cent by 
and a majority vote of 180 all danger of a 
Vicinity suspension of operations in the general- 


ware trade has been eliminated, insofar 
as labor differences are concerned. The vote of the trade 
was cast by perhaps a little less than half of the total 
membership. The result, however, was sufficient to guar- 
antee the acceptance of the manufacturers. 

A few local unions affiliated with the National Brother- 
hood of Operative Potters voted against acceptance of the 
five to ten per cent increase, these workers insisting that 
the original demand for 25 per cent be adhered to. It 
only required a majority of the members voting to carry 
the acceptance offer, and it would have taken a’ two- 
thirds vote to have it rejected. 


With a capital stock of $100,000 the Chittenango Pot- 
tery Co. has been formed here, the object being to take 
over and operate the four kiln plant at Chittenango, 
N. Y., which has been operated of late under the name 
of the Madison County Pottery Co. The plant has 
been producing a line of red ware. Whether this line will 
be continued or the shop be converted into a whiteware 
one has not been determined. 


George B. Fowler, for the last nine years traveling the 
western territory for the Edwin M. Knowles China Co., 
has resigned from that firm to go with the Carrollton 
Pottery Co., at Carrollton, O. He will be associated with 
the sales department, but will devote more or less time in 
the business management of the company as assistant to 
Roy B. Henderson. Mr. Fowler first started with the 
Colonial Pottery Co., and then went to the Trenle China 
Co., leaving the latter company to go with the Knowles 
organization. His connection with the Carrollton com- 
pany dates from September 16. | 


With a nominal capital stock of $20,000 the Ward 
China, Co., of Toronto, O., 18 miles west of here, has 
been formed by J. J. Ward, Sr., H. J. Doran, Jr., and 
L. E. O’Brien. The firm obtained its charter last Sat- 
urday. 


The final report of W. T. Tebbutt, as receiver for the 
Cartwright Bros. Pottery Co., is to be filed in Common 
Pleas Court at Lisbon, tomorrow. The receivership 
terminated some weeks ago. The court granted an exten- 
sion of time September 1 for the receiver to file his last 
account. 


R. J .Braistead, of Davis & Braistead, manufacturers’ 
agents and jobbers in Mineapolis, Minn., has been spend- 
ing a few days here visiting the offices of the Homer 
Laughlin China Co., which line the concern represents in 
that district. 


Kilns of the West End Pottery Co., and the Vodrey 
Pottery Co., are to be equipped with an improved furnace 
gas producer, one of the producers being attached to 
each fire hole in the kilns. The producer is now in use 
in nine plants in the Trenton district, and a number of 
sanitary plants in the western territory. Manufacturers 
using the producer claim to be saving 30 to 50 per cent 
in firing time and from 15 to 30 per cent in fuel. In 
addition there is a saving in labor. 


Buyers express no surprise when learning of domestic 
pottery lists being advanced. There was some indication 
of this over three months ago. White ware which form- 
erly sold at ten off the list may soon go to list, it is said. 
If this be done, then decorated ware will also be revised 
upward. 


The first kiln of glost ware to be fired with oil in this 
district was drawn at the plant of the Potters Co-operative 
Co., a few days ago, and from a technical standpoint, the 
kiln is said to have been perfect. It was fired in less 
than the usual time required for natural gas firing About 
700 gallons of Oklahoma fuel oil were used on the first 
kiln, and this volume is expected to show a decrease on 
future kilns.

UST as surely as competition is the life of trade, so it 

must be said, is cooperation its stimulant. 

There has never yet existed an industry or concern 
which could survive solely on its own merits without 
consultation, collaboration or at least a certain amount of 
study of the ways of its competitors. And surely, if 
concerns cannot keep up without such, how much more 
sure it is that individuals will in time sadly feel the need 
of such help. 

Going along in business in the same old way, year in 
and year out, cannot by any means be called the heights 
of efficiency. The buyer or merchant who claims that he 
has done so for a long time and his profits are good, evi- 
dently does not stop to reflect how much better they might 
be if he bestirred himself to more action. The record of 
present sales is not a safe criterion, if there is a possibility 
of increasing that profit merely by the exercise of careful 
and judicious thought. 

Again, a buyer or merchant may say that he himself 
or someone associated with him is a veritable wizard in 
thinking up new ideas for store displays, window dress- 
ing and counter arrangement. No matter how clever 
the individual may be, however, it cannot be gainsaid 
that the results all emanate from one brain or set of brains 
and in consequence must bear a certain amount of simi- 
larity to each other. 

Then again, no matter how much individuality a man 
may have, no matter how much push and energy, as well 
as new schemes, there always comes a time when these 
seem to drop from him like leaves from the trees in the 
fall, leaving him bare of ideas, That is the time when he 
most needs a stimulant, a booster, and it is then, that he 
should consult with others who are interested in the same 
lines. . 

It makes very little difference if there is an exact replica 


of one store in another town. If the-store is well ar- 
ranged and successful, there is every reason in the world 


why a second concern at some distance should copy it. 


None but the traveling fraternity will know of the simi- 
larity and store buyers are not catering to the trade. 
They are catering to their customers. 


When.a buyer from one town arrives in another on 
business, his first and principal mission transacted, is 
naturally the purchase of goods. With this phase of his 
visit complete, he should not conclude his visit. No 
buyer can-truthfully say that his trip has been a success 


‘unless he has visited the contemporary department in all 


the stores in the city, or at least in as many as he can 
find time for. 


And a visit to the buyer of every store, though prob- 


ably taking up some time, will result in much useful 


knowledge which he can turn to good advantage in his 
own place. 


A buyer from any store in the world can get some ideas 
from merely walking. through a similar store in another 
city, providing he keeps his eyes open. But whether 
good or bad the visiting buyer will get many live tips, 
and will remember to put in practice the good ones and 
shun the bad ones. 

A buyer or owner, if it were only possible for him to 
remain incognito, would undoubtedly get much valuable 
information from his own place, were he able to walk 
through it vizualizing it from the view point of a retail 
customer. But unfortunately, he see it through eyes 
which influence him to explain rather than remedy the 
bad features and extoll rather than criticise the good ones. 

“O, Wad some power” can apply equally as well to a 
place as to a person, and for this reason, a careful analysis 
of a visit to some other store, where he is unknown by the 
clerks, whether causing him to either congratulate or 
deride himself is sure to make him the gainer thereby.

1920 Electrical Show Has Many Exhibits 


The Electrical Exposition, the thirteenth annual dis- 
play and demonstration of invention and development in 
the electrical field, which will open in Grand Central 
Palace, New York, on October 6th and continue for ten 
days, will contain a record variety of exhibits. Three 
floors of the big Palace will be filled with displays and 
demonstrations of a thousand and one uses of electricity. 
The number of exhibits will be 141, representing as many 
individual manufacturers. 

The exposition will show the varied employment of 
electricity in the home, office, store and factory and in 
each case whole series of displays have been prepared. 
Of special interest will be the servantless household, where 
in electrical machines and devices either perform or 
greatly lighten the labor of every household task from 
laundry to nursery. Marked progress has been made re- 
cently in the development of the wireless telephone and 
this exhibit will attract much attention. 

This year the entire third floor of the Palace has been 
given over to a series of working exhibits where the 
employment of electricity in a score of industries will be 
demonstrated. One will be material handling, with in- 
dustrial trucks, conveyors and hoists all in operation. 


Discovers China Clay in Texas 


Dr. E. W. Ritter, one of America’s foremost chemica! 
engineers, has just completed a preliminary examination 
of the mineral wonders in the State of Texas. The Doc- 
tor has explored the Guadaloupe, Diablo and Delaware 
Mountanis and reports that they are rich in mineral re- 
sources. He has discovered 200,000 tons of a medium 
quality kaolin or china clay, which has been largely im- 
ported to this country and ranges in price from sixty to 
four hundred dollars a ton. 

Besides this, there is a vast amount of high grade sul- 
phur ore, thousands of tons of manganese ore, as well 
as large fertilizer deposits, which have also been discov- 
ered. The discoverer claims that with the variety and 
wealth of chemical treasure concealed in the sun-parched 
mountains, the State of Texas is one of the richest lands 
in the world. He asserts that in no other part of the 


world is there to be found such an abundance of undevel- 
oped treasure.

It is only 
by this training that one develops strength, courage and 
character patiently and gradually to achieve success. 

“Beware of the easy job and the place with short hours 
and big money. Nothing will so surely ruin a young 
man. Look rather for the place full of difficulties but 
with a worthy end to be attained when they are overcome. 

“Be unselfish in your work. Help your fellows freely. 
Give to others of your knowledge and experience. You 
will gain more than you give, and thus broaden and 
Reaper your own understanding. 

“Remember this is not an individual world. Learn — 
to cooperate with others. Work with men cordially and 
they will readily work for you. ! 

“Let your work and dealings with men always be guided 
by the Golden Rule.” 

That counsel, remember comes from a man who has 
been through the mills. 


Glass Instead of Silver

AS THE EDITOR SEES IT 


IKE a poorly-growing plant, which has produced no 
’ fruit, the ever present question of high prices is 
again about to be fed by the waters of newspaper propa: 
ganda. 
Careful scrutiny of the plant, however, indicates what 
seems to be the beginning of a bud, which if carefully 
‘nourished, may bloom forth into accomplishment. 
Since there is no denying that prices of almost every 
thing are higher than normal, it is perfectly apparent 
that the slightest indication tending to show a decrease 
_ will be frantically grabbed at, like the proverbial straw, 
7 an effort to further the movement. 
Unless facts are stated in their true sense, editorials 
and articles are really quite liable to do more harm than 
good. Sweeping statements to the effect that “H. C. L. 
comes down”—“High costs drop” and similar headlines 
are misleading in the extreme. 
A superficial and hasty reading of accounts on this 
subject would lead one to believe that the entire structure 
of American retail trade had made a public announce- 
_ ment of cuts in prices. 
» aes careful analysis, however, of everything written in 
the last few days, shows a certain amount of vagueness in 
‘regard to details. For instance, one reads, “__the news 
‘old of cuts in restaurant prices, in cottons, in automo- 
_ biles, to mention only a few outstanding instances.” Can 
anyone deny that if there were more instances, they 
_ would not be published, rather than tack on a misleading 
“ete.” to conjure up visions of slashed prices in all lines. 
a Going just a little deeper into reports, and dissecting 
them carefully, one finds that the only articies of trade 
specifically mentioned are textiles, automobiles and in 
some cases food, ; 
_ As pointed out previously on this page, cuts in the tex- 
tile market, especially in silks, were necessary to un- 
ad what became an undesirable stock. Automobiles

have dropped, due principally to profiteering, and in re- 
ference to food, it will be noticed that cuts are only made 
by restaurants, and there are but few cases even of this, 
caused apparently by a boycott, or “bring your lunch” 
system, which is somewhat reminiscient of the late la- 


mented overall fad. - 


Although it is conclusively shown by a process of elim- 
ination that the great “Hoora” is somewhat premature, 
it is to be by no means interpreted that any one is against 
a decrease all along the line. Such an event would be 
welcomed equally by manufacturer, buyer or salesman, 
and especially the much harassed buying public. 

It is somewhat unfortunate to the trade in general, 
from a selfish point of view, that a general impression 
should be spread broadcast that the cost of everything is 
tumbling. Recent sweeping statements to that effect 
published two months or so ago, resulted solely in filling 
the coffers of some firms who badly needed the money, 
in the public buying in a reckless fashion in order to get 
“bargains” and in their curtailing purchases where dis- 


counts were not offered. 


It made them wary of buying then, and the effect 
will surely be doubled now, which is quite as it should 
be where prices are admittedly too high through un- 


natural proceedure. 


But, unfortunately, the public mind is swayed not only 
in a body, but with a single purpose, and discrimination 
and study is not one of its accomplishments. For which 
reason it may not immediately become apparent to the 
people that there are more merits in some cases than in 
others, and a general curtailment in all lines will prob-- 


~ ably follow for a short time while the agitation is on. At 


the end of this period, which will surely not last longer 
than a few weeks, the added stimuli of depleted home

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STATEMENTS SHOW REASONS FOR UPWARD TREND OF 
GLASSWARE MARKET 


RECENT INCREASES JUSTIFIED IN VIEW OF BASIC CONDITIONS OF INDUSTRY. PUBLIC MUST 
PAY MORE. HOTEL WARE SHOWN TO BE IN BIG DEMAND, OPINIONS OF LARGE DEALERS ~ 


The steady upward trend of the glassware and kindred 
markets in the face of slumpy conditions along other lines 
during the past few weeks has been somewhat of a 
puzzle to many dealers in the country. An increase of 
30 per cent in glass goods in the past sixty days certainly 
does look staggering to the.dealer who has been watching 
substantial declines from time to time in other lines. 
“The lack of any sympathetic influence between certain 
of our great industries has received little attention during 
the period of rapid development through which the coun- 
try has passed in the last few years, but close observation 
of the basic conditions surrounding widely differing in- 
dustries will leave no room for doubt that there is a 
sound and legitimate reason for increases in some lines 
while other lines may be decreasing,” is the statement of 
William L. Percy, president of Dodds, Wey & Co. 

“Glassware has been steadily increasing for sixty 
days,” adds Mr. Percy, “‘and the factors that have figured 
most largely in the increases have been wages, freight 
rates and fuel. Wage advances did not come as rapidly 
in our lines as in others, but in highly specialized in- 
dustries where the operatives almost as a whole are ex- 
perts the raises ‘come high’ when they do come, and there 
has been a decided increase in the past few months. 
Freight rates affect our lines to a greater degree than 
others, and the matter of packing supplies figures seri- 
ously in this feature also. The jump in the cost of fuel 
is another big influence, and taking these items as a whole 
we have simply been compelled to accept them as they 
were passed to us from the factories and make the best 
of them we could. We do not believe, however, that 
these increases have meant any more profit to the manu- 
facturer, and we certainly know that such has not been 
the case with ourselves. The public must pay more for 
the goods, although the manufacturer, wholesaler and 
dealer are keeping their margins of profit down to as 
close a figure as previously.” | 

Thomas M. Turner, vice-president and manager of the 
Hotel Equipment Company, adds to Mr. Percy’s state- 


ment the opinion that in certain lines, more especially the 
enamel wares, raw materials have had their effect on the 
market as well as wages, freight rates and fuel. “Raw 
material conditions in steels and acids have forced prices 
up,” says Mr. Turner, “and the manufacturers have for 
some time been faced with the choice of slower deliveries 
or higher prices. Based on their raw material contract 
prices they found it would be necessary either to curtail 
production to equal available supplies on contract de- 
liveries or increase prices to an extent which would per- 
mit purchases in the open market of an adequate supply 
of raw materials to meet the requirements of the trade. 
Already over four months behind on deliveries, and each 
month getting still further behind, they chose the course 
of paying the spot market prices and securing the neces- 
sary supplies of raw material, although this meant heavy 
increases all along the dine.” 

“Increases in wages, freight rates and in the price of 
raw materials coupled with the fast changing conditions 
in our standards of living are responsible for the upward 
trend of our goods,” says H. E. Reams, general manager 
of the Wright Company. “When one considers the great 
number of people who have sold their homes to move 
into apartments and the equally great number who have 
exchanged apartment life for hotel residence, a clearer 
view of the enormous demand for hotel supplies can be 
secured. This tendency is on the increase, and that sim- 
ply means that the demand is far in advance of the sup- 
ply, with little prospect of any change for probably two 
years ahead. Hotels and restaurants are doing more 
business every day. One authority states that the United 
States as a whole is short something like 100,000 rooms 
at the present time, and the building that is gomg on is 
not sufficient to catch up with the shortage for many 
months to come. In fact, every building that is con- 
structed these days means a greater demand for glass, 
whether for residence, business or factory use, and every 
one can see the much greater use of glass in all buildings 
than was formerly the case.”

stem the tide of a slump in buying in china, glass, lamps 
and associated articles. 

And in the face of additional wage increases, just 
granted to workers in the trades mentioned above, to say 
nothing of increased freight rates, and high cost of raw 
materials, if procurable at all, it is scarcely necessary to 
repeat what has been said time and again by this paper to 
the effect that prices of articles in our lines cannot come 
down for quite some time. 

Granting that profiteering is not one of the reasons for 
high prices in our lines, and only the unthinking who 


have not analyzed the situation would deny this, it follows 
conclusively that until the cause is removed prices will 
at least remain where they are for some time to come. 

Everything hinges on everything else, and if the high 
cost of material, labor, transportation and overhead is 
removed, then, and only then, will prices in our trade be- 
come lower. And before this occurs the poor plant with- 
out fruit must develop into a tree of strength nourished 
by sane thought and action and not hectic and impulsive 
utterances which cause only a sense of. bewilderment to 
the public. |

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DOMESTIC POTTERS COMPUTE COSTS WITH MORE ACCURACY 


MOSSY TRADITIONS AND GENERATIONS OLD CONVICTIONS SET ASIDE. NEW LISTS TO TRADE 
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NOW BASED ON EXACT COST. COMPARISON OF NEW AND OLD PROVES 
OF INTEREST, SAYS E. L. TORBERT. 


When interviewed by a reporter for the Crockery & 
Gass JOURNAL relative to the American pottery manu- 
facturers methods of figuring costs of production, E. L. 
Torbert, Vice President of the Onondaga Pottery Co., 
Syracuse, N. Y., had this to say: 

“American China Manufacturers are at present de- 
luged with business, and are today more concerned with 
production than with costs, but there will be another day 
for which we must be prepared, if our industry is to 
prosper. 

“The findings of the Department of Commerce experts 
that ‘The Potters of the United States are without know1- 
edge of the costs of production in their own industry,’ 
must be admitted. We must also plead guilty to another 
indictment contained in that report, viz: ‘The standard 
list upon which American potters base their selling price 
is obsolete. It establishes for different articles selling 
prices that vary widely from the relative cost of produc- 
tion. Complete revision is necessary before American 
potters can intelligently sell their ware.” In substanti- 
ating these conclusions the report states that very wide 
variations were found in the cost of seventeen specified 
articles. In the lowest cost pottery, the rate of return 
was from 176% profit to 10% loss, while in the highest 
cost pottery ithe rate was from 112% profit to 32% loss. 

“Our list price has remained practically the same for 
many years, and advances have been made from time to 
time in the total list, instead of in certain articles which 
require adjustment. Until something more scientific is 
substituted for the present selling basis many articles will 
continue to sell at a loss, and others at an abnormal profit. 

“The question of cost finding in the pottery industry is 
a subject which one does well to approach very circum- 
spectly. There are mossy traditions and convictions 
which have been handed down for generations. For all 
of these, a very wholesome respect is entertained, save 
one. It has been stated that accurate, individual costs 
were not attainable. 

“In 1915 we approached the subject with much trepida- 
tion and found that there was no guide to cost finding in 
the industry except some departmental statistics and costs 
which were quite inadequate for what we wanted to es- 
tablish, so we had to build from pure fundamentals. 

“After five years work we have succeeded in getting 
accurate, individual costs upon which we have based our 
new list.

“When we completed our first costs of white ware in| 
1916 we encountered some rather startling figures. Of. 
two hundred and fifty-nine articles upon which costs were | 
computed one hundred and ninety-two were found to be. 
profitable when sold at the prevailing discounts, the rate, 
of profit ranging from one to sixty per cent, while the re- | 
maining sixty-seven items showed a loss of from one to 
eighty-nine per cent on sales price. We therefore had an 
extreme range of one and forty-nine per cent between the 
ratios of cost to selling price. | 7 

“The fundamentals of most cost systems are similar, 
but it is a positive waste of time and money to attempt 
the installation of any ready-made system in the Pottery 
industry. Furthermore, a cost system which merely pro- 
vides a historical survey of transactions is entirely inade- 
quate to our needs. Something broader, more compre- 
hensive is required, something which will provide accu- 
rate data and bring out into the daylight both the little 
and big leaks and inefficiencies, in so far as this is possi- 
ble through an analysis of costs and results. 

“After several years of cost keeping we have ascertain- 
ed the cost of each article we make, and in new lists to the 
trade have for the first time published list prices based 
on exact costs. Comparisons with former lists are very 
interesting and show some items reduced, and others ad- 
vanced, but all on an equitable hasis. 

“In this connection it is of interest to review the situ- 
ation recently developed in the English potteries. During 
the war England with her usual commercial foresight, 
began to study post-war conditions and determined that 
her industries must be on a sound basis. 

“The English Government took the matter in hand, 
and in common with other industries, the pottery situa- 
tion was investigated. Government accountants were 
placed in several potteries; these experts collaborated on 
their findings, and as a result of exhaustive studies, new 
lists were recently published in which many items are 
changed. 

“An analysis of the changes in English Vitrified lists, 
the result of years of work on the part of English pot- 
teries, with Government assistance, discloses the fact 
that, working independently, and without any knowledge 
whatever of the work being done in England, we have ar- 
rived at practically the same results, for the changes in 
our list prices almost parallel those made in the recent 
English list.”

Activities at the Glass Factories 
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The scarcity of preserving jars and 
Pittsburgh jellies has never been so marked in past 
and years as during the last month or so. 
Vicinity Some department store buyers who were 
formerly steady buyers of one, two or 
three carloads of jars did not protect themselves during 
the early part of this year by anticipating a greater retail 
demand. When the last shipment was received many of 
these buyers congratulated themselves that they did not 
have more jar orders on file. Fear was even expressed 
by some that they had overbought. Then came the drop 
in the price of sugar, which was followed by a rush to 
buy jellies and jars. Retail stocks were quickly ex- 
hausted and buyers had to go out in the market and buy 
again. One large department store in this immediate dis- 
trict which heretofore had a three car limit for their 
season’s requirement on jars have bought five cars this 
year, and the last car is to be received this week. 


Goblets and sherbets have been heavy sellers in depart- 
ment stores this season. In fact, these two lines, so 
manufacturers say, are leading all others in demand. 
However, there is a generous request for all articles of 
utility. 


Designers of many glass factories are now at work on 
new items and designs of treatments which are contem- 
plated for 1922. Some of these will be ready for show- 

“ing to the trade late in December. In the presentation of 
new lines, manufacturers do not show so many at one 
time as they did six or seven years ago. The rule now 
seems to be that if a new line of tableware is brought out 
this is sufficient for one season. The scheme of bringing 
six or seven table lines out in one showing by any one 
factory has been done away with. 


As the season advances applications for show space at 
the Fort Pitt Hotel continue to be received. There are 
a number of new lines seeking admission to the hotel at 
this season, but just where they are to be placed is hard 
to tell. The policy of the hotel management is to hold 
rooms until the very last minute for those firms who have 
been exhibiting in the past, and then, if any of the older 
ones drop from the list, rooms are let to new applicants. 
From present indications there will at least be the same 
‘number of exhibits next January as last year, and prob- 

ably even a few more. -

Although the new selling list of glassware has been in 
effect for several weeks, manufacturers have advised that 
the demand for ware has not been affected by the new 
prices. To cancel an order now and later come into the 
market with specifications would only result in a greater 
delay in deliveries. Therefore, buyers are quite satisfied 
to let unfilled orders remain on the books, to be shipped 
when possible. 


The transfer books of the Imperial Glass Co., of Bell- 
aire, O., closed for the payment of a dividend of one 
and one-half per cent cash on October 1. The Central 
Glass Works, of Wheeling, pays a two per cent cash divi- 
dend on the same date. 


During the wage conference held late last week in the 
offices of the Glass Association here, when the wage rate 
of the paste mould department was up for consideration, 
the five per cent increase settled upon at the Atlantic City 
conference was reaffirmed. The workers sought an in- 
crease of 15 and 10 per cent. No additional wage con- 
ferences are scheduled, the discussions last week closing _ 
the entire list. An analysis of the advances granted glass 
workers by these conferences shows that the latter are 
now receiving the highest wage in the history of the 
trade. With “unlimited moves” factory production is 
bound to increase, and because of this rule a worker has 
no limit set as to the amount of money he can earn.

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Kost For a year or more pottery manufac- 
Liverpool turers have been receiving whole editions 
~# of new dinnerware patterns, none of 
Vicinity which have as yet been placed on the 


market. Some years ago it was the cus- 
tom for manufacturers to order patterns for the follow- 
ing year in June or July and these editions would be 
delivered late the same fall. This is not now the case. 
Manufacturers are now compelled to order new patterns 
at least a year in advance. Some of the lithographers 
now have decal orders on hand for 1922 delivery. Quit: 
a number of new patterns which manufacturers received 
even last year have not been placed on the market, thesc 
editions being intact in decorating shop vaults. Whethe: 
all manufacturers will be enabled to put these new treat. 
ments on the market next January has not been indicated. 


Present dinnerware patterns are in such heavy request 
that some manufacturers have said they will not attempt 
to put anything new on the market for the spring trade 
of 1921. There will, of course, be some new designs 
shown next December and January, but in the majority 
of instances present treatments will predominate. 


Chris. Horton, a director in the Colonial Pottery Co. 
and formerly one of the plant managers, but now at the 


head of the Horton Pottery Co., at Chillicothe, O., has 


returned to his desk after spending several days here on 


_ business. 


John B: MacDonald, sales manager for the Knowles, 
Taylor & Knowles Co., has returned from a business trip 
to Chicago. Joseph C. Davis, who accompanied him, has 
continued a business trip into the western territory which 
will probably take him to the Pacific Coast. 


It was remarked in an office here a few days ago that 
some orders for dinnerware booked a year ago were only 
now being shipped. This delay in shipping orders is not 
general in all offices, although manufacturers admit that 
it is not uncommon to forward business of three, four 
or five months back.

“White production has increased 15 per cent within the 
last 30 days,” declared the management of the Carrollton 
(O.) Pottery Co. to the CRocKERY AND Giass JOURNAL 
correspondent last week. “We are doing everything pos- 
sible to speed up production. Within a week we received 
and unloaded fourteen cars of coal, but we had to pay 
exorbitant prices for it. Our traffic man is now making 
his second trip to Oregon, IIl., where we have four cars 
of flint tied up in a congestion of freight, this trip being 
the second within the last fortnight.” 


Buyers who have been coming into the market during 
the last week have been anxious to look up back orders, 
this being their first thought when they enter the district. 
After being here a few hours they soon learn about local 
conditions and then wade in to anticipate their future 
requirements. This has been the rule of the buyers for 
some months back.

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The Shortage of Raw Materials 

The manufacturer of housefurnishings has been one of 
the chief sufferers in the momentous problem of acquir- 
ing raw materials. Metals play a very important part in 
this situation and the market in these materials seems to 
be getting worse as the days go by. The demand is far in 
excess of the supply and manufacturers are obliged to 
scour the country in an effort to pick up small lots here 
and there. Even when successful, the manufacturer is 
forced to pay exorbitant prices for material. Some estab- 
lishments have not even been able to get a sufficient supply 
to keep their help busy. This seems to answer the question 
as to why prices cannot come down in this field. The 
manufacturer’s expenses are increasing instead of coming 
down and it would seem more reasonable to look for an 

advance in housefurnishings with such facts before us.

Many Strange Uses for Cork 

Cork was known to the ancients, Pliny describes tl 
Roman fishermen as using floats of cork to support the 
fishing nets. Cork was used by the Romans in the coi| 
struction of buoys for rivers and in facilitating swin| 
ming ; for history records that the soldiers whom Camilli 
sent to the Capitol when it was besieged by the Gauls pi 
on a light dress with cork under it, avd when they a 
rived at the River Tiber they bound their. clothes upe, 


their heads, placed the cork under their arms, and ¢| 
swam across. | 

Cork was used by the Roman sandal-makers for sole. 
and they sometimes applied it very thick in order to it 
crease the stature of those ladies who wished to | 
thought taller than they really were. | 

The ancients kept their wines in casks a7d it we| 
drawn off as wanted. When bottles first came into us 
the primitive material used as stoppers consisted of tk 
root of liquorice, which was cut and formed to the shag 
of corks. These roots are still often used in Nort 
America for the making of bottle stoppers, and it | 
not until the manufacture of glassware became gener 
that the practice arose of storing wine in bottles, an| 
then and not before the value of cork as a stopper fo} 
bottles became generally acknowledged. Thence cam 
the saying, “This wine is corked”’—meaning it tastes oO 
the cork. 

Imperviousness to air and water is a rare quality whic 
cork possess over any other known material besides, i. 
conveys no disagreeable taste or flavor to the liquid. 

There is much spare material in the cutting of corks 
which is all utilized. The shreds are ground into powde 
and mixed with melted india rubber, which forms kamp 
tulicon, and is more durable than floorcloth. Models ar 
made of cork, burnt cork makes Spanish black jor artist 
and colormen, boys learn swimming on cork supports 
lifeboat men wear cork jackets, and where the cork tre 
grows pails and tubs are made. of cork; the roofs of th 
houses are lined with cork. 

Cork is the soft elastic bark of a kind of oak whict 
grows in the south of France, Italy, Spain and in. the 
greatest perfection in Portugal.

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One of the uppermost thoughts in the 
minds of buyers of glassware these days 
is to have the assurance that deliveries of 
holiday orders will be made in seasonable 
time. Much business has been placed 
ith all factories for the late fall and holiday trade. 
uture business with the factories is heavy, and buyers 
salize this. Many letters are being received daily at the 
ifferent plants asking when a certain order will be for- 
arded, and the usual answer is returned that shipments 
‘ll be made as soon as possible. Buyers who have been 
1 the local and pottery markets lately express the view 
nat holiday business this year will be ahead of the 1919 
ecord, and this is claimed to have been the height of 
oliday trading. With this thought in mind, the buyers 
vant sufficient stocks to protect their interests.

General regret has been expressed by the trade here 
ver the loss sustained by the fire which seriously dam- 
ged the plant of the New Martinsville Glass and Manu- 
acturing Co. last week. One fireman was injured during 
he blaze. Once before, in 1907, this factory was razed 
Wy fire, while the plant was under the management of 
Jave Fisher. Since the factory has been under the direc- 
ion of Ira Clark it has been exceptionally active. Until 
epairs have been made it will be impossible to continue 
hipping. 


Demand for blanks among the different cutters is very 
itive. In fact, this demand reflects in a measure the 
usiness that the cutters are being favored with. Popular 
yriced cut patterns are wanted, many small buyers pre- 
ferring stocks that will move rapidly during the holiday 
season. 


‘The old Monongahela House, the home of the annual 
pottery and glass exposition for many years, is being 
renovated. The outside of the building has been re- 
painted, and many improvements are being made to the 
interior. Under the management of J. Bert Kelly, who is 
known to pottery and glass manufacturers and salesmen 
all over the country, the old hotel is taking on a new lease 
of life. It is probable a number of glass and pottery lines 
will be displayed at the Monongahela in 1921, although no 
definite reservations have been made as yet. The bulk of 
the displays will be at the Fort Pitt, as has been the cus- 
tom in past years. 


Glass manufacturers here have been advised that the 
embargo order, which has held up shipments routed over 


% 
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the Wheeling and Lake Erie railroad, has been cancelled. 
Buyers along the route now can receive merchandise 
which has been held up for over a month. 


Salesmen for glass factories in this district fail to note 
any price reductions in glassware in the new mail order 
house catalogues. Sales forces are unable to determine 
how these houses could sell this class of merchandise 
cheaper than they have been, since factory selling lists 
have been advanced, due to the recent wage increases. 


Dan A. Colbert, general manager of the plant of the 
Bellaire Bottle Co., of Bellaire, O., was injured while at 
work at the plant and removed to a hospital. He is well 
known throughout the trade. 


The Hocking Glass Co., of Lancaster, O., which is 
under the management of I. J. Collins, has placed a second 
furnace in operation. The plant is now working to the 
capacity of these two furnaces, and has a host of future 
orders on file. 


Light cut blown and etched ware is in excellent move- 
ment this fall. Business with factories featuring this 
line has never been heavier. Department store buyers 
have been active in placing orders, both for current and 
future delivery. Some special designs have been sold up 
for months ahead in some plants. 


O. Jacqmain, for many years associated with glass fac- 
tories in the Washington, Pa., district in an official ca- 
pacity, has resigned. He will become the foreign repre- 
sentative for the Libby-Owens Sheet Glass Co., of 
Charleston, W. Va. For the last four years he has been 
with Pittsburgh Glass Co., at Washington. 


A bonus of $12,000 has been distributed among the 
employes of the Sneath Glass Co., at Hartford City, Ind. 
The distribution was one of the largest ever made among 
glass factories. 


Some of the local jobbing interests relate that it has 
been impossible to get prompt shipments of their glass 
orders. The jobbing trade here is in a healthy condition, 
and the several distributors say that their shipments so 
far this year have exceeded records of former seasons. 
However, they are unable to ship their orders for glass- 
ware as promptly as they do some of their pottery lines. 


At the new plant of the Illinois Glass Co., which is

being built at Bridgeton, N. J., the power plant will cost 
upwards of $50,000, while the main factory building will 
cost about $1,000,000. When completed this factory will 
be the largest of its kind east of the Allegheny Mountains. 


Much interest is being shown here by factory superin- 
tendents over the discovery at Sterns, Ky., of a new de- 
posit of sand suitable for glass manufacturing purposes. 
Several cars of this sand have been shipped to one fac- 
tory for experimental purposes, and the results have been 
satisfactory. For some months glass sand has not been 
easy to acquire in large shipments, as was the case a vear 
or so ago. 


John H. Harris, president of the Western Glass and 
Pottery Association, and buyer of glass and china for the 
Kaufmann Department Store here, holds the view that 
holiday trade this year will surpass all previous records 
in that department. He is now active in getting all his 
holiday stocks in the warehouses before the rush begins. 


Work on the foundation for the plant of the new Davies 
glass plant at Martin’s Ferry is under active way. This 
plant will occupy the site of the former Haskins Glass 
Co., which was first tested in manufacturing table ware, 
but which featured lighting glassware before it went out 
of business. 


Oil burning equipment is being installed in a number 
of glass factories in the Ohio Valley, due to the scarcity 
of natural gas. The manufacturers have been assured 
of a steady supply of fuel oil, but have been told that 
natural gas would not be available for industrial purposes. 


Construction work on the new glass plant for the 
Davies Glass Co., at Martin’s Ferry, O., is progressing 
rapidly. A. J. Fallen, secretary of this new corporation, 
announces that over 300,000 brick will be required for 
the new buildings. Operations at this plant will probably 
not get under way this year.

Liverpool been in the market of late have indicated 
and to manufacturers that there is a tighten- 
Vicinity ing up of credits by the jobbing interests. 
It now appears that long time credits are 
no longer tolerated by the jobbers, and that payments of 
invoices are insisted upon at their maturity. One of the 
representatives of the larger jobbing interests has inti- 
mated that the banks have insisted that no long time 
credits be permitted. The smaller dealers, it has been 
pointed out, have been discounting their invoices in many 
instances, but there are some others so the buyers say, 
who are taking the full limit. 


W. Edward Wells, of the Homer Laughlin China Co., 
was the principal speaker at the opening of the Republican 
campaign in Chester, W. Va., across the Ohio river from 
this city the evening of September 29. There is no 
more brilliant speaker in West Virginia than Mr. Wells,

More or less trouble is being experienced by manufac- 
turers in obtaining large deliveries of southern clays, and 
more particularly sagger clays. The car situation has 
much to do with the non receipt of deliveries, but even 
after cars have been started rolling, there is no telling 
when deliveries will be made at destination. Reserve 
stocks of raw clays are not extensive in any generalware 
potteries. 


According to word received by the trade here, D. Wil- 
liam Scammel, vice president and sales manager of the 
Maddock Pottery Co., of Trenton, N. J., has been elected 
as a director of the Inter-State Fair Association of New 
Jersey, headquarters of which are in Trenton.

The first barge of 400 tons of coal received here from 
the upper Monongahela Valley coal field, was not taken as 
a whole by one firm as had been anticipated, but the ton- 
nage was divided among a number of manufacturers.

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The Penalty for Cancellations 


OITUATIONS which have a wee to change over- 
S night are not the kind which tend to promote delib- 
erate action. Quite on the contrary, they insure action in 
haste and repentance at leisure. 

Some time ago the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce issued a warning to the effect that cancellations in 
all trades were growing to proportions which would 
speedily cause them to be classed as an evil. 


Since then two events have transpired. Another reduc- 


tion craze fostered by newspapers and more or less backed 
up by the public has reached its peak and is already wan- 
ing. And added to this a few cancellations in the trade 
have been recorded. 

Since some of these cancellations were received before 
the wave swept the country, it is patent that it had nothing 
to do with them unless one attributes extreme clairvoyance 
to certain buyers. 

- As reiterated over and over on these pages, and as now 
recognized by every one concerned, it is firmly established 
that prices of china, glassware and associated articles can- 
not come down for quite a long time. 


In spite of this, in spite of depleted stocks, in spite of 
the fact that the public needs goods, and in spite of the 
approaching holiday trade, a few cancellations still con- 
tinue. One hesitates, however, to condemn the buyers, 
but rather believe that the merchandise ft Oe are the 
ones to blame. ; 

In cancelling orders on file, it would be well not to act 
haste, for there are several matters which deserve 

eighty and serious thought. 

_ For instance, does the person who cancels consider the 

t to his firm of such an action? ‘The initial expense of 

the buyer’s trip, the cost of routine work, which, though 

, should be counted; the possible loss of prestige to 


the store through promises made to customers, and, above 
all, the priority of order in the factory of which he loses 
all benefit ? 

There have been repeated instances lately in the trade 
where buyers cancelled orders on file only to come around 
a few days later to see if they could not be renewed. By 
the time they reached the factory or its representative the 
original order had, of course, been taken out of the file 
and could only be entered again as a new one. 

Thus by a single sentence was destroyed all hope of get- 
ting these particular goods within a reasonable time, to 
say nothing of the thought, worry, money and time ex- 
pended in placing the original order. 

Taking it for granted that the buyer was in earnest 
when he placed the first order, the question as to his wish 
to cancel naturally comes up. 

To this query there seems no answer. If eight, ten, 
even twelve months ago he wanted to buy goods it meant 
that he was supplying the public with what they wanted, 
and if they wanted it twelve months ago, surely they want 
it even more so today. 

The demand is surely as great a as a year ago and, al- 
though prices are higher than they were then, it is safe 
to say that goods offered at retail will sell quickly enough 
even in the face of advances. 

A possible reason, besides that of the unreasoning ac- 
tion of merchandise men, might be attributed to an incli- 
nation among some buyers to cancel orders merely on 
account of annoyances they suppose were visited on them 
by the manufacturers, and that smacks too much of “‘bit- 
ing one’s nose” to merit more than a passing thought. 

Surely, after weighing the facts carefully, hasty action 
will cease, and sober second thought will clearly recognize 
that cancellations are not the wisest course to pursue at 
present.

Broadway Association to Discuss Excess Profits Tax 


The Gross Sales Tax, as a substitute for the present in- 
tolerable Excess Profits Tax and high Surtaxes on In- 
comes under the Federal Revenue Act of 1918, will com- 
mand the earnest consideration of a large gathering of 
business men at the Broadway Association meeting today 
at the Hotel Astor. Eminent authorities on the subject 
will speak and answer vexatious questions relative to these 
Federal taxes, and at the same time present the merits of a 
simpler system of raising all the revenues that the Govern- 
ment needs—through the Gross Sales Tax. 

At its June meeting the Broadway Association inaugu- 
rated its campaign for the abolition of the Excess Profits 
Tax and the higher Surtaxes, which were regarded as a 
blight upon business, and to secure the substitution of a 
One Per cent Tax on Gross Sales of Gross Turnover. 

Early in September the Annual Meeting of the National 
Tax Association was held at Salt Lake City, and, in fur- 
therance of the Broadway Association’s campaign for the 
Gross Sales Tax, Major Henry G. Opdycke, Managing 
Director of the Association attended that Convention as 
delegate from the State of New York. 

At this meeting a most illuminating paper, presenting 
the merits of the Gross Sales Tax, was read by Meyer D. 
Rothschild of this City, Chairman of the Business Men’s 
Tax Committee, which represents some 20 National Busi- 
ness and Trade Organizations. This paper aroused much 
enthusiasm and support and indicated the favorable feeling 
throughout the country in favor of a Sales T’ax in place of 
the burdensome provisions of the present Income Tax 
Laws, which were simply enacted as a war measure. 

The growing sentiment in favor of the Gross Sales Tax 
is very pointedly indicated in a recent survey conducted 
under the direction of the Hon. Franklin K. Lane, former 
Secretary of the Interior, for one of the big Fidelity In- 
surance Companies. It was taken from 900 distinct 
sources covering every State in the Union, which gathered 
the consensus of opinion of business and professional men 
on various important subjects. The analysis of the re- 
plies showed that the Gross Sales Tax was favored at this 
time by a majority of the people represented. 

Both Mr. Rothschild and Mr. Satterlee will address the 
Broadway Association at its luncheon meeting today. 


Early Glass Articles Shown 

As one of the special features of the Fifteenth Anni- 
versary Exhibition at the Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
Fifth avenue and Eighty-second street, galleries F 24-25 
have been rearranged with an exhibit of Early American 
Decorative Art. Among these treasures are two cases of 
Wistarburg glass. One case, loaned to the Museum, com- 
prises in many interesting forms examples from the early, 
middle and late periods of the Wistar factory, and with 
the second case which is the property of the Museum, 
form an unusually representative group of this early glass, 
whose manufacture ceased about 1780. 


Appeals for Development of Foreign Trade 


In addressing the Seventh Annual Meeting of the 
National Foreign Trade Council, James A. Farrell, Presi- 
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dent of the United States Steel Corporation and Chairman 
of the Council, urged the necessity for developing foreign | 
markets if the present productive capacity of this country, 
is to be maintained. | 

“The foreign trade of the United States, in common | 
with domestic business, is suffering from the general con- 
traction of credit,” he declared. “American exporters in 
many cases have been unable to finance an extension of 
their existing trade. In other cases they have been unable 
to grant to foreign customers the credit necessary to in- 
sure continued foreign purchases. Furthermore, the sit- 
uation has been aggravated by the low purchasing power 
of many European nations, and by the frequent disturb- 
ances in transportation facilities throughout the world. 

“Under these conditions some of our manufacturers 
have been forced to diminish or discontinue their activities 
in foreign fields. But it is inconceivable that such a les- 
sning of our foreign trade interests should be suffered to 
continue longer than is absolutely necessary, or should be 
allowed to deter American manufacturers from making 
foreign trade a permanent and integral part of their bus- 
iness policy. . 

“In every business there is a part of the production, 
roughly estimated at the last 20%, which cannot remain 
unsold if the first 80 per cent of the sales are to prove 
profitable. Remove this last 20 per cent and the whole 
operation will cease to show a profit. So it is with the 
present productive capacity of the United States; a certain 
volume of foreign sales must be maintained or the in- 
dustry of the country will suffer throughout.

Glass Jars Scarce in Canada 


The scarcity of many lines of goods this year is causing 
conservation on the part of the Canadian public to a 
degree seldom, if ever, known before. 

The scarcity of glass jars is something which at the 
moment is becoming very apparent not only to the house- 
wife in the difficulty which she finds in obtaining re- 
ceptacles for preserves and pickles, but also to the fruit 
dealer, who claims that his sales are curtailed by the 
inability of the housewives to can as much fruit as they 
otherwise would. It is claimed that some of the house- 
wives have been unable to obtain from the stores suf- 
ficient glass jars to supply their requirements.

Absentee Voting Regulations 


In order to acquaint salesmen with the voting regula- 
tions in the several states the following compilation of the 
voting statutes in the several states is given. 

Thirteen of the states, Alabama, California, lowa, New 
Jersey, North Carolina, North Dakota, Ohio, Oregon, 
South Dakota, Tennessee, Utah, Virginia and Wisconsin, 
provide for voting by mail for all persons absent from the 
state. Registration in person is required in Alabama, 
North Carolina, Ohio, South Dakota, Utah, and Virginia. 
The other seven states allow absentee voting by affidavit, 
signed before a notary public, and sent by mail to the 
county clerk or registrar. 

States which have no provisions for voting by mail are 
Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, Maine, Missouri. Nevada, 
New Mexico, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, South 
lina, Texas, and Washington. 

The following table gives the provisions for absent vot- 
ing in those states which allow voting by mail by those 
unavoidably absent, as follows: 

ALABAMA—Residence in state two years, in county one 
year, in district three months ; registration required in per- 
son, date to be set; absent voting allowed by mail in the 
primaries, apply probate judge.

A ceramic museum, the only one of its 

g East character west of the Allegheny moun- 
Liverpool tains is to be established here, and will be 
and maintained in the Carnegie Library. 
Vicinity Period ware will be the main feature of 


the collection. The committee in charge of prelimin- 
ary work is composed of William H. Phillips, of the 
Smith, Phillips China Co., J. Charles Kelly, William ‘H. 
Vodrey, of the Vodrey Pottery Co., Harold B. Barth of 
the East Liverpool Chamber of Commerce and Jerre H. 
Simms, a local collector of ceramics. It will require years 
to complete the collection. In addition to ceramics, old 
office records will be included, together with photographs 
and other items of historical value incident to the estab- 
lishment of the pottery industry in America. 


A combination plain and fancy dinner shape is being 
modeled here for the Massillon (O.) China Co., which 
will start operations in their new plant at Massillon early 
in 1921 under the management of George Barlow, of this 
city. Blocks, cases and moulds for the shape will be made 
as soon as the modelers complete their work. 


Thomas Locket has returned to the district from Zanes- 
ville where he has been for the past five weeks modeling a 
new shape for the Ohio China Co., which is under the 
management of J. H. Fraunfelter and John J. Herold. 
This plant is turning out an exclusive line of china which 
is fired up to a 14-cone. 

T. A. McNicol, of the T. A. McNicol Pottery Co., has 
returned to his desk here after spending a few days in 
Kentucky on business. 


Buyers in the local market of late were M. J. Ryan, 
with Mitchell, Woodbury Co., Boston, Mass., and Lee 
Richards, with Hale Bros., department store, of San 
Francisco. 

On account of the inability to obtain a sufficient supply 
of oats straw, pottery manufacturers are now using both 
wheat and rye stocks. The market on straw is ranging 
from $15 to $16.50 per ton, which is about the highest the 
trade has ever been called upon to pay. 


Thomas B. Anderson and General Manager George C. 
Mitchell, of the Pope-Gosser China Co., have returned to 
their desks after spending a few days in this district on

business. General trade conditions with this firm are 
good, but like other manufacturers, more or less difficulty 
is being experienced in obtaining raw materials in large 
supply. The rule that prevails at one plant in this respect 
is quite general in all others. 


Concerning the material situation at the plant of the 
Carrollton, (O.) Pottery Co., George B. Fowler, assist- 
ant general manager said this week: “The material situa- 
tion with us seems to be brighter than it has been for 
for months. As soon as cars in transit are delivered and 
unloaded, we can have at least a few days rest after the 
most strenuous efforts that we have ever put forth in our 
history to secure material.. Capacity production now looks 
brighter for the balance of the year than at any previous 
time si ce last Ja uary.” 


Another barge load of coal was delivered here this week 
for distribution among pottery manufacturers. The 
Smith, Phillips China Co., was favored with the major 
portion of the tonnage in this shipment. 


H. H. Knowles, formerly of this city, who is now lo- 
cated in California with a view to establishing a nine-kiln 
generalware pottery plant there, has opened offices in the 
Bank of Italy Building at Santa Clara, which is 46 miles 
south-east of San Francisco. It is said that announcement 
will be made within a fortnight as to the location of the 
new plant. ~ 

The decorating of ware at the new plant of the Hope- 
well China Co., at tiopewell, Va., will begin within the 
next few days. The first glost kiln has been drawn. Oil 
is being used for kiln firing at this plant, the firm being the 
first to adopt oil for all kiln burning. 


Many letters continue to be received by pottery manu- 
facturers from buyers who make inquiry concerning back 
orders. The buyers who have visited the market in per- 
son have learned very quickly that orders are being ship- 
ped as speedily as production will permit, and that the or- 
der departments of the different plants show no favorites. 
Shipments are being made in the order specifications are 
received as nearly as possible. 


There has been a slight improvement in the transporta- 
tion situation, so far as shipping from this district is con- 
cerned. Local shipments are being accepted with more 
liberality than for a month or more. Bulk cars are being

forwarded in reasonable order with the exception of ship- 
ments to connecting roads which are still under embargo. 


Unless all signs fail, it has been indicated by those in

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Activities at the Glass Factories

There seems to be a general tendency 

Pittsburgh among buyers of glassware to obtain 
and shipments of merchandise for holiday re- 
Vicinity quirements as early as possible. Mails 
have been heavy with such requests lately. 


Since the new selling lists for glassware have been sent 
to the trade, cancellations have not been heavy. There 
have been instances, it is said, where some dealers have 
countermanded their orders, but these instructions are 
not many. Most buyers know the condition of the market, 
so far as production and transportation problems are con- 
cerned, and this class will hesitate a long time before 
they issue a cancellation. 


The Erskine Glass Co., of Wellsburg, W. Va., which 
is under the control of Pittsburgh capital has started to 
drill for gas right alongside the plant which is under the 
management of Carl T. Sloan features lighting glass- 
ware. A few weeks ago another glass manufacturing 


company drilled in two wells near its plant, and the supply’ 


of gas from these is sufficient for all the requirements of 
the company for the winter. 


Glass manufacturing concerns whose shares are traded 
in publically will pay dividends this month. The United 
States Glass Co., will pay $1 per share, regular and an 
extra dividend of 50-cents per share. The Imperial Glass 
Co., at Bellaire, O., paid a quarterly dividend of 1% per 
cent, while the Central Glass Works of Wheeling paid 
a dividend of two per cent. The Hazel-Atlas Glass Co. 
paid a dividend of two per cent. 


Reports have been received here that a new glass plant 
is to be built in California under the name of the Pacific 
Libby-Owens Co., which will manufacture glass by 
machines under patent by the Libby-Owens Co, It is said 
this will be the largest glass plant on the Pacific Coast, 
and that the firm will feature South American and Asiatic 
trade also. 


C. M. Rodefer, of the Rodefer Glass Co., of Bellaire, 
O., has been named a member of an Advisory Board to 
work with the Board of County Commissioners of Bel- 
mont County on an extezsive road improvement pro- 
gram. The Advisory Board is the only one of its kind 
in Ohio. 


Manufacturing operations have been started in the new 


plant of the Superior Glass Manufacturing Co. at Hunt- 
ington, W. Va. The plant was built at a cost of $150,000 
and about one hundred workers will be employed. A 
line of specialties will be featured by this company. 


Chillicothe, O., near which Camp Sherman was located 
during the war is to have a glass factory which is to be 
built by the Penna.-Tex Glass Co. The concern pur- 
chased an unused. motor car manufacturing plant, and 
will equip the property for the manufacturing of glass- 
ware. Work will start in January. 


The West Virginia Glass Co., will build an addition to 
its plant at Huntington, at a cost of $75,000. 


On account of the scarcity of labor, it is generally con- 
ceded that glass factories in the Wheeling and Bellaire 
districts are not working more than from 75 to 80 per 
ce-t. of capacity. When the fall school term opened, a 
lot of small help was taken from the factories, and manu- 
facturers have not been able to obtain as many workers 
as they require. Production will not resume a normal 
state until additional skilled and unskilled help can be 
obtained. 

The L. E. Smith Glass Co., of Mt. Pleasant, Pa., has 
been making a special feature this season with its line of 
sanitary utility jars. This line was first brought out last 
January and a little later a covered jar or glass crock 
line was placed before the trade. 


Floor lamps are in excellent request, so local factory 
salesmen report. ‘The demand not only comes from the 
larger cities, but the smaller trade is considered a rather 
liberal buyer. The latter is buying for.holiday purposes. 


Wholesale jewelers are reporting a good trade in the 
heavy cut glass lines. Bowls, sugars and creams are in 
heaviest request. Candy jars, having a coin gold and en- 
ameled treatment are also rather popular among some of 
the retail jewelers. 


A V. Bleininger for many years at the head of the 
Bureau of Ceramics of the United States Bureau of 
Standards, with headquarters in Washington, became 
associated with the Homer, Laughlin China Co., here last 
Monday. He will be in charge of the research department 
of this firm, which is the first to engage a man of this 
character for such work. Mr. Bleininger has gained an 
international reputation as a ceramist.

Broadway Association Endorses Proposed 
Gross Sales Tax 

As announced in this paper last week, the Broadway 
Association held its regular meeting at the Hotel Astor 
last Thursday noon on October 14, which was attended 
by a large number of prominent merchants. 
ing was called to order by the chairman, Mr. John Wil- 
liams, Vice-President of the Irving National Bank after 
luncheon had been served. Mr. Williams explained that 
the purpose of the gathering was to discuss the proposed 
gross sales or turnover tax, and then introduced Mr. Hugh 
Satterlee, formerly legal advisor to the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue who spoke about the simplification of 
federal taxes. 

“Federal taxation,” he said, “which scarcely more than 
ten years ago concerned practically only tobacco and whis- 
key producers and dealers and in the form of custom 
duties, has now taken a prominent place in the lives of all 
of us. From less than $300,000,000 of internal revenue 
collections ten years ago, to over $1,400,000,000 of collec- 
tions in 1920 from the state of New York alone, tells the 
story. What people want undoubtedly is lower taxes. 
But realizing that taxes must remain high for quite some 
time, at least, they demand three things (1) that the bur- 
den of taxation be equitably spread; (2) that taxes be 
capable of being forecast with reasonable certainty; and 
(3) that the labor of computing and reporting tax liabil- 
ity be reduced to a minimum. All these things are summed 
up and can be secured in the simplification of federal tax- 
ation.” 

He also said that a gross sales or turnover tax of 1%, 
the proposed rate, would unquestionably produce an enor- 
mous amount of revenue. Its advocates claim that at this 
rate it would not be seriously felt even though the tax 
were imposed on several successive sales of the same ar- 
ticle. The ten per cent tax on works of art is felt to be 
unjust while the one-tenth of one per cent stamp tax on 
real estate is cheerfully paid. A one per cent tax on sales 
of either might very well provoke little opposition. Mr. 
Satterlee concluded by saying that it is proposed to abol- 
ish or transfer to another Bureau, the regulatory taxes 
and prohibition enforcement, to abolish the trivial taxes, 
the capital stock tax and the profits tax; to revise the in- 
come tax downward ; to substitute for the sales tax, a gen- 
eral turnover tax, if after adequate study that be found to 
be practicable, and to limit the taxes administered by the 
Internal Revenue Bureau to the income tax, the estate tax 
and the sales tax. 

The next speaker introduced by Mr. Williams was Mr. 
Meyer D. Rothschild, President of the American Gem 
& Pearl Co., Chairman of the Business Men’s National 
Tax Committee. Mr. Rothschild, who is one of the apos- 
tles of the proposed Gross Sales or Turnover Tax, clainis 
that the Revenue Act of 1918, the present revenue law, 
was enacted as a war measure to secure in the shortest 
possible time the largest possible amount of revenue. 
Now, however, the war is over, he said, and the law has 
been operating for some time so that its defects are pain- 
fully felt. The paramount object of tax laws is to secure

sufficient revenue to pay for the proper administra 
of the Government with all that it implies. 

“We are,” he continued, “advocating the repeal of b 
Act of 1918 and substitute for it a small gross salesp 
turnover tax in lieu of all other business tax. We beliy 
this tax on business and personal incomes, combined yf 
duties on imports and taxes on inheritances will furr; 
the Government with all the money requisite for its nec; 
In conclusion, The Business Men’s National Tax Cit 
mittee believes it has here formulated a workable plan } 
a new Tax law to supercede the Act of 1918. Our pi 
will get the revenue needed and is simple in administ| 
tiom, it does not bear heavily on the consumer. We si 
gest that a conference be called in which shail be rep; 
sented men in all walks of life to consider this and | 
other remedial tax suggestions. Let us relieve the busin. 
me and the Government of the recent complicated and | 
tolerable burden of the inequitable tax laws.” The me 
ing adjourned at 2.28 p. m. |

It will be no surprise to the trade to 
Pittsburgh learn of another revision in the selling 
and lists of glassware. While no direct in- 
Vicinity formation is obtainable at present as to 
just what advances will be authorized, it 
has been intimated that changes will have to be made very 
soon, There has been a tendency within the last few weeks 
to advance raw materials, and in addition to these new 
costs still further advances are being sought by some of 
the workers. Just where these advances are going to stop 
is hard to tell. A few weeks ago it was the belief of the 
trade that all advances had been announced for the cur- 
rent quarter, but new conditions have since changed the 
complexion of the situation. 


Ina circular to the trade, Butler Bros., have announced 
that many lines of merchandise are advancing, and that 
pottery, glass, tinware and woodenware lists show a higher 
tendency. 


The United States Glass Co., will show several new 
decorated assortments for the 1921 trade, and these prob- 
ably will be placed in the sample rooms early in December. 
The 1921 offerings will also include a new plain table line 
which will be a feature of the Glassport, Pa., factory. 
There will be a number of new special items placed in the 
line for next year delivery, but the complete list has not 
yet been assembled. 


The labor situation in the various glass factories shows 
a slight improvement, but there is still room for a further 
change. ‘Throughout the western district it is noted that 
workers are returning to the trade from other industries, 
which they entered during the war period. This would 
indicate that the glass factories are offering better in- 
ducements to workers than in some other lines. With the 


unlimited move being established in many departments, - 


the production of some plants is showing an increase. 


The announcement that through service would be es- 
tablished on the Ohio and Mississippi river between Pitts- 
burgh and New Orleans was received with applause by the 
glass and pottery trade in this part of the Ohio and Mon- 
ongahela Valley. The Liberty Transit Co., has taken over 
the old Pittsburgh-Cincinnati packet, “Queen City,” and 
will operate it between Cincinnati and New Orleans. The 
company will operate the “General Wood” between Pitts- 


-: 


burgh and Cincinnati. Southern jobbers will now be en- 
abled to receive shipments from the Pittsburgh district 
within 10 days after loading here. 


“Business is getting to be excellent in all parts of Mexi- 
co,” declared Ramon Lomelin, of Mexico City, resident 
representative there for the United States Glass Co. Mr. 
Lomelin was at the home office for several weeks, but has 
left on his return to Mexico. That country has been an 
active purchaser of glassware out of the Pittsburgh dis- 
trict, general lines being wanted. Throughout the last two 
quarters heavy shipping to Mexico has been noted. 


‘here have been a few cancellations in the glass trade 
lately. Credit managers declare these instructions come 
from the smaller trade, but that the receipt of new busi- 
ness by mail is of greater volume than the cancellations. 
Most of the large jobbing interests and department store 
buyers are mindful of the future, and are anxious to get 
all the merchandise they can. 


Improvements will be made to the plant of the New 
Martinsville, W. Va., Glass Co’s. plant as soon as possible. 
The most fortunate thing about the fire at this plant which 
accurred a few weeks ago, was the fact that the mould 
shop was unharmed. This department is in a separate 


building from the main factory. 


Conferences continue to be held between glass manufac- 
turers and representatives of the workers relative to the 
new wage scale. Another session was held last Thursday, 
(Cict. 14). Phe pressed lead and lime blanks for cutting 
scale was up for additional discussion, following the re- 
jection by the trade of an advance of 15 per cent and an 
uniimited move. 

The Paste Mould scale is now being submitted to a 
referenduin vote of the trade for rejection or acceptance. 
Should it he rejected, then another conference will be 
called. The chimney scale has been accepted by the work- 
ers, and the new agreement is now on the press. 


Two new lines of pressed figured blanks will he shown 
hy the United States Glass Co., in January. Moulds for 
the lines are now being made. Early samples, however, 
will be torwarded all resident sample rooms early in We- 
cember, but the line will not be ready for delivery until 
atier the New Year.

Labor Must Do Its Share 


ALTHOUGH it is impossible to gainsay that ‘Coming 

events cast their shadow before,” it is likewise true 
that seldom, if ever, does a serious problem descend out of 
a clear blue sky without some premonitory warning. 

Asa safe rule, the more weighty the subject or the more 
far reaching its consequences, then the further in advance 
will delicate vibrations be felt which denote the awakening 

of a new subject, calamity or benefaction. 


Having reached what is finally hoped to be that often 
spoken of high peak of prices in general commodities, it 
remains for manufacturers to lower their prices. That 

_ this can and must be done is apparent, and labor enters 
the question as the biggest factor. 

Some few months ago this city, and many others about 
the same time, were tied up by strikes of truckmen and 
drivers. After quite a loss of money, worry, merchandise 
and temper, the strike in this city was adjusted. The 
trade will remember that it, through the Crockery Board 
of Trade and other strong commercial bodies, financially 
as well as materially assisted in this adjustment. 

And now come rumors of a repetition of such a strike. 

But a keen observed will notice that these rumors are 
overshadowed by rumblings and vibrations which are 
bound to grow in strength and volume, and gain prece- 
dence over all others, being backed up in every country 
by upright moral force. 

Simultaneously with requests made by the drivers’ 
unions for higher wages came what amounts to an ulti- 
matum from the employers to the effect that far from 
raising wages, they must be decreased. 

There is no question whatever that if prices are to be 
forced down, labor must make its share of the sacrifice, if 


it can be called such, as well as capital, and that it will not 


“do so without emitting a tremendous roar, as well as 


opposing it tooth and nail, is also perfectly evident. 

- And yet, apparently, it is the only method which can 
most readily readjust living conditions and make a com- 
plex life more easy to live. 

From a purely neutral position one cannot but admit 
several truths: that labor was at one time underpaid ; that 
they asked for and received increases; that as these came 
faster and higher they were soon paid more or at least 
as much as they could possibly be worth; that if prices 
descend their wages, which were raised to meet those 
prices, should descend as well; and finally, as said before, 
that the quickest method as well as the most equitably 
just is for them to be lowered. 

We have seen public patience kicked and cuffed to such 
an extent that one would believe that all sense of action 
is dead. But this is evidently not the case; the knocks 
have apparently made their impression, and a hitherto 
inexhaustible patience seems about to come to an end. 

The trucking situation is cited solely as an example of 
one of the ‘‘shadows before,’ and there are others which 
will probably turn toward the same trend. The strike in 
England, which was to paralyze the Empire and be felt 
throughout the world, although reaching serious propor- 
tions, must be fought to a conclusion. A great many 
manufacturers feel that a satisfactory conclusion can only. 
be reached by a decisive understanding and not by a 
patched-up peace which will last but a short while. In 
Limoges, pottery strikers asking for more wages have been 
flatly refused and a compromise seems difficult. 

From now on demands will be made, not, this time, by 
the employees, but by the employers, who in some cases 
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must reduce prices or stop manufacture. Hundreds of 
workers are daily laid off, and still they will not learn 
their lesson. 

Truly is this labor’s opportunity to turn a coming dis- 
aster into an act of helpfulness to the world which would 
give them the appearance of being altruistic to the highest 
degree. But it is doubtful if such will be their course. 

Factories in the glass and pottery trade are at present 
too busy to pay much attention to these facts, nor could 
they do anything about it at present. But the time is 
bound to come when, like the tail of a comet, they must 
swing after the majority. 

Although the coming events are still in the distance, the 
first faint sounds denote that they are coming as surely 
as the sun rises, and if not by voluntary action, then by 
means of force and strife.

Kaolin in Indiana 


The Department of Conservation has recently published 
a report entitled, “Kaolin of Indiana,” by Dr. W. N. 
Logan, State Geologist. This publication contains over a 
hundred pages devoted to the physical and chemical prop- 
erties, the geological conditions of the occurrence, the 
origin, uses and geographical distributions of kaolin in 
Indiana. 

The occurrence of large beds of kaolin in Southern In- 
diana has long been known. Its extremely pure and cry- 
staline appearance, together with its interstratification 
with sedimentary rocks has been the cause for a great deal 
of speculation concerning its origin and geological occur- 
rence. Some have suggested that a coal bed one time oc- _ 
cupied this horizon and was burned out, while others see 
in this unusual deposit the residue of a decomposed ‘lime- 
stone. A new theory of origin is proposed in the report. 

Although this clay has been used intermittently for sev- 
eral years, it was left for Dr. Logan to make a detailed 
survey of the deposits and work out its origin. Extensive 
laboratory tests have been made of the chemical and physi- 
cal properties of the clay. Samples have been tested in a 
large number of laboratories connected with industrial 
plants, and state and national investigations. Topographi- 


cal and geological maps of the areas in which the kaolin is : | 


found were made, and all embodied in the report which is 
now available for distribution at the State Geologist’s 
Office, Indianapolis.

This particular man was endeavoring to arouse interest 
in an electric vacuum cleaner which he was demonstra- 
ting to housekeepers, and it impressed me much as would 
the efforts of a salesman who today tried to interest busi- 
ness men in the purchase of an aeroplane. ‘There was no 
question of its future practicability, it was simply ahead 
of its time. . 

The housewife pictured herself as being surtout 
some day by every kind of electric labor saving device, 
but the thoughts had not crystalized to the point of actual 
realization of the opportunity. 

Seemingly the price was prohibitive. In fact, like most 
similar purchases of that nature she figured the cost first. 
Not having been educated to the theory that such an appli- 
ance to cost say, $75.00 or $100.00 should be spread over 
a term of years. . 

Today, thanks to worthy competitors, intelligent engi- 
neers and unselfish capital, we meet a different condition. 
Instead of the housekeeper dressing up like a nurse about 
to attend a contagious disease case, to do the old fash- 
ioned cleaning with broom and dust pan, we have on the 
market many creditable electric suction cleaners. 

Today, the good home manager does not think with 
dread of house cleaning, since her cleaner being easily 
connected to the electricity and accessible, in a moment 
she quickly and simply runs her machine over rugs, car- 
pets and upholstered furniture, thereby, saving not only 
time, but wear and tear on material as well as wear and 
tear on her own body and mind. 

The dealer of today who sells such appliances is for- 
tunate in having the advantages of a well-defined road of 
widely different experience to lead him on to success.

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A NEW SOURCE OF FUEL IN THE CERAMIC 
INDUSTRY 


With the ever-decreasing supply of natural gas, the 
problem of a gaseous fuel suited to the glass and pottery 
industry becomes of ever increasing importance, and in 
the opinion of its sponsors, the General Oil Gas Corpora- 
tion, 511 Fifth avenue, the gas made by the Dayton 
Process offers a solution to this most vital problem of 
the industry.

Had 
it been possible to have had a normal plant output during 
the year, order files would not be so crowded as they are 
today. 


For the next six months, effective October 1, pottery 
manufacturers will pay 45-cents per thousand cubic feet 
for natural gas for kiln burning. Fuel bills for October 
will therefore be the highest ever paid in the history of the 
trade.

Pittsburgh glass manufacturers can ship ware to 
and dealers for holiday needs.

pidly as conditions will permit, the trade 
east of Chicago, can take a later shipping date. All glass 
manufacturers hereabouts are in daily receipt of requests 
to hurry shipments, but the whole situation rests upon the 
volume of production.

When Joseph Haden, factory manager of the Beaver 
Valley Glass Co.’s plant at Rochester, Pa., resigned to 
take the position of superintendent of the factory of the 
Economy ‘Tumbler Co., of Morgantown, W. Va., his co- 
workers presented him with a gold watch and chain. Gen- 
eral regret was expressed over Mr. Haden leaving Roches- 
ter. 


When fire was discovered in a part-of the plant of the 
Cambridge Glass Co., at Cambridge, O., the sprinkler sys- 
tem saved the spread of the flames. The damage to the 
plant was slight, and did not interfere with factory opera- 
tions. 


The Owens Bottle Glass Co., which operates at Fair- 
mont, W. Va., and in other places has presented every em- 
ploye who has been in the service of the company 90 days 
a life, health and accident policy. 


Slackening of business in the automobile industry has 
in a measure been reflected in the glass trade. The de- 
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mand for lenses for initial equipment nor for plate glass 
for windshields, is not as strong as it was a few months 
ago. 


Reports received here from many glass factories is to 
the effect that many former glassworkers who left the 
trade from one to four years ago to take other employment 
are drifting back into the shops. here is still room for 
“more drifting back.” Production of a number of plants 
is showing an improvement, and the wages the workers 
are now receiving under the new wage agreement are the 
highest ever paid.

Manufacturers welcome the return of 


Until questions involving patent rights have been ad- 
justed, erection of a new glass factory at Shadyside, four 
miles west of Bellaire, O., has been held up. Machines are 
to be used in this new factory, which is the work of a 
resident of Wheeling. It is now alleged that other glass 
machine patents have been infringed upon. When these 
questions are settled, then factory erection will be re- 
sumed, 


As was to be expected, Ira Clark lost no time in starting 
repairs to the plant of the new Martinsville (W. Va.) 
Glass Co.’s plant which was severely damaged by fire re- 
cently. Insurance adjustment is in progress, and it is ex- 
pected that the plant will again resume full production 


within a very short time. 


Cancellations are always incidental with a declining 
market, but those which have been received in the glass 
trade are not on account of declines in selling lists of 
glassware. In fact the cancellations the manufacturers 
have been receiving of late are not those received in the 
ordinary course of business. It will be no surprise to 
many buyers to learn of the market advancing, on some 
items at least. 


Window glass jobbers here have been advised of the 
formation of the United States Window Glass Co., which 
will erect a new plant at a cost of $1,000,000 at Shreve- 
port, La. The site for the plant cost $40,000. The firm, 
however, has no connection whatever with the United 
States Glass Co., of this city.

Salesmanship in Electric Appliances

attention of every one, I believe men who are canvassing 
will resolve that “Don’t give up the ship” simply because 
the housewife had purchased some new piece of furniture 
for her home is an excellent slogan. Women, today, are 
managing their homes as husbands manage their business, 
along mechanical and scientific lines, and possibly she is 
doing a better job with her home than some business men 
with their business. We, as a company, through our Sales 
Department, try to impart to the dealer the necessity, not 
only of having his organization well informed on our pro- 
duct but never to be content to simply sell the housewife 
and let the sale drop after having received her money. 
The shrewd canvasser will by all means make a friend of 
every purchaser in order to procure other sales. 

A plan was recently put into effect by one of our dealers 
to have his electric shop associated in the minds of his 
community as a house of service—nothing was seemingly 
too laborious for him or his organization to comply with, 
in regard to information and service. This dealer I have 
nicknamed a “Go Getter.’ He conceived the idea of put- 
ting six electric sewing machines, nicely arranged, on sew- 
ing tables and then sent special invitations to the Ladies’ 
Aid Society of one of his local churches, stating that they 
were at liberty to visit his store on a certain date and bring 
their sewing, and he stated that at noon he would serve a 
buffet lunch. He took particular pains to arrange his store 
attractively and the articles were displayed in such a man- 
ner that each of the ladies might ascertain the merits of 
the various articles for herself. 

In the center of the room was a large rug, and at either 
end were two types of vacuum cleaners. The coffee served 
at luncheon was made in an electric percolator; the ices 
served were made in an electric refrigerator and a very 
tempting dish was prepared in an electric chafing dish. 

This dealer stated that the advertising derived, as well 
as the actual sales were very gratifying. All the ladies 
will surely remember him. 

To my mind selling is nothing but human nature treat- 
ing with human nature, and we will be confronted with an 
element of two classes, those that are to be pleased and 
those that are pleased. Both are necessary and the foe of 
the firm and distributor is the dealer who does not regard, 
or is unable to ascertain the true meaning of satisfaction. 

It is hardly necessary in this Twentieth Century to make 
use of the old time method of canvassing. After ap- 
proaching the housewife on the front porch, and in order 
to hold her attention it was necessary for the canvasser to 
push his foot in the front door that it might not be closed 
in his face. Whereas, today, thanks to suggestions, the 
dealer operates his campaign for reaching the housewife 
in an intelligent manner, and so forcibly that she can not 
help but be interested. 

There are many elements that enter into the making of 
a successful canvasser and I believe the first requisite is 
cleanliness and appearance, and his ability to state quite 
forcibly a straightforward story; to be absolutely sold 
himself on his proposition and to know the personnel of 
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his company in every instance. ‘To know just how far he 
may go with regard to promising service and it is a mighty 
factor to promise nothing to the housewife that he cannot — 
back up. There are some dealers today, who in order to | 
make sales, will promise anything and give nothing. 

A bit of advice was given to the writer shortly after his 
school days from a man he believed in, his father, that 
there were two elementary conditions to contend with in 
dealing with human nature and the advice that he gave me — 
I have never forgotten. Upon close analysis it will be — 
found to fit any instance or case in any kind of business, 
anywhere: . 

First——No matter how thin the roof, the sunshine can- : 
not penetrate, therefore it behooves us all to take this sun- — 
shine in the front door with us but never take it out. —

Leave it there. 

Second.—-It take two or more people to enter into 
conversation or cause a quarrel; if you are the one, be the 
first to withdraw diplomatically and end the quarrel. 

Too few salesmen of today think only in terms of how 
much commission they are going to receive and they do 
not put their thought towards constructive selling. In 
other words, two factors are necessary, a quick analysis of 
your prospective purchaser and the determination to sell. 
Salesmen of today are born and not satisfactorily taught. 
I believe it is impossible to take any man of the average 
type unless he be interested more or less in selling and 
make him materialize into what is termed a “salesman” 
and to my mind the definition of a real salesman is simple. — 
I believe to have the true meaning, that word Man should 
come before sales, because after all, it takes a man in more 
ways than one to be a true salesman; if he be a man first, 
he can acquire sales ability after. A good many of us, we 
assume, could hitch the word “Sails” to our men and have 
a true condition, because we are quite likely to sail over 
matters that are seemingly trifles. 

We, as manufacturers, maintain in our factory a Deal- 
ers Promoting Department and it is our desire to thor- 
oughly train each salesman in this factory not only on our 
product but on household labor saving devices at large. 
We believe that this practice is not being done by some of 
our worthy competitors and it is not only commendable 
but constructive on presenting sales to the housewife. By 
this means, the ultimate user is going to get first hand in- 
formation without any frills or flounces in the way of 
flowery conversations regarding electric labor saving ap- 
pliances for the home. 

Endless chapters could be written on marketing electric 
appliances but I, as a sales manager, would rather read a 
lesson than hand out lengthy articles on a subject of which 
I learn much each day. .

Association Issues Year Book 


The Year Book of the Merchants’ Association for 
1919-20 is now being distributed. It contains 334 printed 
pages and gives a summary of activities for the year end- 
ing May 1, 1920. 

The names of the officers of the association and lists of 
its members, together with the personnel of its thirty-three 
standing committees and its staff, are included in the book. 

The annual reports of the president, Mr. William Fel- 
lowes Morgan; the secretary, Mr. S. C. Mead, and of the 
Traffic, Foreign Trade, Industrial, Legislative Service, 
Convention, Anti-Litter, Research, Publicity, Library and 
Membership Bureaus are given. 

The book also contains the by-laws of the association 
and its plan of organization, illustrated by a chart. 


Female Labor Searce 


Inquiries made by the Industrial Bureau of the Mer- 
chants’ Association among more than a dozen factories in 
New York City typical of those employing primarily un- 
skilled laborers indicate that although fluctuations in the 
supply of unskilled labor are frequent, there is at the pres- 
ent time a shortage of untrained female labor and.a slight 
surplus of common male labor. . 

Plants employing unskilled male workers are gradually 
finding less and less difficulty in securing men. 

On the other hand, factories that employ untrained 
girls report that at least up to the present time they have 
been suffering from a severe shortage of workers. 

The reason for the increased supply of common male 
workers is clear. The sudden decline in the war in- 
dustries and the gradual slackening in other trades has 
slowly decreased the demand for this type of man. 

During the war wages of unskilled workers rose rapidly. 
In many cases this increase was 150 per cent or more. 
Such high wages have been an important consideration in 
reducing the demand for unskilled men. 

The question naturally arises why these same factors 
have not operated to reduce the demand for female em- 
ployees. In the first place, there has been a tremendous 
increase in the demand for women in industry. Long 
before the war, plant managers began to realize that in 
many types of work girls made splendid factory opera- 
tives. In many trades the introduction of machinery made 
it possible for a female worker to take the place of a man 
who was a skilled craftsman. 

In the second place, the supply of female operatives 
has been greatly decreased since the armistice. A large 
number of women who worked during the war have perm- 
anently quit their jobs. 

The question is not a mere matter of wages and hours. 
This is demonstrated by the fact that a girl will work in 
an office at a considerably smaller wage than she could 
make in a factory; also that hundreds of girls living within 
commuting distance of a city prefer to spend from one 
to three hours a day riding to and from the céty in order 
to work in an office than to accept factory work in their 
own communities, although they are badly needed there.

The Manufacture of Toys in France

which consists mainly of women, although a certain

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Fulper Art Pottery and Bisque Doll Heads 


Two Distinctly Ceramic Products, Produced In One Plant 


As old almost as the 
nation itself is the pot- 
tery industry founded in 
Flemington in 1805. It 
was started in this beau- 
tiful section of farming 
country because of a red 
burning clay found in 
that locality which was 
suitable for producing 
drain tiles so necessary 
for draining new land. 

The industry remained in Flemington, not on account of 
this raw material, as it has been many years since any of it 
has been used, but on account of the most delightful living 
conditions to be found there. 

The clay now used in this pottery is found in New Jer- 
sey and is shipped along with coal in car 
loads and carted to the pottery to be used 
in producing the shapes so well known 
and typical of this plant. 

The distinctive feature of Fulper prod- 
ucts is due the fact that all the designs 
and shapes are either actually conceived 
in their studios or have been inspired by 
some museum piece, for which the studio 
is always on the lookout. 

These beautiful shapes in vases, bowls, 
candle sticks or practical pieces are de- 
lightful in themselves but by the addition 
of their glazes they are transformed into 
the most artistic pottery of modern times. 
These glazes cover the pieces in a mono- 
tone or are applied one over the other or 
mixed and applied so that innumberable 
effects are created, harmonizing, contrasting, blending or 
partially covering according to the whim of the fire of the 
kilns. The application is only a suggestion of what is 
wanted and it is left to the kilns for results. 


It is very seldom 
that two pieces come 
out alike. Matching 
up a pair of candle 
sticks often requires 
a large number to 
choose from. So, in 
addition to the dis- 
tinctive shapes is 
added the novelty of 
kinds of glazes and 
fire results of the ap- 
plication of them. 
Fulper pottery is found in most of the museums of the 
world. 

Making of Art pottery of this character is a great cred- 
it to this old. American institution but other things are 
also being accomplished, the most notable 
of which is the perfecting and producing 
of genuine bisque doll heads declared by 
experts as being even superior to foreign 
ones. This achievement is creditable to 
America as many of America’s potteries 
have unsuccessfully tried to accomplish 
this apparently simple ceramic problem. 

The bisque for clay in these doll heads 
is really a porcelain of the most beauti- 
ful texture and Fulper is now beginning 
to produce articles in this bisque body 
glazed and decorated, making pieces that 
are not only decorative but of wonderful 
refinement. Perfume burners and many 
other similar things are made up glazed, 
decorated, tinted or in plain bisque. The 
fineness of the texture of the porcelain 
and its beautiful translucency is quite remarkable. © 

It has been seldom, if ever, that two such entirely dif- 
ferent ceramic productions such as Fulper art ware and 
Fulper bisque have been produced in the same factory.

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There has been a decided improvement

turers are pleased. About the only com- 
modity that is of very uncertain volume is coal. Out- 
bound shipments are going forward in better shape than 
at any time this year, both in local and car lot shipments. 
Conditions have improved wonderfully within the last 
month, but production is not yet up to normal. 


Joseph C. Davis, salesman for the Knowles, Taylor & 
Knowles Co., has returned to the home office from a six 
weeks trip which took him to the Pacific Coast. He ob- 
served that the western states were in “good shape” and 
that retail trade was quite up to normal. 


‘Last week in this market was an active one, so far as 
visiting buyers were concerned. The majority were here 
to look up back orders, and to secure shipments. Includ- 
ed in the list were the following: Julius Himmelstern of 
_Himmelstern Bros., San Francisco, accompanied by Mrs. 
Himmelstern; Thomas A. Neely with Strouss-Hirshberg 
Co., Youngstown, O.; R. N. Evans with J. N. Adams Co., 
Buffalo; W-: D. Gilmore with Kaufman-Strauss Co., 
Louisville; Charles Patterson with Carson, Pirie Scott, 
Chicago, and Peter Rinkin with The Boston Store, Chi- 
cago. 

Pottery stocks have been shipped from this district to 
the new Philadelphia branch of Sears, Roebuck Co., which 
was opened for business a fortnight ago. ‘The merchan- 
dise was ordered over a year ago. H. M. Kelso will be in 
charge of the merchandising department of the new 
branch. 


It has been made known to the trade here that the large 
G. E. Stifel Co. department store in Wheeling, W. Va., 
has become associated with the Affilliated Stores Copora- 
tion of New York, bringing the stores of that corporation 
up to seventeen. It is expected that fifty stores will be 
listed within a year. Included in the list are the Schuster 
stores of Milwaukee, The Bailey Co., of Cleveland, and 
the Rosenbaum store at Pittsburgh. 


The Homer, Knowles Pottery Co., which was recently 
organized here under a Delaware charter with a capital 
stock of $750,000 has selected Santa Clara, Calif., as the 


location for its nine-kiln generalware plant. H. H. 
Knowles, who is at the head of the company is now on the 
Pacific Coast arranging to start construction. ‘The firm 
in addition to featuring western trade will also enter the 
export market. A six acre site has been obtained which 
fronts on the Southern Pacific railroad. 

When improvements are completed at the plant of the 
Mt. Clemens Pottery Co., at Mt. Clemens, Mich., 25 addi- 
tional jiggers will be placed in operation. Additional cas- 
ters and pressers will also be required. Practically the 
entire output of this plant is taken by the S. S. Kresge 
Syndicate for its own stores. 


A birthday party was given at the home of N. A. Fred- 
erick here in honor of his eightieth birthday. Mr. Fred- 
erick is the former owner of the Globe Pottery, now the 
plant of the T. A. McNicol Pottery Co. Former business 
associates attended, the youngest being seventy the oldest 
eighty-two years. 


A number of pottery manufacturers in this district are 
now engaged in storing coal for winter use. These reserve 
stocks will not be used in firing kilns until the gas supply 
is short. Although very little coal is being received here 
by rail, manufacturers are obtaining a supply from the 
wagon mines in this territory. 


Additional equipment is to be installed in the plant of 
the Alliance, (O.) Vitreous Clay Products Co., which is 
under the factory managemest of W. C. Brown, a former 
pottery salesman. New jiggers are to be installed in the 
clay shops, and kiln capacity is to be increased. 


The first kiln fired with coal by the Hall China Co., in 
its new No. 2 plant has been drawn. The ware was per- 


fect. In the No. 1 plant gas is being used for kiln pur- 
poses. 


Demand for the ‘““Mayflower” dinner shape of the E. M. 
Knowles China Co., is continuing very active. Just how 
many new patterns will be shown in this shape for 1921 
has not been announced by the firm. Present patterns are 
very firmly established. 


Rather favorable progress is being made upon construc- 
tion of the new plant of the Massillon, (O.) China Co. 
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The general management of this seven-kiln pottery will be 
under the direction of George Barlow, formerly of this 
city, and for many years engaged in the pottery business 
as a decorating shop manager. The plant will not be 
ready for operation until next spring. 


Definite arrangements recently made by the Executive 
Committee of the United States Potters’ Convention places 
the date and place of the forty-second annual convention 
at the Hotel Astor on December 14 and 15. 


Announcements mailed to the trade by the American 
Dressler Turmel Kiln announce that they have moved 
their Executive, Engineering and Thermal offices to 1740 


East Twelfth Street, Cleveland. 


Practically no line can be had on what new decorations 
will be brought out by pottery manufacturers for 1921. 
Many contended this week that they had some patterns 
bought over a year ago which are still held intact. Supply 
salesmen report that not as many new patterns are being 
sold now as formerly, and that the bulk of their business 
is the duplicating of present patterns. 


Construction of an additional glost kiln, a pair of decor- 
ating kilns and other new buildings at the No. 3 plant of 
the D. E. McNicol Pottery is progressing favorably. The 
additions, however, will not be ready for use for probably 
two months at leasst. 


Five or more new dinner patterns will be added to the 
- line of the Potters’ Co-Operative Co. next December, 
according to George McNicol, manager of the decorating 
department of this plant. Some of these patterns are 
now in stock. 


Potters’ sponges are reported by supply dealers to be 
scarce and at least one-third higher in price than a year 
ago. Both domestic and imported stocks of sponges here 
are far below normal. 


Two tunnel kilns are being built at the plant of the Mt. 
Clemens Pottery, at Mt. Clemens, Mich., which is con- 
trolled by the Kresge interests. The longest kiln, which 
will be 325 feet in length, will be used for firing bisque 
ware, and another, 275 feet in length, will be used for 
glost ware. The entire output of this plant is taken by 
the Kresge stores. A number of new mechanical devices 
are being considered.

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Within a fortnight fires will again be 

Pittsburgh lighted in the tank and furnace at the 
and plant of the New Martinsville Glass 
Vicinity Manufacturing Co., at New Martinsville, 

W. Va. And asa result Ira Clarke, man- 

ager, is breathing a sigh of relief. The factory will then 


be in a position to take up shipping, a feature which has 


been sadly hampered because of the fire which damaged 
the plant to no small extent. The rebuilding is progress- 
ing rapidly. The greater part of the new steel work is 
erected and shipping will be resumed about December 1. 
From present indications, based upon current demand, 
there will be just as much activity noted in the market 
here next January as there was last January. The buyers 
who have been in the district of late, especially those rep- 
resenting department store interests, are all of the opinion 
that the holiday trade this season will practically wipe 
out existing stocks. If this is true, then the demand for 
sprirg goods will be as active as ever. The bulk of mer- 
chandise for January sales has been ordered, but should 
some of these stocks be received by purchasers during the 
latter part of December, and the merchandise can be used 
during the pre-Christmas sales, it will, of course, be un- 
loaded. Then will come a demand in January for addi- 
tional wares. 


It is the opinion of some salesmen that the annual Pot- 
tery and Glass Exposition should not open before January 
10, as this will give the trade about three weeks to visit 
the market. It has been the rule for many years past that 
very few buyers visit the market during the first week of 
the show and that the second and third weeks, when the 
exhibit is opened January 1, have been the big business 
weeks. Only a nominal amount of business is done during 
the last week of January, as many of the exhibitors have 
packed up and left by the end of the third week. A num- 
ber of salesmen last January expressed the opinion that 
the exhibit should last not longer than two weeks.

Several instances have been reported during the last 
week where glass manufacturers have started to revise 
their selling lists. In some cases, certain items have suf- 
fered a cut, while other lines have been advanced. It is 
the contention of these manufacturers, that the revision 
is being made so that a more uniform list can be worked 
out on an equality basis. 


Department store buyers in this district report a very 
excellent demand for coin gold decorated flower baskets 
and coin gold and enameled decorated candy jars and 
bonbon containers. These lines, it is said, will prove 
attractive holiday gifts, and most all of the departments 
here have prepared accordingly. Gift shops have been a 
rather liberal buyer of these lines during the last two 
morths. 


Operations have been resumed in full at the Gas City 
plant of the United States Glass Co. Last June there was 
a fire in this factory which did considerable damage, and 
the rebuilding has been finished at a cost of approxi- 
mately $100,000.

Obstructions to Buying Must Be Removed 


ma eN commerce holds it breath for a while till a ques- 
tion of national importance is settled, its world of 
wheels and cogs slows up preceptibly, but its breath must 
not be held indefinitely. 
Coming together at the same psychological moment, the 


pre-election slump coupled with the recent wave of sup- 


posed downward prices of general commodities caused a 
slackening in buying activities in china, glass, lamps and 
allied lines which has seldom if ever been recorded before. 

These two events have invariably been recognized as the 
reasons for non-buying by buyers. 

One of these questions, that of the Presidential election, 
has been settled. The other is still in abeyance, though save 
for a centering of a boycott on all textiles, the purchase of 
retail goods by the public is almost as great as before. 

The much talked of decrease of prices in all lines has 
become somewhat of a fiasco. 

The buying public is slowly beginning to realize that 
only in very few lines have any appreciable cut in prices 
been made, and are slowly learning that china, glass and 
- allied articles cannot come down for quite some time. 

They are being told this fact by some stores through 
announcements made in daily newspaper advertisements. 
Announcements which emanate from the offices of buyers 
who recognize the actual merits of the case, and further 
recognize that the people must be disillusioned of the fact 
that they can immediately lay. their hands on any amount 
of goods for less than it used to cost. ~ 

Gradually, with the shattering of their hopes of a down- 
fall in these lines, retail buying will again pick up, con- 
fidence will be restored and sales will grow in volume. 

And in the meantime, owing to last year’s abnormally 
large purchases by buyers, stocks have so far held out. 
But that they cannot become inexhaustible is apparent, 


and it is no secret that shelves and bins are showing the 
strain of the “all going out and nothing coming in” policy. 

There can be no question that stores which refuse to 
buy or allow buying only on account of the high prices 
now asked by the manufacturers and not because they 
cannot sell their goods are acting under childish impulses, 
and their process of reasoning resembles very much that 
of the little boy who “won't play.” And like the child, 
they themselves are the sufferers and not the greater ma- 
jority who play blissfully on regardless of his personal 
feelings in the matter. 

On the surface of things, a superficial examination 
shows stocks exhausted, a return of retail buying and 
two governing questions disposed of. On the other hand, 
one sees no decline in price, and production showing but 
a slight increase. 

The issue seems clear cut and the only solution would 
appear to be the filling of the void which is now apparent. 

This is the solution as it appears on the surface, but 
underneath there are all sorts of complications which 
render the solution extremely difficult of encompassing. 


Such things as mandates from powers above, money 
stringency, or the entire lack of money, interfering mer- 
chandise managers who cannot or will not understand the 
situation, or other serious restraining influences are all . 
hampering not only the industry as a whole, but directly 
harming the store which refuses to try to dispose of such 
interference as the root of their own particular evil. 


It may be right for a concern to hold its breath occas- 
ionally, indeed it is sometimes necessary, but if held too 
long and clutching fingers not removed from its throat. 
suicide will be the verdict of the jury of firms who pro- 
gressively look far ahead.

Maddock & Miller to Control Output of C. Dorflinger 


& Son’s Factories 


By an arrangement consummated this week between 
Maddock & Miller, Inc., and C. Dorflinger & Sons the 
former will act as scle distributors for the output of this 
old-established glassware factory. The deal brings in 
association two firms widely known in their respective 
branches of the china and glassware business; the former 

-one of the largest importers of china and glassware in 
this country, and the other an old firm backed by a well- 
established tradition for the fine quality of its production. 

The deal also marks an absolutely new departure for 
Maddock & Miller, inasmuch as during their entire career 
they have heretofore devoted themselves exclusively to im- 
port lines. Their conspicuous success in the former field 
leaves little doubt but what they will be an equally success- 
ful in haridling a domestic line. Their efficient sales 
organization, by the way, includes a former Dorflinger 
salesman, in the person of Henry Shirley, who was con- 
nected with the concern a number of years ago; hence he 
has an intimate acquaintanceship with the line already. 


The arrangement between the firms became effective 
on November 1. Extensive alterations are now in progress 
on the main floor of the Maddock & Miller establishment, 
at 54 Murray Street, to provide display room for the 
Dorflinger samples, which will be on view there not later 
than November 15. A rather strange coincidence con- 
nected with the affair is that the line will be located only 
a few doors on Murray Street from where it has been for 
years past. 


The Dorflinger factories were closed down for a time 
during the war on account of an inadequate supply of 
potash and other materials with which to make the high 
grade quality of glassware which has always been synono- 
mous with their name. This course was decided upon 
rather than make an inferior product. Upon the resump- 
tion of activities on.a most progressive scale, a few months 
ago, important changes were also made in the manage- 
ment of the concern. Lambert Dorflinger, son of William 
F., for several years connected with the concern in New 
York, became prominently identified with the factory 
management, as did also Morton A. Howard, who re- 
signed his position as vice-president of the National 
Conduit & Cable Co. to become associated with the Dor- 
flinger’s in furthering the interest of their business. C. 
H. Dorflinger, as formerly, remains superintendent of the 
plant. 


Ceramie Society Plans Meeting 


The 1921 annual meeting of the American Ceramic 
Society will be held on February 21-22-23-24, at Colum- 
bus, Ohio, where the Hotel Deshler has been engaged as 
headquarters. The management of this hotel has prom- 
ised to reserve the ball-room and four other rooms on the 
same floor, so that the general meetings of the Society 
and the divisional meetings will be taken care of ade- 
quately. 

Details of the entertainment are in the hands of the 
local committee, of which Prof. A. S. Watts is chairman, 
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Dates Set for Meetings for Nomination and Election 
of Officers of Salesmen’s Association 


At a meeting of the Board of Management of the Pot- 
tery, Glass & Brass Salesmen’s Association held at the 
rooms of the Crockery Board of Trade on Monday morn- 
ing, the special meeting for the nomination of officers for 
the coming year was set for Thursday, Nov. eighteenth, 
and the annual meeting for the election of officers will 
be held on Dec. twenty-second. Edward A. Reinach, with 
the Novelty Lamp Shade Co.; Harold F. Phillips with 
H. Benedikt and Norman C. Preston with the Crockery 
& Glass Journal, were elected to membership. Other busi- 
ness disposed of was the ordering of the payment of the 
death claims of Geo. C. Pugh and Ellery F. Worthen 
who died recently. 


New Jersey Store Aids Housing 


To solve the housing difficulties of employees of Hahne 
and Co., Newark, N. J., the firm has purchased 271 lots 
near their store and as soon as the property changes hands 
employees will begin to build their own homes on these 
lots. 

A Housing Committee of Employees of the firm, of 
which George L. Lobsitz, china and glass buyer for the 
firm was chosen as chairman, have all arrangements in 
hand, and are now selecting plans for buildings which 
were submitted by contractors. The territory is restricted, 
and is paved, as well as supplied with water, gas, elec- 
tricity and sewerage. Lots will range in price of $150 to 
$350, and a model city is expected to be the result of this 
departure. This will undoubtedly stimulate co-ordination 
among the employees to a high degree. 


Glass Company Fails 


J. Hoare & Co., cut glass manufacturers, of Corning, 
N. Y., the oldest glass cutting company in the United 
States, has made a general assignment for the benefit 
of creditors. Schedules of liabilities and assets are in 
process of preparation. 

The Hoare cutting shops, which were at one time the 
most extensive in Corning, the cut glass center of the 
country, have dwindled in importance in recent years and 
the working force has been small. They have now been 
entirely closed. John Hoare, grandson of Captain James 
Hoare, the founder of the firm, has lately been manager 
of the plant.

Glass and Crockery Prices to Remain Stable Says 


Statement 


ja COMPLETE and succint statement of the situation 

in the glass and crockery world is set forth in a letter 
sent out lately to the traveling representatives of the 
Dobbs & Wey company of Atlanta, Ga., by William L.. 
Percy, president of that firm. 

Mr. Percy says: 

“On my return from a visit to the manufacturers I find 
the general idea locally is that a decline in all commodi- 
ties will take place. 

“In order to correct this impression, so far as our lines 
are concerned, it may be well to give you an analysis of 
the situation as I found it after a careful survey among 
the manufacturing districts visited. 

“At least for a year, it will be utterly impossible for 
manufacturers of crockery and glass to sell at prices 
lower than these now in force, and the reasons ‘for this 
statement are substantially as follows: 

“The manufacturers of our lines are under contract 
with labor which will not expire for another year; in 
addition thereto, where natural gas was used by the manu- 
facturers at a low cost, they will be compelled this year 
to buy coal at a high cost; in addition to this:they find 
that every ounce of raw material will be practically the 
same in price and with this is the added freight’ rates 
and cost of packing supplies. 

“It is therefore seen that the factors that have largely 
figured in the increases are wages, freight and fuel, and 
until these elements can be reduced there is no chance for 
a reduction in our lines. 

“As a matter of fact I find that all the manufacturers, 
especially in glass and crockery, have sufficient orders on 
their books to run them another year, and as the market 
is still short of the necessities of our line we cannot but 
feel that at least for another year there can be no precept- 
ible change in prices. 

“You therefore can inform your trade of the conditions 
as we find them, for close observation of the basic condi- 
tions surrounding the industries in which we deal leaves 
no room for doubt that the present prices are sound and 
legitimate and must remain unti! a decline in labor, fuel 
and freights are experienced. 

“We do fear, however, that there is going to continue 
to be a shortage of supplies in our lines, as the domestic 
output is not sufficient to meet the demand, and we little 
hope of any foreign goods to any great extent for the 
next year or two, as the foreign manufacturers have even 
worse conditions and greater problems than we are ex- 
periencing in this country.”

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THE CHICAGO MARKET 
By J. H. Smythe, Chicago Representative. 


HE retail trade during the past week in china, glass- 

ware, lamps and art goods felt the effects of the Presi- 
dential Election to a considerable extent, and consequently 
the volume of the business was smaller. This, however, 
was to be expected in view of former election-week busi- 
ness, in fact, more so this year than ever before, due to 
the suffrage vote and important national questions. On 
the whole the retailer’s business has been good consider- 
ing the general slump in many lines of merchandise. 
Buyers in the larger State street stores are reducing their 
old stocks and receiving daily shipments of new mer- 
chandise for the annual Holiday Season rush. Lamps are 
expected to have an unusually large sale this season and 
more space has been planned for them by the department 
heads of some of the larger stores. Improved transporta- 
tion conditions have brought in several belated shipments, 
and manufacturers are filling orders with more prompt- 
ness. Optimism prevails among the retailers, who believe 
the Holiday season will not only result in a large volume 
of buying, but will be followed with a good demand for 
all lines during the months of January and February. 


Manufacturers and jobbers report an increase in the 
demand for many articles. There have been more buyers 
in the Chicago market during the past ten days than for 
months previous, and although some Spring buying is 
expected to be transacted during November and Decem- 
ber, it is the general opinion that the peak in the demand 
will not be reached until some time in January. 


The demand for lamps and shades has been good, but 
practically all orders have been placed for immediate ship- 
ment to fill in retailers’ Christmas displays. 


The jobbers and manufacturers, like the retailers, are 
optimistic about next year’s business. As far as price 
declines are concerned, they not only seem unlikely, but 
are considered almost impossible by those in a position 
to know the circumstances. 


The Nighty-Nite Lamp is a novelty just being put on 
the market by Ira A. Jones Company. The lamp consists 
of a base of cast metal on which is mounted a standard 
of flexible cable goose-neck style, with a frosted globe 
and a hand-painted fabric shade. The part that will 
catch the kiddies eyes is the circus clown and his donkey 
in attractive circus colorings. The lamp is sixteen and 
one-half inches high, the base six inches in diameter and 
the shade eight inches in diameter. It is expected that 
this will be a big seller for use in nurseries, music rooms, 
play rooms, club rooms and summer porches. 


E. M. Meder, manufacturers’ representative. has com- 
pleted arrangements to handle the products of Bronze 
Statue Manufacturing Co., of Maywood, Ill. The line 
includes wrought iron lamps, smoke stands and table 


bowls. He also intends to show the line in Pittsburgh 
next January. 


W. M. Price, associated with E. M. Meder has just 
returned from Milwaukee and reports conditions in that 
city as being similar to the wholesale trade in Chicago. 
The retailers are not carrying heavy stocks, and are 
buying only for immediate needs, according to Mr. Price. 


New Wage Scale in British Pottery Trade 


British pottery operatives have recently agreed to 
accept the scale of wages recommended by the special 
committee appointed by the National Council of the 
Pottery Industry, namely, an increase of 662-3 per cent. 
over pre-war rates incorporated as wages, plus 25 per 
cent. bonus. These terms mean, (1) that so far as the 
“general advance” is concerned, an operative’s earnings 
will be 108 1-3 per cent. above pre-war level, compared 
with 100 per cent at present and 121% per cent. de- 
manded; (2) that a greater percentage of the increased 
earnings is incorporated in wages—66 2-3 compared with 
50; (3) that £1 in pre-war earnings is converted into 
£2 1s. 8d., compared with 2 at present and £2 4s. 2d. 
demanded. 

No doubt the fact that prices of some commodities in 
the United States are believed to be lower was taken 
into consideration in the recent conference relative to the 
demand for an increase in compensation amounting to 
21% per cent. It is estimated that the United States 
imports nearly 95 per cent. of the best pottery ware made 
in the Stoke consular district.

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What the Potteries Are Doing 
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The one thing that is uppermost in the 


_East ' minds of all the buyers is the insistent 
galtg demand for merchandise for holiday re- 
Vicinity quirements. While shipments are improv- 


ing, the volume of business the manufac- 
turers have in hand is such that all demands cannot be 
filled as promptly as manufacturer and purchaser would 
like. The buyers hold that the holiday demand for dinner- 
ware this year will be the heaviest the trade has ex- 
perienced in years, and that every piece of ware is wanted 
that the manufacturers can ship. 


While manufacturers are working on orders received 
during the early part of the current year, business is being 
received for delivery during the first and second quarter 
of 1921. There is no limit to the volume of business pos- 
sible to obtain, the sole question being how much the 
manufacturers may accept. 


As the time draws near, considerable interest is being 
manifested in the forthcoming meeting of the annual 
meeting of the United States Potters’ Association, which 
will be held in the Hotel Astor, New York, December 
14-15. It is likely that the sessions there this year will 
be the last to be held in New York for some years to 
come, as it is very probable that Washington will be 
selected next year, and thereafter for sometime. 


Harry Lowengart, buyer of china, glass, toys and 
housefurnishings for M. Seller & Co., Portland, Ore., 
returned to this district late last week after spending a 
brief season in the New York market. 


L. H. Hume, secretary-treasurer of the Hume China 
Co., which concern will erect a nine-kiln general ware 
plant at Carey, O., spent several days in this district late 
last week going over details with local pottery machinery 
manufacturers. This company will not begin construction 
until early in 1921, and then not until weather conditions 
permit.

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On account of the inability to obtain sufficient labor, 
W, I. McNutt, head of the Scio (O.) China Co., can 
give no definite date for starting operations in this new 
pottery. The firm has been seeking labor in the Akron 
district, many rubber workers are said to be idle at this 
time. The marketing of the product from this new pot- 
tery will be done through the offices of the Albright China 
Co., of Carrollton, which interest controls the Scio prop- 
erty.

Once more pottery manufacturers have been advised by 
distributors that the “gas is short.” Some kilns have been 
“lost” during the last fortnight on this account, but manu- 
facturers are putting no dependence in a steady supply 
of this fuel for kiln purposes for the winter season. A 
number of kilns have been diverted to coal within the 
last few days, while in other instances kilns are being 
equipped with oil burning attachments. Manufacturers 
are going to exert every effort to fire kilns off in regu- 
lar schedule, either by the use of coal, oil or gas. 


When pottery manufacturers total the volume of un- 
filled orders on file at the close of the present year, it is 
indicated that the amount of such business will be the 
heaviest in the history of the trade. In many instances, 
manufacturers are now working on business accepted dur- 
ing the first quarter of the current year, and here and 
there, reports are heard that business placed in 1919 is 
still being forwarded. Some business has been shipped 
from this district recently which was wanted for the 1919 
holiday trade. 

The D. E. McNicol Pottery Co. has started work 
assembling its 1921 line of souvenir plaques, a line that 
has been created for the jobbing trade. A booklet, show- 
ing the entire line is being designed, and the edition will 
be ready for the trade some time in December. This 
specialty has always been in heavy demand, and the firm 
is the only one in this district which makes such a feature. 


‘The Wheatley Pottery Co., of Cincinnati, O., is arrang- 
ing an extension to its plant which will cover approxi-

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Activities at the Glass Factories 
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There has been a slight decline in the 
Pittsburgh receipt of new business, so some glass 
and manufacturers report, but this is laid to 
Vicinity the season rather than to any other cause. 
For many years, November and Decem- 
ber have been rather slow months for new business, 
although the factories can be kept on the active list on 
account of the large amount of unfilled orders now on 
file. Some staple lines are in very active demand, and 
mail orders for these items are as active as ever. While 
the buyers know that the glass market is firm, there has 
been little indication on that side to hold up orders. on 
account of the selling list. 


Cutting shops have been very busy lately getting out 
holiday orders, although a considerable amount of this 
kind of business has been sent forward. It is remembered 
that just a year ago, buyers held that they were pretty 
well supplied with stocks, but a fortnight before the close 


of the holiday season they wanted express shipments as. 


original stocks had been sold out. This year, however, 
larger orders were placed, and therefore on cut lines most 
of the dealers have protected themselves. 

An embargo on shipping out of the Pittsburgh district to 
points within 100 miles in the Central freight region 
which had been in effect for about a week was lifted 
November 9. The congestion of freight during this 
period was such in the local district that the carriers could 
not move stocks, this being especially true of the Penn- 
sylvania system. 


Buyers in this market have been advised that operations 
will begin in the new plant of the Superior Glass Co.’s 
plant within a few days. This company started building 
at Huntington, W. Va., early last spring but was delayed 
on account of inability to obtain materials and labor. 

Fire caused a slight damage to the plant of the Jefferson 
Glass Co’s. plant at Follansbee, W. Va., which is said to 
have been caused by an overheated furnace. Production 
was not interfered with. 


Louis Kauffeld, general manager of the Star Glass Co., 
of Star City, W. Va., has announced that the plant has 
suspended operation for an indefinite period. As a result 
about 150 employees are idle. The firm has been manu- 
facturing lighting glassware. 


Inquiry for holiday merchandise in the china and glass 
department of local department stores has begun. Port- 
ables have been in very good request, while cut bowls, 
nappies, baskets and similar lines are in rather active 
demand. The slogan of “do your Christmas shopping 
early” seems to be catching hereabouts, and has been a 
help to daily receipts. Grape juice sets have had a good 
inquiry, and these are being shown in a variety of light 
cut and etched designs. 


Applications for display space at the Ft. Pitt Hotel 
continue to be received, and this indicates that just as 
many exhibitors will be on the ground in 1921 as there 
were last season. One or two exhibits are expected to be 
quartered at the Lincoln. The one big show, however. 
will be at the Ft. Pitt. 


Only a nominal number of new designs in table ware 
will be offered the trade in January, according to current 
report. A decade or so ago it was rather common for a 
plant to put out four or more new designs but this idea 
has been done away with. When the cost of new moulds 
is taken into consideration it is no wonder manufacturers 
refuse to “overload” their offerings. 


On account of the inactivity in building operations 
throughout the country, there has been a decline in the 
demand for lighting glassware, but. this is generally the 
case at this season of the year. The retail lighting glass- 
ware stores have been doing a good business, so local 
managers report, and have prepared for what they believe 
will be the best holiday trade in years. These stores are 
very well supplied with stocks of both gas and electric 
portables, and some shop salesmen say they have sold such 
merchandise for holiday gifts. 


Ballots for the election of officers for the next fiscal 
year of the Western Glass & Pottery Association will be 
mailed the membership December 1. From what was. 
intimated in the district this week, the banquet next Jan- 
uary will be far more interesting than that of last year, 
and hope is expressed that the H. C. Fry band from 
Rochester, Pa., will again be a feature of the occasion. 


Not in years have the portable lamp manufacturers of 
this district been so rushed with business as this season. 
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Demand for both gas and electric lines has been excep- 
tionally active, and among the best buyers have been the 
department stores. The trade seems to be taking the best 
of the lines offered, although those which can be offered 
at popular prices have been in very good request. In all 
parts of the country new lighting goods stores have been 
opened during the year, and because of this fact an in- 
creased outlet has been created for the portable. This 1s 
one of the reasons the various plants are so filled up with 
business, and capacity production is therefore demanded. 


The demand for lighting glassware of all kinds is ex- 
cellent. It is that season of the year when the line sells 
best. Lighting glass factories in this district are reporting 
active business, and that orders are coming in from all 
parts of the country.

UNUSUAL MINERALS MINED IN 1919 


If the casual reader ran across the words lepidolite 


and amblygonite in a theological paper he might mistake 
them for the names of tribes of the Philistines; if he 
found them in a paper on fossil skeletons he might sup- 
pose they meant some kinds of armored reptiles 
that ranged the swamps of the Cretaceous period. A 
companion word, spodumene, though it ends with 
‘‘mene,’ would mean nothing to him. Lepidolite, ambly- 
gonite, and spodumene are the names of the most abun- 
dant lithium minerals that are used as sources of the 
salts cf lithium, one of the chemical elements. Lithium 
suggests a mineral water or salts used for the treatment 
of rheumatism. But that is another story. A large per- 
centage of the lithium minerals mined is made into lith- 
ium for use in storage batteries of a certain type. Lith- 
ium salts and lepidolite are added to glass “batches” to 
reduce the viscosity of the melted glass—that is, to make 
it flow more freely. Lithium chloride has been used to 


some extent in fireworks and signal lights, to which it 


imparts an intense red color. 

Most of the lepidolite mined in the United States is 
taken from a deposit near Pala, San Diego County, Cali- 
fornia, and most of the amblygonite is mined in South 
Dakota, where it occurs in masses weighing hundreds of 
pounds. Practically all the spodumene produced in the 
United States is mined in the Black Hills, in South 
Dakota, where it occurs in immense crystals, some of 
them more than 30 feet long. 

Lithium minerals amounting to 6,287 short tons, 
valued at $115,000, were produced in the United States 


in 1919—more than ten times as much as produced in ~ 


any year before 1916.

Hints to Buyers Seeking Ready-Selling Merchandise 
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The Market 


In spite of supposedly optimistic reports now current, 
to the effect that prices of commodities in every line are 
dropping fast, the housefurnishing field has thus far stood 
as firm as Gibraltar. One of the reasons given as a sure 
indication that manufacturing prices are due to become 
lower is the recent drop in the price of lumber. This 
was hailed as the beginning of a return to normal prices, 
but, as far as this field is concerned, there seems to be 
no immediate come down in sight. While it is conceded 
that lumber is an important factor in these goods, it is 
not the most important product in the manufacturing end 
of the housefurnishing market. Reports coming from the 
foremost manufacturers are unhesitating in stating that 
there will be no immediate drop in prices, but, on the 
other hand, manufacturers are advising their customers 
that prices may actually reach higher levels. They claim 
that there is no reduction in the basic sources of cost, 
namely, labor, overhead and the greater majority of mate- 
rials. There seems to be no real reason to anticipate 
lower prices until a far more material change in conditions 
has developed.

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Merchants Bidding for Trade Hunt Appeal for Old 
District 

The gradual transformation of the Broadway and 
Fortieth street district in New York City from one 
famed for its follies into one chiefly distinguished for its 
intensive merchandising, has resulted in a merry chase to 
capture and harness the “spirit” of that feverish zone, 
says the Evening Sun. Psychologists are now scratching 
their heads and trying to analyze the crowds that surge 
through this locality and their efforts to launch an appeal 
that will penetrate the armor of hurried indifference is 
apparent in the policies of many stores. 

Many of the new retail establishments are occupying 
former saloon sites and traffic is being thoroughly tested 
in every branch of retailing. 

One store boldly announces its intentions in a large 
window card that says: “We are endeavoring to interpret 
the spirit of Times Square in our merchandise.” This 
statement is launched by a store now occupying the cafe 
of a famous hotel once the mecca of sporting men, book- 
makers, soldiers of fortune and gentlemen who lived by 
their wits or the lack of them in other people. 

A few doors away another establishment has opened in 
a busy spot that was formerly a cafe famed for the num- 
ber of actors who were plastered against its facade on 
pleasant days. The management here believes that speed 
represents the spirit of the “early Forties” and Broadway. 
In order to give quick service and get action every min- 
ute merchandise has been “keyed.” Every article dis- 
played in the windows has a key number that stands for 
a stvle carried in stock. Customers are requested to pick 
out their size and style before entering the store, thus 
saving the time and energy of the salesmen. The man- 
agement declares that customers seem willing to cooper- 
ate. ; 

This idea has also been successfully applied in another 
store in the same locality. “Action, speed; something do- 
ing all the while,” is the way the executive in charge has 
estimated the feverish pulse of his clients. 

Another trait that an old established clothing store has 
discovered and capitalized is a taste for the bizarre in 
window displays. This merchant declares that people 
will not stop and look at a display unless it is freakish 
and out of season. He, therefore, booms ulsters on sum- 
mer days, when Broadwayites are suffocated or drenched 
with humidity, and some times in midwinter he fixes up a 
window gay with tropical apparel. Straw hats are a 
wonderful hit, he declares, when there is a blizzard in 
progress and mufflers are good when the mercury stag- 
gers around 98 degrees in the shade. When people are 
amused they buy, he believes. 

Perhaps there is an element of humor in the statement 
of one retailer, who says that vanity overrides all in 
Broadway. He went to big expense recently in fitting 
his windows up with supporting columns, with mirrors 
on four sides. The men pause to straighten their neck- 
ties or square their shoulders. 

Just what the real spirit of Broadway thinks about all 
this business remains for Sir Oliver Lodge or Conan 
Doyle to find out. The merchants themselves seem to be 
quite satisfied with their interpretations of the spirit code.

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AS THE EDITOR SEES IT 


A Wise and Just Policy 


DISPUTABLE is the maxim “charity begins at 
home,” but that it should not stop there is also rea- 
sonable. 


Of tremendous interest to the trade should be an an- 
nouncement on another page of this paper which was 
recently made by the head of a chain of department stores. 
The policy just decided upon by this concern is to pur- 
chase merchandise at once, in large volume, for the Spring 
trade, instead of refraining from buying in the. hope of 
lower prices. 


_ The notice includes in scope not only its future policy 
for some time to some, but a great measure of wisdom 
mercifully tempered with justice. 


Carefully analyzing the situation from all angles, the 
company, in making public its policy, realizes several fac- 
tors which have repeatedly been set forth on this page. 


In the first place, their viewpoint is just a little broader 
than of most firms, and, while recognizing that, “charity 
begins at home,” they have been large enough: ,in, their 
attitude to recognize that curtailment of purchases will 
Visit losses not only to themselves but to the industry as 
a whole, from the lowest wage earner all the way up. 


This is an altruistic view which, unfortunately, cannot 
be taken by all of those interested. If such were the 
case an ideal situation would arise which would call for 
welcoming the millennium. 


- One may question whether or not, in being thus al- 
truistic, they do not at the same time recognize their close 
telation to the trade and the mutual influence on each 
other; but, nevertheless, it is a noteworthy objective. 


_ One also sees that they recognize the danger of a repe- 
tition of the evil days which immediately followed No- 
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vember 11, 1918, when a tremendous buying slump was 
immediately followed by as tremendous an orgy of buy- 
ing. This, it will be recalled, resulted in the partial break- 
down of system at the factories, when the demand became 
several times larger than the utmost production of which 
the latter were capable. 


But especially significant is the assumption that by 
refraining from buying now in order to get the benefit 
of, or attempt to force, lower prices the purpose of such 
a move only serves to defeat its own purpose. 


Too much has been said about the equity of present 
prices to mention them again, and even if these are not 
granted one cannot deny that overhead expenditures con- 
tinue, whether goods are sold or not. Faetortes, whole- 
salers, all are dependent on the buying of store interests, 
and in order to serve them fully must keep up their estab- 
lishments, whether orders are received or not. And if 
they are not received now, surely some one must pay for 
the time and money wasted while they waited. This seems 
not aggressive, but merely just. 

The possibility of forcing prices up next spring by a 
huge mass of hurried orders, which is also seen, hardly 
appears as a danger. Whatever may be said about prices 
going down, it is certain that lists of china, glass. and allied 
articles are as high as they should go, and, barring turther 
interfering influences, will go no further. 

Of course if a readjustment is made certain prices will 
go up, but others will come down and thus create a fair 
balance. 

The danger in this instance lies not in prices, but in 
under-production and, hence, deliveries. 

Neither can this somewhat different attitude on the part 
of this concern smack of advertising, since its departure 
is calculated to bring about lower prices, eventually, in 
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a sane manner and not by sensational cuts which do noth- 
ing but create a false impression and inflict wounds to 
the trade generally, from which that trade is barely re- 
covering. 

Truly does such a policy not only tend more to stabilize 
the market, finally bring reductions, look to the welfare 
of the trade and its own customers, but it also mercifully 
allows all those upon whom it relies to gain a just 
sustenance. 

The hope of this particular firm, that others may fol- 
low in its footsteps, is the climax of their epic and should 
be echoed in the heart of all those who really believe they 
recognize the merits of the case. 


May Department Stores Co. Announces Policy to 
Improve Merchandise Situation 


A policy of purchasing merchandise at once for the 
coming Spring season instead of refraining from buying 
in the hope of still lower prices was announced yesterday 
by the executive officers of the May Department Stores 
Company, following a week’s study of the merchandise 
situation in New York City. This company, of which 
David May is the chairman of the Board of Directors, is 
considered one of the most substantial in the West. It 
has stores in Cleveland and Akron, Ohio; St. Louis and 
Denver, and does a tremendous business annually. 

Announcement of the company’s policy, which its off- 
cers expressed the hope would be followed and result in an 
improvement of the general merchandise situation, was 
made in the following statement : 

“The executive officers of the May Department Stores 
Company, who have been in New York for the last week 
working over the merchandise situation and carefully 
studying the subject, have reached the conclusion that the 
policy which has been followed by the merchants through- 
out the country recently to refrain from making purchases 
of merchandise for the coming Spring season should be 
abandoned, and that the proper policy to pursue is to begin 
at once purchasing for their requirements for the coming 
Spring season. 

“This conclusion means a great deal to the producers 
and the wage earners in the manufacturing field, and is 
in their opinion the proper policy to pursue in order that 
the readjustment may continue as it has without interrup- 
tion of the earning capacity of the wage earners. 

“It is believed that the policy of the company is also 
the opinion of many other merchants throughout the coun- 
try. By pursuing this policy the evil that was experienced 
when the armistice was declared, at which time merchants 
stopped making purchases and then were compelled to 
rush in and obtain their requirements at one time, thereby 
creating a demand larger than the production, the effect 
of which was to unreasonably advance prices and resulted 
in creating artificial values of merchandise, will be 
averted.” 

The resident buyer for the company said recently that 
a continuation of the present policy of refraining from 
buying would work a hardship on all classes of manu- 
facturers and would be likely to defeat its own purpose 
of obtaining merchandise at lower prices. Mr. Sostman 
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explained that if retail merchants purchased their require- 
ments now, as has been their custom, trade would go along 


normally, but that if all waited until next March to make 


Spring’ purchases they would all buy at once gana would 
drive the prices up again. 

He said that, while it might be true that prices might 
be forced somewhat lower, if there was a general cessa- 
tion of buying by merchants, the new level of wholesale — 
prices was fair, when the price of raw materials and labor 
was considered. He said the May Company did not be- 
lieve in trying to “squeeze the last drop of blood” out of 
the situation, and pointed out that buying for require- 
ments now would enable the manufacturers to keep their 
plants going, prevent the workers in the factories from 
being thrown out of employment, and would avoid possi- 
bility of a panic. 

The May Department Stores Company was incor- 
porated June 4, 1910, under the laws of New York to 
take over the business of the Shoenberg Mercantile Com- 
pany, of St. Louis, which operated a department store 
known as “The Famous”; the May Shoe & Clothing Com- 
pany ,of Denver; the May Company, of Cleveland, and 
the May Real Estate Investment Company. In 1911 the 
company acquired the business of the William Barr Dry 
Goods Company, and in 1912 purchased the entire capital 
stock of Boggs & Buhl, a Jersey corporation conducting 
a department store in Pittsburgh. The company also in 
1912 acquired the entire capital stock of M. O’Neil & Co., 
operating a store in Akron, Ohio. 


Imperial Art Glass and Lamp Works Going Out of 
Business 
The Imperial Art Glass Works, 205 West Nineteenth 
Street, which has been well known in the trade for the 
past twelve years as manufacturers of one of the best 
popular priced metal lamp lines on the market, have de- 
cided to go out of business at the end of this month. On 
November 22 and 23 they will hold an auction sale to 
dispose of their stock and factory equipment. Joseph 
Vallin is at the head of the concern. Leon Berl has been 
assiciated with him in the ownership of the firm since 
Charles P. Le Berthon relinquished his interest about two 
years ago to go in business for himself under the name 
of the Manhattan Lamp Works.

Merchandise Fair for 1921 

The Spring Merchandise Exhibit, better known to the 
trade as the Merchandise Fair, will be held at the Seventy- 
first Regiment Armory, New York City, the week of 
January 31 to February 5.

This big selling has 
not been prompted by unusual sales, but 
is merely an effort to reduce stocks on hand before the 

first of the year. 


“We are making a special effort to work to smaller 
stocks of lamps,” said Mr. C. L. Patterson, of Carson, 
Pirie, Scott & Co. “It is my belief that I will be able to 
replace my stocks of lamps after the first of the year at 
reduced prices. Silks, parchment and other lamp materials 
have fallen in price, so there is no reason not to expect 
lower prices for lamps.” Mr. Patterson states further 
that he is not anxious to reduce his China and glassware 
stocks, for he is doubtul if these stocks can be replaced 
at any price in time for Spring selling. 


The merchant’s business of today is his most important 
business, for he is purchasing sparingly and conducting 
business on what might be termed a “hand to mouth” 
basis. With conditions as unsettled as they are today 
there is little incentive for him to look far in the future. 
He is not speculating or guessing, but waiting for develop- 
ments. 

Outside of a fair demand from the smaller trade in the 
country and the outlying city trade, the manufacturers 
and wholesalers experienced a very dull week. How- 
ever, they expect very little buying at this season of the 
year, and are busying themselves in preparation for a 
rush of buying orders around the first of the year. The few 
buyers who have been in the market the past week were 
practically all endeavoring to speed up deliveries on old 
orders rather than place new orders. 


The fact that the retailers are enjoying such a good 
business and rapidly reducing their stocks is an encour- 
aging fact for the wholesaler. He believes the low ebb 
in retailer’s stocks will be reached by the first of the year 
when inventories will follow and then the placing of new 
orders.

One 
of the largest cutting shops in this ter- 
ritory has been anxious to obtain a larger supply of blanks, 
but the factories have advised that shipments are being 
made as best they can. This situation would indicate that 
the manufacturers have had to face two facts—they have 
not had the production, or else their business on blanks 
has been of such heavy character that they have to satisfy 
their trade with smaller lots than specifications call for. 
It also indicates that the cutters have been favored with 
a heavy fall trade, otherwise the demand for blanks would 
not to be so active at this season of the year. 


The Capstan Glass Co., of New York City, which oper- 
ates the former Ripley glass factory at Connellsville, Pa., 
contemplates a number of important additions to its oper- 
ations. The factory is interested in the main in the pro- 
duction of packer’s glassware. The company has just 
taken over several buildings in the vicinity of its plant 
with a possible floor space of 30,000 square feet which will 
be used for factory and storage purposes.

Buyers realize that if they cancel any unfilled orders 
now on file, there will be longer delay in receiving mer- 
-chandise than ever. The general rule of trading is that of 
refusing to buy on a decline market, and that specifications 
are always more liberal on an advancing market. While 
many lines of merchandise show a decline, on the pottery 
line, however, the reverse situation is true. There is no 
decline in sight in the pottery market. Prices are exceed- 
ingly firm. No advance in present lists is anticipated, but 
a lowering of present lists is out of the question. 


A report was current a few days ago that one large buy- 
ing interest had cancelled considerable unfilled business on 
file here. Close inquiry revealed the fact that this particu- 

lar house had sent its pottery buyer here to hasten ship- 
ments, if such a thing was possible, and that the matter of 
cancellation was never mentioned. While it is admitted 
that some small orders have been cancelled, these cancel- 
lations, however, are no more extensive than is the usual 
custom of the trade. In all, these cancellations amount to 
very little. 


The Salem China Co. has installed a coal unloaded at 
‘its plant at Salem, O., and it is one of the best labor 
devices operated in any plant in the western pottery dis- 
trict. Coal is used for fuel at this plant, although occa- 
sionally a kiln is fired off with gas. 


' Patrick McNichol, head of the Standard Pottery Co., 
is being congratulated by his fellow manufacturers as a 
result of his election as a member of the Board of County 
Commissioners for a four year term. Mr. McNichol was 
_ first appointed to fill a vacancy until the last election, and 
the day after election was appointed again to fill a short 
term, which expires next September, when by law the new 
board takes office. Mr. McNichol is a warm advocate of 


good roads, and manufacturers declare him to be the right 
man in the right place. 


Some pottery manufacturers are short of lead, and as a 
result borrowing of a supply from any who may have some 
stock is now in order until new stocks are received. 


While the demand for dinner sets of various composi- 
tions is active, many buyers hold that when they run open 
stock patterns they are able to obtain greater stocks. 
There are some buyers who have visited this district of 
late who have said they will take anything that can be 
shipped, whether all or part of an order can be forwarded. 


On account of the approach of the holiday season, and 
the demand for quick shipments, some departments of 
several potteries in this district are now working nights, 
or overtime. It is not unusual for’ decorating shops to 
work at night at this season of the year, but it is a new 
rule in the clay shops. Not a few workers in the latter 
department are now working three and four nights a 
week. 


Oats straw for packing purposes used to be around $10 
a ton, but the most recent quotation for this stock received 
in this district is $11.50 for dry wheat straw and $13 per 
ton for dry oats straw, plus $6 per ton freight. This is a 
new high market for this material. 


Here and there throughout the East Liverpool district 
a new 1921 dinnerware pattern is to be seen. Future lines. 
have not been assembled, entirely, and will not be for a 
month or more. Borders of course predominate, al- 
though an occasional new spray design is to be seen. 


The fuel situation in the East Liverpool pottery district 
shows little if any improvement. The manufacturers are 
willing to take all the coal they can receive, and some 
plants are operating their own trucks between mines along 
the Lincoln Highway and their plants. River receipts of 
coal are not active, but whenever a barge is received from 
the upper Monongahela Valley it is practically all spoken 
for before it is delivered. On the few cold days that the 
district has experienced of late, there has been a scarcity 
of gas for industrial purposes, and as a result kilns have 
been thrown off schedules.

News from the pottery district to the effect that very 
ew new dinner shapes will be placed on the market for 
he coming year is indeed welcome. 


It is stated that the demands for present offerings are 
jlentiful and a curtailment of shapes is to be the result. 

: The news of this decision should be well received for 
nore than one reason. 


To recapitulate, the following facts and results will be 
ecalled by a glance at the situation as it occurred last 
rear : 

A dozen or more new shapes were offered to the trade 
y the manufacturers last January and the buying thereof 
vas exceptionally heavy. And yet after a lapse of the 
setter part of one year only two firms have started making 
hipments of these new shapes up to the present time, the 
eason, of course, being that it was impossible for these 
yarticular plants to assemble stocks of new shapes while 
he demands for the former shapes were so active. 


Surely that train of events alone should be reason 
nough, but there are more reasons to come. 


It is a human failing that past experiences are not 
ways remembered, and, even if remembered, do not 
lways serve as a guide for future action. 


For this reason it would be just as well to view another 
wngle of the case, which deals with the situation as it 
10oW exists. 


There can be no denying that production would be 
omewhat speedier on the old shapes with which everyone

connected with the factory was familiar. All possible 
effort leading towards production, it may be said, should 
be given every assistance and no obstacle or stumbling 
block placed in the way of manufacturers towards a 
maximum turning out of finished goods. Production is 
today the keynote in the china trade. 


Then, there is also that old evil of too many shapes 
and too many patterns, which is costing retailers such a 
large amount both in slow moving or accumulated stock, 
available space and so on. 


That this evil cannot be immediately done away with 
goes without saying. It is even doubtful if buyers are 
able to reduce it by a slow process of elimination. 


But surely, if the situation cannot be relieved from 
that end, the factories at least can lessen the pressure by 
the sensible stand which has just been taken by them. 

While competition keeps each factory open to every 
advantage it may gain over its rival, they should also be 
quick to realize that under stress of that very competi- 
tion they may be creating conditions which will choke 
or clog their own industry. And this will reflect not only 
to their own individual disadvantage, but, more important 
still, in the long run to the industry as a whole. 


From the attitude of the potters in general it is apparent 
that they are studying conditions very carefully and are 
in full accord on this question with many buyers who feel 
much ‘the same way in regard to the new shapes question. 
Surely the news should be welcome, for at least one load 
is taken off the shoulders of the buyer and that annual 
worry removed, for a time at any rate. 

It is a wise rule to throw custom to the winds when 
the latter clashes with efficacy, for, after all, habit is but 
the servant of efficiency.

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Robert T. Hall 


Robert T. Hall, aged 43 years, secretary, treasurer and 
general manager of the Hall China Co., of East Liver- 
pool, O.. suffered a stroke of apoplexy early the morning 
of November 18, and died a few minutes later. 

Mr. Hall arose in seemingly good health. A few mo- 
ments later he advised his family that he did not feel 
quite right, and believed he would lie down awhile. About 
fifteen minutes later he was called, and there being no 
response, his rooms were entered, but before medical help 
could arrive he had passed away. Mr. Hall was born in 
East Liverpool, and served through the Spanish-American 
war as a Lieutenant in Co. E of East Liverpool, which 
was a part of the Eighth O. V. I. He was stationed in 
Cuba. He was a director in the Potters National Bank, 
being elected as such a few years ago. He was also a 
director in the Potters Building & Savings Co., and a 
trustee of Emanuel Presbyterian Church. He also held 
an official position in the new East Liverpool Country 
Club, and was a member of East Liverpool Lodge of 
Elks, No. 258. He is survived by his wife and three sons. 
Funeral services were held Saturday afternoon, Novem- 
ber 20 at 2 o'clock, interment being in Riverview Ceme- 
tery. The pallbears were: Daniel Hickman, A. Dawson, 
Joseph Birbeck, H. E. Crawford, William Sutton, Frank 
Moore, G. O. Bloor, Sydney W. Smith and J. M. Moore, 
all employes of the firm. Honorary pall bearers were:

One of the most popular men in the trade, Samuel Price 
Kenny, long a traveling salesman for the Economy Tum- 
bler Co., Morgantown, W. Va., and on the first of this 
month appointed sales manager, died on November 17 in 
that town. Mr. Kenny, who had previously enjoyed good 
health, became suddenly ill in the evening on his way 
home and stopped at a drug store to obtain relief. His 
condition, however, grew speedily worse, and he died soon 
after having been removed to the home of a neighbor. 
Death was said to be due to the breaking down of the 
tissues of his lungs. He was born in New Brighton, Pa., 
and was in his forty-ninth year.

A summary of the retail situation shows a sound fun- 
damental basis of operation. Stocks are being reduced, 
new purchases are few, and the demand has been good. 
The replenishing of stocks will commence immediately 
after the holidays. 


While the retailers are industriously disposing of their 
stocks, the wholesalers and manufacturers representatives 
are busying themselves to secure new lines and new stocks 
in preparation for the demand that is to come after 
January 1. 


The wholesale trade has been decidedly quiet during 
the past week. Only a handful of buyers having been 
in the market, and they were not placing orders, but 
merely urging more prompt deliveries of old orders. 
Lamps and shades showed more activity during the week 
than other lines, although dolls and toys, for quick ship- 
ment to fill in Christmas stocks, have seen a fair demand.

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National Council Backs Salesmen’s Demands 

Traveling salesmen of the United States are planning 
to place their grievances before the Federal Government 
in the most effective manner possible. 

They want the income tax laws revised in a manner 
that will do justice to the traveling salesmen, and contend 
that, being wholesale users of railroad mileage, they 
should receive wholesale rates. They want a man who is 
versed in selling appointed to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

In order to present a united front, and thus make their 
campaign more impressive, they are working through the 
National Council of Traveling Salesmen’s Association, a 
body which represents fifteen different organizations of 
traveling men. It is neither a social order nor a fraternal 
order. It is a business organization whose motto is “Self 
Protection.” 

Its purpose is to correct wrong from which traveling 
men suffer. It will go after hotels, railroads; in fact, any- 
body who unjustly uses its members. The National 
Council already has to its credit the passage of the ab- 
sentee voting bill by New York State and the annulment 
of the Federal brokerage tax. One of its most important 
plans for the future is to keep a representative at Wash- 
ington to safeguard the interests of traveling salesmen. 

The National Council requests that all members when

The factory is under the man- 
agement of C. J. Nolan. 


A decided improvement in the transportation situation 
in the local territory was reported this week by traffic 
managers with glass factory offices. The car supply is 
practically normal, and this is the first time this year such 
a situation has been commented upon. 


The Rodefer Glass Co., of Bellaire, O., has adopted 
the methods used by other manufacturers in transporting 
products for long distance. They are now using two 
mammoth trucks to ship ware to Cincinnati. This service 
is found superior to the rail service. 


Now that a nine kiln pottery is to be built at Santa 
Clara, Cal., it is to be followed by the erection of a new 
glass factory at Los Angeles, by the Sunset Glass Mfg. 
Co., which will manufacture tableware, fruit containers, 
and packer’s ware. 


No official roster of the list of firms that will show 
their lines in the Ft. Pitt Hotel here has yet been as- 
sembled. It will be several weeks before an official list is 
announced, and after this has been issued there will prob- 
ably be other: additions. } 

Department store buyers here this week showed their 
pleasure over the demand not experienced for glassware. 
The holiday business has started, and seems to be in full 
swing. For all present demands, stocks are reported am- 
ple, but the buyers are fortifying themselves in the event 
late demand will deplete present offerings. Grape juice 
sets, both light cut and etched lines is a specialty that is 
having a good demand. Coin gold and enamel treated candy 
jars are proving to be one of the most popular of the 
specialties, so far as retail buying is concerned.

In an effort to obtain merchandise for 


East holiday requirements, some buyers are 
Liverpool ow making use of the telephone. During 
and the last week a number of long distance 
Vicinity calls from buyers were answered by pot- 


tery manufacturers here. In fact one of these calls was 
received here last Sunday. This proves the urgent need 
of merchandise on the part of distributors. Mails contain 
similar inquiry, but personal visits from buyers are not 
as marked as they were a few weeks ago. They are now 
engaged in looking after the details of their departments 
and have little time to visit the market. 


As the season advances and the new year approaches 
it is made more plain that no possible chance exists for 
ceramic merchandise to be sold on a‘lower list next year 
than now prevails. Buyers. who have been in the local 
district during the last month or six weeks have had this 
one thought impressed upon their memory, and to such 
an extent that they can carry this impression to those 
in charge of merchandising departments. 


Several new dinnerware patterns for the 1921 season 
were shown for the first time this week, but these have 
not been placed permanently in sample rooms. Border 
effects predominate, and these are on plain shapes in 
every instance. 


As soon as weather will permit, the Salem, (O.) China 
Co., will begin the erection of two additional decorating 
kilns. The foundation for tunnel kilns is to be completed 
as early as possible: These tunnel kilns will be the first 
of the kind to be built-in the Columbiana’ county pottery 
district. 


Improvements and remodeling of the No. 3 plant of 
-the D. E. McNicol Pottery Co., is progressing rapidly, 
and ere long the plant. will be placed in full operation. 
Additional warehouse space is being provided, as well as 
additional kiln capacity.. 


Gradually but steadily additional kilns are being placed 
under an oil burning-system in this district.. The manu- 


facturers using this fuel have not been short.of a supply: 


since they commenced its use, and promise is: held out 
that the supply will not become low. The ware fired by 
oil is pronounced excellent in quality, and it was indicated 
here this week that additional kilns are to be arranged 
with this equipment. 


Pottery workers from. the Sebring district have an- 
nounced their intent to leave soon for Santa Clara, Calif., 
where the new Homer Knowles Pottery Co., is erecting 
a nine-kiln plant. 


Additions are to be made to the line of the Bedford 
China Co., at Bedford, O., which will: include inserts for 
steam tables, teapots and other cooking ware items now 
listed. This firm, according to C. B. Reddrop, secretary 
of the company, has obtained a number of large contracts. 


It has been intimated here that the Woolworth interest 
is among the larger of the big distributors of the country 
which have declared their intention to place their orders 
for first and second quarter delivery in 1921. The May 
Company and Gimbel’s have also been included in this 
list. Many department store buyers indicated on their 
last visit to this market that inasmuch as selling lists were 
firm, there was no need to hesitate in anticipating future 
requirements. 


The Lakewood China’ Co., of Cleveland, O., has in- 
creased its capital stock from’ $10,000 to $100,000 and at 
an early date will consider plans for the erection of a 
larger pottery. The company manufactures doll heads. 
W..H. Millikan is president and H. J. Hoenes, general 


manager. 


Demand for yellow and rockingham ware continues 
active. There are only 11 kilns manufacturing this class 
of ware in the immediate East Liverpool district, and 
these are being worked to the limit of capacity. This out- 
put is controlled by the D. E. McNicol Pottery Co. When 
the industry was first started in the East Liverpool terri- 
tory, all ware made was yellow and rockingham. For 
some years only two kilns composed the local output of 
this class of merchandise. About a year ago nine more 
kilns were added to this line by the McNicol Company, 
which is now the sole producer of this class of merchan- 
dise in all Eastern Ohio. 


Quite an improvement is noted in the increased receipt 
of raw materials in the eastern Ohio pottery district, and 
this indicates that the car supply at shipping points is im- 
proving. Southern clays are in better arrival, and manu- 
facturers are no longer bothered with the scarcity which 
they experienced during the summer and late spring.

PASSENGER on the Rochambeau, which arrived 
in port last Saturday, was Fernand Desmaison, 
with L. Bernardaud & Co., who had been on the

It is evident that old 
and established customs like celebrating the holidays will 
take precedence over the “temporary buying strike” of 
the public, and the usual big Holiday rush will soon be 
with us. It behooves the retailer’ who has been cancelling 
his orders placed with the manufacturers to attempt to 
reinstate those orders and secure immediate delivery. If 
he does not, he will find his stocks well run down before 
the Christmas demand has spent its force. 


uy \ HE RETAILERS of Crockery and Glassware in 


Retailers’ .stocks are moving very satisfactorily in 
Crockery, Glassware, Lamps and Art Goods, and it has 
not been necessary to reduce prices to make sales. These 
stocks will reach a low ebb probably before Christmas, 
A flood of orders will follow, and the manufacturers will 
have more than they can comfortably handle. 


Some of the State Street merchants have spoken of 
their pre-inventory sales for this week as being the big- 
gest price-cutting affairs of the year. As yet these sales 
have not been officially announced, but it is stated that the 
reductions will be made not only in the already demor- 
alized textile lines, but in all departments from the top 
floor down. It is very doubtful if the operation of this 
plan will be as broad as the theory. It is not likely that 
the crockery and glassware lines will suffer declines in 


view of a steady demand and light stock, but that remains 
to be seen. 


The wholesale trade, with the exception of toys and 
novelties, has experienced another quiet week, with a 
little local demand, but comparatively no outside buying. 
This, however, is to be expected at this season of the 
year, and especially during Thanksgiving week when the 
buyers are most busy in their stores seeing that the mer- 
chandise is moving properly. The manufacturers’ repre- 
sentatives look with pleasure on the readily moving stocks 
of the retailer. He realizes that when these stocks reach 
a certain low mark it is a signal for the buyers to place 
new orders. The wholesalers are extremely confident in 
the future, price declines are not expected, and the orders 


to be placed early in 1921, will compare favorably with 
previous “good years.” 


“Although the receipts of German toys for selling this 
Christmas have been above expectations, they are nothing 
to compare with the outlook for next year,” according to 
Chas. W. Sala, of Louis Sala Co., wholesale toy mer- 
chants. It is Mr. Sala’s belief that in future years dolls 
and Christmas tree ornaments will be almost exclusively 
of German make, although the market for American 
made toys of the mechanical and unusual lines will have 
a good market. Toy business will be good this year, for 
the kiddies will have their playthings at Christmas 
whether there is a “buying strike” or not. 


Taiyo Trading Co., reports the return of S. Wakymoto 
from a two months’ trip, taking in only the larger cities 
in this territory. A good business resulted from this trip, 
which somewhat breaks up the idea that buyers are still 
holding off. FE. Davis, who covers the smaller cities for 
this company also report the buyers ordering merchandise 
more readily during the past few weeks. The prices of 
Japanese goods have shown only slight declines in prices, 
and advices from that country indicate there is no reason 
to expect any further ones. 


Aluminum ware situation is improving, according to” 
Mr. McAnulty of the McAnulty Co. He states that the 
factories are catching up in production and are now able 
to secure raw materials which they have been unable to 
get for some time. 


E. M. Meder of E. M. Meder & Co., left last Sunday 
night for a two weeks’ trip east. He intends to arrange 
1921 lines with the factories he is representing, and also 
interview other manufacturers. 


Oscar Helm and Rudolph Soukup, of Ira A. Jones & 
Co., left last week to join Ira A. Jones and G. C. Watkins 
who are in the East. 


“50,000 families, by official count, have moved into 
Chicago since 1917. Practically no new dwellings or 
apartment buildings have been erected since that year.

The well known Masonic quartet, a number of female 
singers and a real minstrel show, the latter being the clos- 
ing specialty of the evening. Banquet plates will sell at 
$5, and the affair will be strictly for men. 


A number of salesmen are of the opinion that should 
holiday trade prove as active as buyers have anticipated, 
this will be reflected by early active buying during the 
January exposition. It is not denied that some buyers are 
of the opinion that they should hold off but there is no 
reason, So it has been explained why this view should be 
entertained, as manufacturing conditions are such that 
producers could not sell under existing lists and come out 
whole. 


The Pittsburgh Lamp, Brass & Glass Co., will show a 
few new items from its Swissvale plant in its resident 
sample room in the Chamber of Commerce Building in 
January, which will be under the management of Robert 
G. West. This firm brought out a general line of new 
effects earlier in the summer for fall and holiday trade, so 
at this time only a nominal number of new items will be 
displayed. 


Capacity of the Washington, Pa., plant of the Hazel- 
Atlas Glass Co., is to be increased. An addition to their 
No. 1 factory is nearing completion and when the work is 
ended, approximately 400 more workers will be engaged. 


It will be a matter of general regret in January not to 
see “Uncle” Billy Patterson at the Ft. Pitt Hotel with his 
line of glass chimneys and other lighting glassware. Mr. 
Patterson is the dean of the glass salesmen, and has not 
missed an exhibit season for many years. He has been 
representing the Star Glass Co., of Star City, W. Va., and 
it was the product of this plant that he displayed at the ex- 


position. However, he is expected to visit the district dur- 
ing next month, and his host of friends will be glad to see 
him again. 


According to information received in this market this 
week, English financial interests are becoming identified 
with glass and pottery industries in Germany. This may 
explain why trade between these two countries in these 
lines is showing an increase of late. 


General business with the Crescent Glass Co., of Wells- 
burg, W. Va., continues on an active scale, according to 
Henry Rithner, a member of this concern. This is one of 
the most active of the glass factories in the Wellsburg dis- 
trict. 

Shares of the United States Glass Co., continue to be 
held on a firm basis. The stock has been selling around 
55% for the last few weeks. 


Inactivity in the demand for chimneys seems to be con- 
fined to the smaller plants, while those operating machines 
appear to be receiving all the orders that can be conven- 
iently cared for. Several chimney plants are said to be 
idle on account of no business, although some shipments 
are being made from stock. 

At a meeting of the stockholders of the new Modern 
Glass Co., at Toledo, O., $40,000 additional stock was 
subscribed for, the addition to be used for the extension 
of the business. This plant is the most recent of the new 
factories to be started in the glass trade. 

The Beaumony Glass Co., at Morgantown, W. Va., 
now that the plant has been experiencing a scarcity of 
natural gas for industrial purposes has commenced to use 
fuel oil. This is following the policy of other glass and 
pottery manufacturers, as the supply of oil seems to be 
unlimited for manufacturing purposes. 


The West Virginia Steptoe law, which sought to pro- 
hibit the export of gas from that State has been held by 
the Supreme Court as a violation of inter-State com- 
merce, and therefore will not stay the flow of gas from 
West Virginia into Ohio and Pennsylvania. The de- 
cision was pleasing news to glass manufacturers in this 
district. 
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What the Potteries Are Doing

A Survey of the pottery situation in the 
western territory indicates that manufac- 
turers have sufficient unfilled business on 

and file to insure active operations in all 
Vicinity plants for months to come. The action of 
certain jobbing and department store interests in canceling 
orders has resulted in many of these concerns asking that 
such cancelled business be reinstated. For.many months 
there was a tendency among buyers to place duplicate or- 
ders with several plants with the sole idea that one of the 
orders would be filled. When the first order was deliv- 
ered, then order with another firm was cancelled. These 
few cancellations have had a tendency to relieve the situa- 
tion.

Joseph Curry, eastern and southern salesman for the 
West End Pottery Co., and J. C. Paul, western and south- 
ern salesman for the same firm have left for a few weeks 
trip over their respective territories, but did not carry any 
sample lines. The trip is for the sole purpose of keeping 
in touch with the trade. 


The Potters Co-Operative Co., will exhibit their line in 
Pittsburgh in January. A number of new dinnerware pat- 
terns will be displayed, in addition to a number of new 
treatments in their salad line. This firm is now using oil 
for burning on six kilns, and the equipment of the Na- 
tional Products Co., will be attached to other kilns later. 


Malcolm W. Thompson, who for a considerable time 
was assistant to the late Robert T. Hall in the manage- 
ment of the two plants of the Hall China Co., is now in 
charge of the business office, working in conjunction with 
Francis I. Simmers, who will continue in charge of sales. 


Pottery manufacturers are experiencing a continued de- 
mand for toilet ware, although a number of firms in this 
district have long since discontinued manufacturing the 
line entirely. A very recent inquiry was for 300 sets per 
month, and yet the firm which received the inquiry re- 
ferred the buyer to another plant. 


It is possible that a greatly enlarged plant will be erect- 
ed to take the place of the mill of the United States Feld- 


‘Sa 


spar Co., which was destroyed by fire here late Thanks- 
giving night. Incendiarism is believed to have been the 
cause. The first business done by this firm was the grind- 
ing of Lepodilite for the Drakenfeld Co., and since the lat- 
ter firm placed its own grinding plant in operation in 
Wheeling, W. Va., the plant here has been grinding feld- 
spar. The burned plant stood on a site close to the 
Knowles, Taylor & Knowles Co.’s, plants, but fortunately 
no harm was suffered by these several properties. 


Production of pottery plants in the western district was 
placed this week at not more than from 65 to 70 per cent 
of possible capacity, and that the percentage of good ware 
obtainable from this output is not, according to some 
authorities, averaging much more than 50 percent. The 
overhead expense of the plant is therefore just the same 
as if the output was 100 per cent. There are so many fac- 
tors entering into the situation under these conditions, 
that distributors have learned to realize that shipments 
cannot always be made promptly. 


Shipments of pottery products out of the East Liver- 
pool district are heavier now than at any previous time 
this year. There are no embargoes in effect that will hold 
up local or carlot shipments of ware out of East Liverpool, 
or Chester and Newell, W. Va. The car supply is better 
now than it has been for months. Shipping departments 
of all pottery plants are active, and had the shipping situa- 
tion during the late spring and summer been similar to the 
existing condition, there would not be such a shortage of 
stocks in distributors warehouses as now. 


Flint continues to be rather scarce for pottery purposes, 
but while spar is not so scarce the market on this commo- 
dity is extremely firm. In fact some pottery manufac- 
turers have said that “spar is hard to obtain in any large 
volume.” Rail rates on these materials are now higher 
than ever before in the history of the trade. 


Some pottery manufacturers will show new dinnerware 
patterns in January, stocks of which were ordered as late 
as 18 months ago. Some patterns which will also be 
shown late in December and in January have not been de- 
livered in volume, therefore it will be well into 1921 be- 
fore shipment of these decorations will go from the plants,

Hints to Buyers Seeking Ready-Selling Merchandise 
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Holiday Suggestions 

“Christmas comes but once a year” and the merchant 
must make the best of this opportunity. There is a great 
benefit in the immobility of Christmas, as plans and ideas 
can be formulated to bring large business weeks in ad- 
vance. The objective to be gained is plain. The means to 
reach this objective can only be brought to action by care- 
ful and attentive planning. War weary as we are, these 
figures of speech can best be used to depict the Christmas 
campaign as military in nature. Just as the General Staff 
of an army must plan, study and adopt the course of 
action, so must the managers of our stores definitely and 
finally adapt ways and means whereby to reach the ob- 
jective of large Christmas business. We have learned 
that preparedness sets way ahead. The first consideration 
must be a base of supplies, whether in the army or store, 
as this is the foundation of all operations. So the mer- 
chant must see to it that he has ample stock or ammu- 
nition to stand this major operation. Nothing is so 
exasperating to the customer to find that this or that 
article cannot be obtained as stock has been completely 
sold out. This usually means that the customer will leave 
the store disgusted, go elsewhere and, finding it, may be- 
come a steady customer of the other store. Naturally, a 
storekeeper sometimes runs out of a certain article, but it 
is to their interest to have such a stock on hand to lessen 
these occurrences. Attention to your stock book at this 
time will help you out a great deal. Let your stock con- 
tinue in scope with the size of your business. People are 
looking for a variety at this season. The first step, then, 
in the advance to the Christmas objective is a careful 
examination of the stock, the filling in of the gaps and the 
addition of little things which can be used as auxiliaries

High Prices Must Remain 


A strong optimist indeed would be he who expects 
lower prices in china and glassware for the new year. 


As repeatedly stated in these pages, everything con- 
spires against such an event. 

That such a condition is unavoidable is much to be 
regretted, especially in view of the present condition in 
the retail trade and the attitude of the buying public. 

It has been brought about that people have had caution 
and reluctance to buy literally forced on them by high 
prices of every commodity necessary for their welfare 
and, through their action, are slowly fighting down some 
prices. 

That this could have been foretold by a keen analysis 
of the situation is evident to observers of events in the 
trade, and it is further evident that such a result is per- 
fectly justified by the decreases thus brought about. 

But there is an unfortunate and dangerous side to the 
question which does not augur well for the trade. 


It is human nature that having once gained a point 
of vantage, people are prone to attempt to force the issue 
beyond its possible point. 

Where people are led to expect lower prices and, fight- 
ing for them, get them, they believe that everything, with- 
out discrimination, should follow the same course. 

The result is that age-old question of physics, the 
clashing of an immovable body and an irresistable sub- 
Stance. 

And the only break to the deadlock is solved through 
education of the public to the fact that all products are 
not alike. 

All this, of course, presumes that the cause of the high 
prices in china and glass is known, and in order that 
specific causes may be shown in both these lines two inter- 


A 


views will be published in our next issue from well-known 
men in the trade, one explaining the glass situation and 
the other crockery. 

Only two were chosen, each one representative of his 
own branch of the industry, in order to present clear and 
concise facts, a general canvas of the entire trade with let- 
ters from each is not only tiresome but useless when fig- 
ures are being dealt with, for what applies to one applies 
to all equally alike. The only difference is one of opinion, 
which while interesting, is not as interesting in this case as 
exact figures. 

From expressions received, the manufacturers are of 
the decided opinion that there is no possibility of a de- 
crease at the present time. 

Increases to labor, for material, fuel, etc., will all be 
shown specifically with indisputable facts and figures. 

At a recent meeting of some twenty different glass 
manufacturers in Pittsburgh this question arose among 
others in the form of a discussion, and the concensus of 
opinion was to the effect that present prices of glass was 
not a bit too high nor was it out of keeping with the ad- 
vanced cost to them. 

Many manufacturers stated that rather than reduce 
prices they would be obliged to close down partly or 
entirely. 

The very fact that all are of the same opinion, without 
taking actual concerted action, speaks volumes for the 
equity of their beliefs and actions. 

If it is a physical impossibility for prices to come down, 
especially in glassware, then the only course for buyers, 
and in turn their customers, is to resign themselves to the 
inevitable and accept the present scale. Either that or 
stop buying, which is out of the question and of too far 
reaching a consequence to ever become an accomplishment.

Limoges Pottery Strike Ends 


Cablegrams received by several of the French importers 
the early part of the week announced the welcome news 
that the strike of the pottery workers in the factories at 
Limoges, which has been in force for the past seven or 
eight weeks, had at last come to an end and that the men 
returned to work on Monday without any advance in 
wages. 

The workers demanded a three franc and fifty increase 
a day for all workers, regardless of what branch of work 
they did. 

To grant what the men asked would have necessitated 
a 25 per cent advance in prices on the ware, which the 
manufacturers felt was entirely out of the question in 
view of the present circumstances. ‘They therefore were 
equally insistent from the beginning that no further in- 
crease would be allowed the men and held staunchly to 
their first stand taken in the matter. 


Herbert & Neuwirth Co., Inc., Lease Building 


One of the important announcements of the week is the 
expected removal of the Herbert & Neuwirth Co., Inc., 


who have been located at 8 West 22nd Street for several: 


years past. 

The concern has taken a ten-year lease on the four 
story and basement building at 25 West 23rd Street, 
where they will move from their present quarters about 
February 1. The place will be altered to suit their re- 
quirements. The location could scarcely be improved 
upon, being situated, as it is, only a few steps from the 
Fifth Avenue Building. Here they will also have ample 
room for housing their large business and to take care of 
its future growth. 

Few firms in the trade are better known in their re- 
spective lines than this one. They specialize in silk shades, 
lamps, cut glass and novelties. 


Quaker City Cut Glass Co. Moves Back to Old Factory 


The Quaker City Cut Glass Co., whose plant in Phila- 
delphia was taken over in 1917 by the Government for the 
storage of war materials will be back, fully settled in their 
old quarters by January Ist. 

The concern was forced to temporarily establish their 
factory at Jermyn, Pa., where they occupied the old Laurel 
Cut Glass Co.’s plant. Conditions there were in no way as 
favorable as in Philadelphia and in moving back, the com- 
pany will be in a position to render the best service possi- 
ble to the trade. The factory has been thoroughly 
overhauled and many improvements made, bringing it up 
to the highest point of efficiency in equipment. 

All the employees who were with the concern in Jermyn 
will be with them, as well as those who were formerly 
with them in Philadelphia. Added to this, the transporta- 
tion facilities are much better than in Jermyn and taking 
everything together the concern will be in better shape to 
serve their customers than sas several years.

Pittsburgh already some retail buyers have been 
and wiring and writing manufacturers to rush 
Vicinity by express this and that lot of merchan- 
dise, previous stocks of which have been 

sold out. Of course these new orders are for special 


items that have been in heavy demand, but the buyers 
admit that there has been good request for all offerings, 
especially the specialties. Two and three barrel lots of 
this and that particular item have been forwarded by 
express as requested, and the manufacturers and sales- 
men express no surprise when such “hurry business” is 
received. 


The Owens Bottle Co. has announced the largest earn- 
ings in its history. New earnings of the companies group- 
ed under the name of the Owens Bottle Co., for a nine 
months’ report just made known in this district as $3,989,- 
360.23, after deducting Federal taxes estimated at $1,131,- 
600. For the same period in 1919 the net earnings were 
$2,431,258.14. On this basis the common stock of the 
corporation is 42 per cent., admitted the highest return 
of any character of glass business now going. 


A reorganization of the Corning Glass Works, with 


plants at Wellsboro, N. Y., and Kingsport, Tenn., has . 


been announced. The capital stock will hereafter consist 
of $1,000,000, the original investment of the corporation 
and 200,000 shares of common stock which possesses no 
par value. 


Glass manufacturers in the Wheeling district see an 
improvement in business. Notwithstanding a little lull 
in the receipt of new orders after the new price list went 
into effect, buyers have come to realize that if they intend 
to continue handling such merchandise they will have to 
have the stock to offer their customers, no matter what 
the price is. The manufacturers have all along contended 
that it is not how much they can sell their product for, 
but to base selling costs solely on a basis upon which a 
reasonable profit is returned. The labor scarcity in the 
glass industry in the Wheeling territory today is less 
serious than it was even two months ago.

First 
Vice-President Frank H. Hutchins of Trenton, N. J., will 
not be advanced. The executive committee of the Broth- 
erhood will meet here early in 1921 to name a successor 
to Mr. Menge, who will serve until the referendum elec- 
tion of the organization next May. Ill health is given as 
the cause of the resignation of Mr. Menge. 


The pottery trade here has been informed that two of 
the largest department stores in New Orleans buying 
dinnerware from this market have increased their capital 
stock. The Maison Blanche Co. has increased its capital 
stock from $2,500,000 to $6,000,000 while the D. H. 
Holmes Co., has increased its capital stock from $2,500,000 
to $2,750,000.

Hints to Buyers Seeking Ready-Selling Merchandise 
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Holiday Suggestions 


The retail dealers success largely depends upon the ap- 
‘pearance of his store at the Christmas season, no matter 
how large or small the store may be. The preparation of 
the stores for large holiday trade is a thing which is uni- 
versally carried out and is generally well done. Illustra- 
tions of window and store displays offer little meat in the 
way of new suggestions of schemes of decoration, but they 
do suggest one or two preliminary considerations. If you 
decorate your store for Christmas, decorate well and com- 
pletely as the effect of poor decoration will nullify the 
whole appeal and obstruct success.

Christmas is not always a good barometer of the mood 
of the public since they are apt to cast to the winds all 
prudence in the matter of economy, and being caught by 
the spirit of the season, recklessly spend sums, which 
would ordinarily find their way into the cracked tea-pot 
on the shelf. 

This year, however, it may be safely ie reconstruc- 
tion is not only world wide but mind wide, and citizens 
are doing heavy thinking which will be fairly well re- 

flected in their actions in the stores. 
_ And not only is Christmas shopping significant in itself, 
‘but it is the generally firm belief that it will be the index 
ae future business in the new year. 

Viewed from every possible angle future business 
| be excellent. This statement is not based merely 
“on the hope that by saying so it will become an accom- 
plished fact, nor on the assumption that by saying so 

repeatedly will it cause people to believe it against their 
etter judgment, and proof to the contrary. 


The assertion, which is not a vague prediction but a firm 
belief, is based: on actual facts as they now exist and on 
the word of everyone who has seriously considered the 
situation. 

That there is little use in wading through masses of 
tiresome literature relating to the past, and full of glit- 
tering generalities is evident. Speeches and quotations 
are an exception of course, for in these can be gained much 
valuable material for the consideration of future business 
and that is also the only possible use one can make of 
past history. 


The one thing which will help the individual, the trade, 
the nation, the world, and so on back in a circle to do 
benefit to the individual retroactively is to look forward.

By peering into the future one can, with a reasonable 
degree of certitude be enabled to know how business 
should be conducted. A business venture taken on the 
belief of future conditions of trade, will, if at all success- 
ful, be tremendously so and if it fails, the favorable time 
must soon come when the merchant can at least recoup 
his losses. 

The up-to-date merchant is not the one who cuts capers 
in the middle of Main street, plasters his store with 
screaming posters of the moment and is sometimes called 
a “live wire”. He is but living a butterfly’s hour. The 
real up-to-date merchant will be found carefully viewing 
events that he may judiciously place his orders, do a 
large business and justify his existence.

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Accepts Presidency of Empire China Co. 


William G. Jackson, for the last 14 years western sales- 
man for the Taylor, Smith & Taylor Pottery Co., of 
Chester, W. Va., a member of the board of directors of 
that corporation, also its assistant treasurer, has resigned 
to accept the presidency of the Empire China Co., re- 
cently formed in Los Angeles, Calif., by John Rowe with 
a capital stock of $500,000. A seven kiln plant will be 
built by this company at Burbank, nine miles north by 
emt of Los Angeles, ground for which has been broken.

The main build- 
ing will be erected on a site 362 by 140 feet. The dec- 
orating shop will occupy a space of 32 by 140 feet. The 
19-foot kilns will be of the down draft type, this system 
of firing being the reverse of the system in the East 
Liverpool district, where the up-draft system is in vogue. 

It is likely the plant will be placed in operation within 
five months. Mr. Jackson plans to leave for Los Angeles 
early in February. 


Asia Import & Export Co. in New Quarters

Construction of a new $1,000,000 plant for the Onon- 
daga Pottery Company, Syracuse, N. Y., which will ulti- 
mately cover 17 acres, house 28 kilns and employ 1,500 
persons, was announced Saturday by B. E. Salisbury, 
president. Work on the first unit will be started April 1, 
and the plant will be erected just over the city line. The 
property acquired comprises 100 acres on both sides of 
the New York Central main freight line. 

Construction of the first unit which will house four 
_ kilns, will be completed next fall, according to expecta- 
tions. 


The remainder of the plant will be completed as fast as 


skilled workers can be trained. The buildings will be one- — 
story concrete reinforced with steel, and will house the 
latest modern improvements in the industry. Plans for 
the plant will be developed during the winter. 

The new plant with its 28 kilns will be double the capa- 
city of the present factory which with its 16 kilns will be 
continued in operation. 

In connection with the plans for the new plant, the com- 
pany will celebrate its fiftieth anniversary July 1, having 
been incorporated in 1871. Its trade name is “Syracuse 
China.” 

The company is now supplying and manufacturing din- 
nerware for domestic trade.

copyright or patent, but through observance of what 

later may become an unwritten law among manu- 
facturing potters of the United States, as suggested at 
the forty-second annual meeting of the United States 
Potters’ Association, which opened Tuesday morning, 
December 14, at the Hotel Astor, for a two-day session, 
will undoubtedly go down in history as one of the most 
important features of the meeting. 

This brilliant thought was sprung upon the convention 
without the least warning. Like a snowball becoming 
larger when rolling down hill, the idea gained friends the 
longer it was turned over in the minds of the members. 

The idea all came about when it was announced that 
no report would be presented by W. H. Phillips, of the 
Smith-Phillips China Co., as chairman of the Art and 
Design Committee. 

President W. L. Smith asked for a’statement concern-

spoke. 

“It is impossible to copyright a design in the United 
States that is not designed in the United States,” ex- 
plained the speaker. “In England there is a mutual under- 
standing among pottery manufacturers that they will not 
copy the patterns used by another, and I believe that if 
this was done in the United States the domestic situation 
would be far better than it is today. You will be advised 
that if we get up 100 designs, we proof up about 30 of 
these. Then we only sell about 20. You are paying for 
the designing of 100, but you don’t know it. That is an 
overhead cost in our business just like you have overhead 
costs in your business.” 

The speaker explained that should a situation prevail 
in the United States as there is among the English manu- 
facturers, and also as now prevails in the United States 
among the china manufacturers, there would be some 
chance for costs of patterns being reduced. 

“That cost reduction sounds mighty good,” put in Presi- 
dent Smith. 

The vitreous china hotel and dinnerware manufac- 
turers explained that there was a standing rule in their 
trade not to copy the pattern or design of another. It 
was indicated that this rule had been an “unwritten law” 
in that branch of the industry for some years and was 
found to prove an excellent one for all parties concerned. 

The subject was taking root fast. 

-A resolution was presented by the Art and Design Com- 
mittee in the executive session Wednesday afternoon 

bearing upon this subject. i 
‘ The elimination of the old idea of copying the successful 


pattern of one manufacturer by another will, it has been 
intimated, not be as general hereafter as in the past. 

First Vice-President William Burgess explained a case 
in equity heard in the United States Court at Boston a 
few days ago between Lenox, Inc., of Trenton, and John- 
son Brothers, of England. The former had worked some 
years developing a particular pattern, and this pattern 
was being shown ona fine grade of china, but that the 
Johnson firm was showing it on a line of merchandise, 
with a very slight variation, in a lower grade of: goods. 

The information was also brought into the convention 
that English manufacturers would not look with disfavor 
upon the suggestion that an agreement be made between 
the pottery manufacturers of both sides whereby the habit 
of copying patterns would forever be eliminated. 

Leeway was given the manufacturers and associate 
members of the association in gathering for the first ses- 
sion. It-was 10.55 o’clock when President Smith brought 
down his gavel and called attention to the fact “that here- 
after all sessions would begin at the hour designated on 
the program if the secretary and [ are the only ones in the 
convention room.”

The Opening Address 


In delivering the opening address to the convention Mr. 
Smith said: 

When we met in convention last January the world 
at large was endeavoring to make its first real step 
towards reconstruction. 
a more chaotic condition than at any time since August 
of 1914. Not even during the war period were the peo- 
ple of Europe so dissatisfied as they were at this time. 

“The causes for this condition can best be laid, first, at 
the door of radicalism and destructive revolution as propa- 
gated by Bolshevistic Russia, who have sent their agents 
to almost every country in the world; second, continuance 
of an inflated value on the real necessities of life; third, 
continued demands by labor for increased wages and 
shorter hours; fourth, unsatisfactory application and en- 
forcement of the Versailles treaty ; fifth, the reaction from 
an excited destructive force to one of a peaceful normality. 

“It is common knowledge that in practically all of the 
large industrial disturbances of each country in Europe 
this year the hand Bolshevism has been more or less the 
instigator, either directly or indirectly. 

“England has been severely tried with Iabor disturb- 
ances in a large number of her industries, and the strikes 
of the coal miners, railway employees and dock workers 
wete of such magnitude that it was necessary for the gov- 
ernment to intervene to stop countrywide suffering and 
possibly revolution. 


“Italy and Germany have had to contend with extreme 


Europe was more upset and in’ 


radical Socialistic movements that have retarded their 
industrial progress, which at present, while under control, 
will bear careful watching. 

“France and Belgium have had less industrial strife 


than the others, therefore have made considerable pro- — 


gress towards reconstruction; especially is this true of 
Belgium. 

“It is of interest at this time, in considering conditions 
in Europe, to remind you that of all the countries that 
participated in the war England is the only one that has 
retained her war ministry; all other countries have repudi- 
ated theirs. 

“Let us now turn to our own country and review our 
own conditions. At the beginning of this year we all felt 
that commodity prices had about reached the top peak, but 
we were soon convinced that this was not the case. Our 
people continued to demand not only the necessities of 
life, but the luxuries as well, and these in increased quan- 
tities. Price seemed to be no consideration; in fact, we 


were all more or less indulging in an orgy of reckless 


money spending. 
In Retrospection 

“In March of this year both wholesale and retail prices 
on the important items that enter into the living costs of 
our people had reached their highest peak. It was at this 
time that an earnest effort was made by some of our 
progressive business men and financial institutions to put 
a stop to this unsound and dangerous inflated condition. 
How well this effort has succeeded can best be found out 
by comparing the present general price levels with those 
that existed at that time. I believe it is safe to say that 
there has been an average reduction of at least 15 to 20 
per cent., and before we reach a normal, safe and sound 
level we can expect a further reduction of at least this 
much more and then some. 

“We do not expect pre-war conditions to be our normal 
condition of the future; neither’: do we expect a return 
to pre-war living and manufacturing cost; but we have 
a right as a nation to expect that both capital and labor 
will put forth an honest and earnest effort to place our 
country in its true normal condition, that we maintain 
our supremacy among the nations of the world as in the 
past. 

“We, as a nation, are now moving in the ‘constructive 
period,’ and the big American public will not tolerate radi- 
calism .of either capital or labor especially during this 
period. We have not been troubled this year with strikes 
that would have disturbed our national industrial condi- 
tion as we were last year, and the only one of any mag- 
nitude was the outlaw railroad strike, which seriously in- 
terrupted commerce for some time, but which was event- 
ually beaten, and rightfully so. 

“Bolshevism and I. W. W.-ism have not made any 
progress this year and, fortunately for our country and 
people, all demonstration for this form of national suicide 
has been stamped out whereever it has shown itself. 

“Within the past six weeks the American people have 
demonstrated, as they have so often in the past, that they 
can be relied upon to do the right thing at the right time. 
They elected Warren G. Harding as their President, who, 
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I feel sure, will be a Moses to lead us out of the present — 


business uncertainty into which we have. been placed by 
the most inefficient business administration this country 
has had in thirty years. 

“As to our own industry, this has been a year filled 
with enough trials and worries to cause all of us quite a 


few sleepless nights. Loss of production has been: our 


most serious trouble, and this at a time when our country. 


has been able to absorb our maximum output and demand 
still more. Contributing causes to this condition. have 
been shortage of feldspar, shortage of railroad equipment 
in which to load flint, sagger clays and coal, the refusal 
of a number of our employees to work. more than three 
or four days a week when they are capable of working 


full time. This condition is little short. of criminal, espe-, 


cially at this time, and if there is a possible remedy we 
owe it not only to ourselves, but to our, other employees 
who will and want to. put forth their best efforts in ad- 
vancing themselves and the industry, to see that the 
remedy is found and applied. | 

“Our dealings with the National Brotherhood of Opera- 


tive Potters this year have been mutually progressive, 
peaceful and prosperous. We have had some trouble in. 
individual factories, which was eventually corrected , by. 


the proper officials of both organizations in_ accordance 


with our working agreement, and I wish to take this ops 4 


portunity to congratulate both organization,in having such 
broad-minded and square-dealing men to handle this work. 
I refer especially to the Executive Committee of the Na- 
tional Brotherhood of Operative Potters, the Labor Com- 


mittee of the United States Potters’ Association, the 


Standing Committee and’ the Labor Shortage Committee. 


Issues a Warning

Permit me, at this time, to warn you against any ten- 


dency to sacrifice quality'in your endeavor to .obtain-nor- 
mal production. It will*be better for us, not only as 


individuals but for the industry as a whole, if we have to 
lose a little production to hold our quality: up to its highest 


standard. 


“I feel we should impress upon our.employees the fact 


that competitive conditions: are slowly returning, and if, 


we are to hold our markets against foreign manufacturers, 
thereby assuring steady employment to all in our industry, 
we must have the unselfish co-operation of our employees. 

“Foreign competition is graduallyireturning, as the fol- 
lowing figures will show: In February of this year all im- 
portations from all countries amounted .to $578,000. In 
August they amounted to $1,486,000, an. increase of $908, - 
000, or approximately 150 per cent, and in studying the 


figures submitted to me by First Vice President Burgess 


they show that the importation from each country in- 
creased each month over the previous month, 

! “It is true that the price on all foreign goods has been 
increased during the year, but not near in proportion to 
the importations. Therefore, there can be but one con- 
clusion reached—that foreign production is increasing and 
they are marketing their surplus in this country in com- 
petition with us. 


“It will be well for us to keep in closer touch with this

“T was forcibly impressed at our meetings with the 
Brotherhood Conference Committee in January and again 
at our meeting with the Brotherhood Executive Commit- 
tee in August at the lack of accurate and reliable informa- 
tion of hourly wage earnings with which our Labor Com- 
mittee had to work. If you expect your Labor Committee 
to make agreements that are equitable and fair to all con- 
cerned, then jit is your duty as individual members of this 
association, to see that they have this, information and, 
above all; that it is'accurate and reliable. 

“T make the suggestion that the individual firms make 


‘an accurate survey of hourly wage earnings in every de- 
partment of at least four pays.a year and that a copy of 


these be kept in the office of the secretary, that they may 
be availab'e for labor afd standing committees. 

* “Tt would be commendable if at this convention you 
consider the adoption of some plan whereby our deserving 
employees and their families can be relieved of at least a 
part of the worry and financial loss incurred through 
accidents, sickness and death or upon reaching the age 
of life when ‘it is io’ longer possible for them to work, 
then they be pensioned. _ skis

In presenting the report of the Labor Committee of | 


which he is chairman, W. Edward Wells said: 


‘During the year now drawing to a close, and in particular dur- 
ing recent months, some progress has been made toward recon- 
struction of the dislocated commercial and industrial fabric of this 
country. There have been reductions in the wholesale and retail 
prices of almost all basic materials, followed by corresponding 
recessions in the inflated prices of manufactured products, includ- 
ing foods, clothing, shoes, furniture and a large majority of all the 
necessities and luxuries that constitute the family budget. 


“Deflation of the artificial market prices stimulated by war con- 
ditions was inevitable, but economists and thoughtful students had 
hoped that the process of scaling downward would be a gradual 
one extending over a sufficient period to enable merchants and 
manufacturers to adjust their affairs to the new conditions without 
a material sacrifice of legitimate profits. This hope has not been 
generally realized. The shrinkage in many lines has been sudden, 
extreme and violent. The business world has sustained a shock 
that will test to the utmost its power of resistance. The merchant 
who must retail at the prevailing prices of today a stock purchased 
at the peak of last spring and summer is meeting a condition un- 
precedented in American business history. It is no game for finan- 
cial weaklings. It is the natural reaction from the reckless pros- 
perity of the period from 1916 to 1919. Whether national financial 
conditions are so fundamentally sound, whether they have the re- 
siliency to rebound from the shock without something approaching 
a panic, only time will tell. 


“The supreme test will probably come shortly after the first of 
the year. If we tide over that period without a dangerous epidemic 
of business failures the country will be all the better for the experi- 
ence. 

“The remedy for unhealthy business is drastic, but the cure is 
worth the ordeal. 

“But deflation of prices cannot go as far as it should, nor will it 
be permanent unless labor participates with the farmer, the planter, 
the producer and the distributor in the downward readjustment. 
While it is a fact that the profits of some producers and distribu- 
tors over the war period were excessive and will stand scaling 
down somewhat without a corresponding reduction in cost of 
labor or anything else, it is equally true that in some lines the fall- 
ing market has already erased all margins, in some cases created a 
loss, and if present commodity prices are to be maintained the cost 
of production, including labor, must come down or the producers 
go out of business. 

“In some other lines, notably our own, in which labor cost is the 
dominant element, there can be no shaving of selling prices unless 
labor bears its share. 

“Through all the war period the behavior of organized labor was 
the world’s biggest problem. It remains so today no less in 
America than in England, France and Italy. But the problems for 
1921 will be those incident to reducing wages. The fact that the 
demands of organized labor for increased wages were all based on 
the advancing cost of living affords no ground for hope that a de- 
creasing living cost will be accepted as a sufficient reason for ad- 
justing wages accordingly. Yet that process is based upon sound 
economic law, and it will work out that way eventually in spite of 
all resistence. But it will not come easily. The year 1921 will al- 
most certainly be distinguished by the frantic struggle of organized 
labor against a readjustment of wages to fairly harmonize with the 
falling prices of commodities. There will surely be wide-spread 
strikes and-much bitterness engendered, but in the end labor must 
yield, yet it will not, and it should not be asked to yield enough to 
reduce the purchasing power of a day’s wages. 

“Organized labor will be slow to learn that this country demands 
a square deal from all its citizens. It may have to learn that les- 
son in the school of hard knocks. But in the end organized labor 
in America must function fairly, it must serve some useful and 
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lawful purpose, or it is doomed. There is some significance in th 
growing demand the country over for the open shop. There j| 
some significance in the fact that in those industries and in thos 
communities where the open shop system prevailed the laborin, 
classes were uniformly more prosperous and contented through aj 
the recent troublous years than in those communities under th 
domination of organized labor. There is a still greater significane 


in the overwhelming defeat in the late election of the propogand:

Delivery Costs Minimized By New Plan 


Facilities Which Might Have Been Used Years Ago Have Bettered 
Conditions for Everyone Concerned 


A YEAR ago it was costing the leading retail stores of 

St. Paul an average of 14.8 cents a parcel to make 
their own deliveries. They maintained 98 motor and 
horse-drawn vehicles, employed 134 drivers and helpers, 
and in addition carried a “load of grief as high as a moun- 
tain.” 

Today it is costing them almost 6 cents a parcel less 
and 90% of their delivery equipment is sold. Uncle Sam 
is carrying the liability insurance. 

All of this set in last March when the St. Paul stores 
turned over all their 
city parcel deliver- 
ies to the regular 
parcel-post. 

- The _ managers 
admit that from the 
standpoint of dol- 
lars and cents they 
save in the neigh- 
borhood of $50,000 
a year. And it all 
came about without 
one change in the 
internal methods of 
handling their 8,000 
parcels every day. 

A majority of the 
store managers, 
says Otto P. Slyde 
in System, saw a 
distinct ray of hope 
in the postmaster’s 
proposition to han- 
dle their deliveries and eager to get out from under the fin- 
ancial load of maintaining their own delivery departments 
they were willing that the postmaster should go ahead and 
map out his line of action. 

In the largest stores, which included Mannheimer 
Brothers, Schuneman and Evans, Bannon’s, the Golden 
Rule, and the Emporium, the postmaster stationed ex- 
perienced postal clerks for one week at a time. 

The survey uncovered the following facts: 

1) The six stores delivered in round numbers 50,000 
packages a week; 

(2) Of this number 47,000 were properly packed, 
wrapped, and addressed according to postal requirements ; 

(3) 755 Packages were fairly well packed; 

(4) 1,544 packages required special packing ; 

(5) 12,000 were c. 0. d. parcels and required Special 
attention and special postage ; 

(6) 98 pieces of motor and horse-drawn equipment 


were used by the stores; 
(7) The stores employed 102 drivers and 32 inside 


clerks ; 

(8) The average weight was between two and three 
pounds; more than one-third of all the parcels weighed 
less than a pound, a largef portion of which could easily 
be handled by carriers afoot; 

(9) The average postage was 6. cents a parcel, which 
included c. 0. d. charges. 

Accurately compiled as it was, the survey proved an 
eye-opener to the stores. 

Last March the Mannheimer Brothers’ store was the 
first to turn over its 
delivery problems 
to the postmaster. 
“I was as eager as 
a boy to try it out,” 
said William Mann- 
heimer, “ because I 
felt satisfied that it 
was basically the 
right thing to do 
and a big step for- 
ward in retail-store 
merchandising. 

“Today every- 
thing is going along 
more smoothly with 
our deliveries than 
we ever anticipated. 
We made absolute- 
ly no changes in our 
internal methods of 
handling our deliv-

“We have practically no trouble with c. 0. d. parcels. 
Under our old method this was a never-ending source of 
annoyance. The cost of handling our packages is a trifle 
less than 6% cents each, which is at least 5 cents a pack- 
age less than it was costing us before.” 

Speaking of the egect on customers of this method, 
Mannheimer said: “We do not have anywhere near the 
number of complaints on non-delivery, late delivery, or lost 
packages that we had when we made our own deliveries. 
A great many firms seem to think that their wagons and 
turcks are a good advertising medium. We feel, however, 
that getting the packages to our customers promptly and 
and having them delivered by neat, courteous Government 
employees is of far greater advertising value.” 

It goes without saying that while there are a hundred 
and one angles of the problem of city deliveries which are 
common to all stores, there are a few in which they differ 


more or less. 
J. Henry Todd, general superintendent of the Golden 
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Rule, was the most stubborn skeptic of all the managers 
to whom the proposition was presented by Postmaster 
Raths. He admits it; he thought it would give trouble to 
the post office, to the store, to the customer. But now: 
“All these objections have been overcome,” he admits, 
“and today the method is working better than I, or any of 
the other store managers ever imagined it would. I be- 
lieve that the method will eventually be adopted by stores 
in many cities both larger and smaller than St. Paul.” 

The post-office is handling between 2,500 and 3,000 
of its parcels a day. Of this number at least 20% are 
c. o. d. deliveries. Mr. Todd figures that it is costing in 
the neighborhood of 19 cents a parcel for these c. o. d.’s 
under the new plan. 

Of course, the Golden Rule, as well as all of the other 
stores, is maintaining a motor truck or two to take care of 
the more bulky and heavy deliveries.

Carl Schuneman, of Schuneman and Evans, says that 
the new service has not necessitated a single change in 
their store. “Yes, we get a few scattering complaints now 
and then, but they amount to nothing. Invariably, when 
we run them down, we find that some individual is repson- 
sible.” 

When this store had its own equipment, the highest 
average cost of delivering a package was 23.2 cents and the 
lowest 7.2 cents, while the average for the 10 routes was 
13.3 cents. The present cost is between 7 and 8 cents, in- 
cluding the additional costs on c. o. d. parcels. 

This store was using 13 trucks and 18 men in maintain- 
ing its own delivery system. Five months after the post- 
office took over the work, the store had discontinued 8 
trucks and 12 men, and expects eventually to dispose of 
two more.

“The postage stamp,” one man said, “is a big protection — 
to the store. People hesitate to steal a parcel that has a — 
postage stamp affixed to it.” ‘ 

Since turning over its deliveries to the post-office, one | 
firm standardized their packages and are now using only — 
four different sizes and shapes of boxes. ’ 

It is easy to handle the 8,000 or more packages which be 
the stores turn over every day, according to the post- } 
master. “We call for them around noon and at closing — 
time each day. 

There is absolutely nothing cumbersome or top-heavy | 
about this service. In fact, one of its most attractive — 
features is that it is elastic, eliminates duplications, and ; 
can be made to fit the requirements of any city. % 

Naturally, there must be a line of diminishing returns — 
below which this method will not show as great a percent- 
age of saving to the stores or be operated as economically 
by the government. It is safe to say that in any city large 
enough to have store-delivery problems, the plan will work 
economically with 
the right kind of — 
organizing. . 

An it is as elas- — 
tic for the stores as 
it is for the Gov- 5 
ernment. Here is 
an illustration in 
point: On a very 
stormy day in St. 
Paul, Mannheimer 
Brothers had 185 — 
packages. The next 
day was an ideal 
shopping day, and 
the same _ store 
turned over 1,786 
packages. This store _ 
would have had to — 
maintain exactly the 
same expensive de- 7 
livery equipment on 
the poor day as on | 
the day when it had almost 10 times as much business. 

In a department of one of the stores I asked a customer — 
what she thought of the new method. She replied that it — 
was more prompt and satisfactory than when the seores 
were making their own deliveries. Six other women in — 
different departments of other stores had the same re- 
port to make. 

Everything bears out the statement that retail-store 
deliveries by parcel-post is cheaper for the stores, elimi- — 
nates 95% of the grief entailed by their own methods, 
protects them better against thefts, reduces their liability 
insurance and the amount of money invested in delivery 
equipment. There seems to be nothing to prevent 
stores in other cities from applying this same plan to — 
their delivery problems and making the same saving 
and general improvement as these St. Paul stores have 
made. 
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Making Chinese Enamel Ware 


HERE is a kind of pottery and metal-work made in 
China and Japan, which, for permanency and beauty, 
surpasses anything we have ever been able to produce. It 
is commonly known as Chinese and Japanese enamel-work. 
The Chinese have known how to make it for about 2,000 


years ; we do not know how 
to do it today. Such con- 
summate skill is required, 
and the ingredients of the 
pigments used have been so 
well guarded, that although 
we know the process we 
have been unable to dupli- 
cate the work, says Sidney 
‘J. Kull in the Scientific 
American. 

The usual foundation, he 
continued, for cloisonné 
work, as it is called (from 
the French cloison—a cell,) 
is a copper or bronze vessel 
—a vase or bowl, for in- 
stance. This is delivered, 
roughly polished, by the 
_coppersmith.

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the floor of his thin-walled workroom, or maybe squatting 
Using the artist’s drawing as a 
guide, as an engineer works to a blue-print, with a bamboo 
stylus he traces a fine outline of the design, in black, 
upon the surface of the vase. 


The next step in the pro- 
cess of making cloisonné 
work requires almost mirac- 
ulous skill. Having traced 
the outline, the artisan 
takes fine strips of copper, 
each strip being about a six- 
teenth of an inch wide and 
about the thickness of stout 
paper. These he glues edge- 
wise upon the black outlines 
of the pattern on the bronze 
vessel. The wire must fol- 
low the design with abso- 
lute accuracy, down to its 
finest detail, each curve be- 
ing perfect, and each angle 
sharp. Infinite patience and 
skill are required, for it of- 
ten takes months to execute 
an intricate design. The 
glue used to attach the wires 
to the vessel is prepared 
from the roots of orchids. 


When the wirework is completed the whole pattern has 
been outlined in strips of fine copper, which form the cells, 
or cloisons, in which the pigments are afterwards pkced.

Profit-Sharing for Salespeople 


A Department Store Claims Much Benefit From 
This Practice. 


HAT there is just as much place for industrial democ- 

racy in a department store as in a manufacturing plant 
is shown by the experience a local store has had with it 
during the past twelve months. Just a little more than a 
year ago this plan of employee representation was put into 
operation by James McCreery & Co. In that period it 
has, directly and indirectly, 
brought about several import- 
ant results. One of these has 
been the reduction of an al- 
ready very small labor turn- 
over, said by executives of the 
store to be one of the smallest 
in the country, to a turnover 
that is still smaller than that 
which prevailed when the sys- 
tem was installed. 

Another important result is 
the notable 
number of errors 
members of the store’s per- 
sonnel. An example of this is 
supplied by the figures cover- 
ing the month of August and 
their comparison with those 
for the same month in 1919, 
In August of last year the 
number of sales reached 152,084. In the August just 
passed they totaled 180,667, or an increase of 18.7 per 
cent. Complaints in August, 1919, numbered 7,259, or 
4.7 per cent. In August, 1920, there was a decrease in 
errors to 7,199, or 3.9 per cent., showing a betterment of 
nearly 1 per cent.

The most important result of all, however, from the 
viewpoint of both the store executives and the employes, 
has been the reduction in operating costs, based on total 
sales. At the time the democracy plan was put into prac- 
tice last October the proposition was made to divide one- 
half of the savings in operation among the store’s em- 
ployees who had been there six months or longer. At that 
time it was pointed out that “by savings in operation is 
meant the reduction in the percentage of cost of operation, 
resulting mostly from an increase in sales, which, on the 
part of the workers, is directly accomplished by unceasing 
diligence during store hours, courtesy, carefulness in sav- 
ing, accuracy and the avoidance of waste.’ The other half 
of the savings accomplished in this way was diverted to 
the store.

In the months when the cost of operation did not show 
a decline from the percentage established in the corre- 
sponding month of the year before (a method which has 
since been changed), there were naturally no savings, or 
“economy dividends” to be divided. In the first nine 
months of the plan’s operation, however, these dividends 
were earned six times. As a 
result, a total of $111,679.90 
was divided among the em- 
ployees of the store and a sim- 
ilar amount went to the store 
itself. At the end of eleven 
months the total of the “econ- 
omy dividends” distributed to 
the employees had _ reached 
$131,367.61, or an amount al- 
most equal to 11 per cent of 
the salaries of all the em- 
ployees who participated in 
them; that is, employees who 
had been with the store for 
six months or longer. 

When the system was insti- 
tuted and the “economy divi- 
dends” thereby established, it 
was pointed out to the em- 
ployees that these earnings 
would be distributed the same as dividends received by 
the stockholders of a business. The stocks held in any 
concern naturally represent the owners’ investment in it, 
and the payments were based on the ground that the 
employee’s salary represented his or her investment in the 
store. Consequently, when an “economy dividend” of a 
given percentage is declared, each employe receives a 
proportionate share based on his or her salary. If a man 
has a salary of $40 a week and the dividend rate is 5 per 
cent., he receives 5 per cent. of $40 or $2. In the salary 
are included all commissions earned for the week. 

. Lately the system by which it is determined whether a

dividend has been earned in a given month has been 


changed. The original method for deciding this was to 
compare the percentage of operating cost of the month in 
question with that for the same month in the preceding 
year. The original “preceding year” began with Septem- 


ber, 1918, and ended with August, 1919. It so happened,

Manufacturers gathered at the Hotel Imperial on 
Thursday, December 9, for their annual meeting which, 
as customary, was followed that evening by a banquet. 

The morning session opened at ten-thirty with president 
G. Wm. Sell of the Krantz & Sell Co. in the chair. Rep- 
resentatives from thirty-two manufacturers responded to 
the roll-call, as follows: Krantz & Sell Co.; Chas.

Morecroft. 

Another matter taken up was that of the Association 
becoming a member of some National Business Men’s 
Organization and O. S. Atterholt was appointed a com- 
mittee of one to investigate the various bodies of this 
character and report to the executive committee.

The Banquet 


This is an event that those who have had the privilege 
of attending in past years invariably look forward to 
with a great deal of pleasant anticipation, and this one 
held in the spacious ball room of the Hotel Imperial was 
quite as pleasureable an affair as the organization has ; 
ever given. 

Lively music issuing forth from the dining room 
promptly at seven-thirty was the signal that all was 
in readiness for the dinner to begin. As the various 
courses making up the delicious menu were served, a bari- 
tone soloist led the diners in a list of popular songs, 
which lent just the proper amount of zest to the occasion. 

Reaching the speakers’ stage of the proceedings, Pres- 
ident Wm. G. Sell presented Thos. P. Strittmater (Pro- 
fessor Strittmater) as toastmaster. The latter explained 
that he was acting in this capacity rather reluctantly as 
he had expected to have a bad cold that evening. His 
excuses had evidently availed nothing. He was quite 
as successful in the role of introducing the speakers as 
he usually is in anything that he undertakes. 

E. St. Elmo Lewis was the first speaker of the evening 
taking as his subject “National Collective Advertising.” 
He entered into the various phases of. national publicity 
in a most interesting manner. He spoke of the impor 


stance of controlling the consumer—of how to create a 
consumer demand, how the sale of a commodity takes 
place in a man’s mind before it takes place in his pocket- 
book and how all this is accomplished by a properly con- 
ducted and consistent advertising campaign. 
_ He said that two factors enter into the sale of an article 
through the store—first to make the customer want it and 
second to make it profitable for the retailer to fill the want. 
He also said if the Association was going to advertise 
“that they should put men on the. committee who believe 
‘in the idea. Next get all the money together and go 
ahead, after, of course, planning for a definite objective. 
_ He said it was comparatively easy to make one hundred 
_ and twenty millions of people buy cut glass—but he said 
| you have got to change the minds of the people by ad- 
vertising, driving home these points, the beauty, value 
and utility of the product. 
i Propaganda was what was needed, according to the 
_ speaker, who said “This is a word which got a bad name 
: during the war but it is a good name for a very good 
thing when used for the right purpose. 
Basing his opinion upon talks he had had with depart- 
ment store owners throughout the country, he asserted 
the cut glass manufacturers have a big market confront- 
ing them today. 

An advertising campaign is going to take patience but, 
he said, it will pay the manufacturers to solve it to- 
gether. What is needed is the power that comes from in- 
telligent co-operation. 

When he had finished, Mr. Strittmater stated he 
thought this was one of the most interesting talks the 
organization had ever listened to and that Mr. Lewis had 
told the real necessities of the cut glass business. 


Mr. H. C. Fry Heard From 


“It would not be a real cut glass banquet,” Mr. Stritt- 
mater said, “without hearing from the grand old man of 
the trade, Mr. Henry C. Fry.” 

Appearing not a day older than when he addressed the 
banquet in 1919, Mr. Fry said that the manufacturers 
were feeling rather apprehensive last year about business 
(er 1920, and “‘at last year’s banquet, I prophesied a good 
year ahead despite the general feeling of pessimism and 
I want to congratulate the manufacturers that this pre- 
diction has been fulfilled. 

“I now believe that with the new administration com- 

ing into power and with conditions stabilized for at least 
another four years, we will experience an era of great 
prosperity and that the cut glass manufacturers will 
come back next year more than satisfied with results.

of toy specialty shops which 
are not opened up especially 
for the holiday trade. Ifa 
profitable, year around busi- 
ness can be done by such 
stores, the possibilities of 
this trade will not go un- 
noticed by those merchants 
who have yet to spend much 
effort on their toy depart- 
ments. The sales repre- 
sentative of a leading toy 
manufacturer drew atten- 
tion to this development in 
discussing the toy situation 
from the viewpoint of a 
year around business. 


by retailers to feature such

possible and to encourage 
purchases. 

With the increased attention given by large stores to 
the needs of children, toys have not been neglected. It has 
been found that a well-managed toy department is one of 
those valuable branches of a business which act as feed- 
ers to other sections. By its very nature a toy, it 1s ex- 
plained, has almost limitless possibilities of appeal, and its 
power to attract the patronage of a fond parent is rec- 
ognized. It is said that stores which have studied the 
interdepartmental arrangement of their establishments 
wherein the goods to be found in another section are sug- 
gested by the display of an article in a department dif- 
fring from that in which it belongs have achieved very 
satisfactory results. Therefore, by placing a sample of 
the latest toy novelty in, say, the men’s furnishings de- 
partment, the father, homeward bound, is often likely to 
“pick up a present for the kid.” His visit to that store, it 
is explained, is just as apt to be his first as not, because a 
man drops into the most convenient place. His wife may 
not be a customer of the store, but, if father’s toy is ap- 
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“The toy specialty shop,” 
he said, “was quite common 
twenty-five years ago, and 
there is a place for it now, 
particularly as the manufacturers are prepared to put out 
goods which will command every day interest. In our 
own case, for instance, we have designed a special St. 
Patrick’s Day doll and will shortly send out our men 
with it. This is only one illustration of the promotion 
work being done. Besides the usual Christmas dolls, we 
have novelties for Easter and several other occasions. 

“Parents have been encouraged to pick up gifts for their 
children and, with increased novelties shown, the purchase 
of a toy will come as natural as buying a box of candy. 
There ought to be no reason for a toy department practi- 
cally to shut up shop after the Christmas holidays. In 
fact, this is not the case now, and buyers for such de- 
partments are active throughout the year. The growth of 
their departments makes this necessary, since the expense 
and carrying charges of a properly installed department 
must now look for constant revenue. 

“Another development of the toy buyers is to link up 
their merchandise so that the purchase of one article leads 
naturally to the purchase of another. With the doll goes 
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the doll carriage, blanket, clothes, crib and a score of other 
furnishings, so that the completely equipped doll nursery 
is no inconsiderable thing. And, just as there are numer- 
ous sales possibilities once the first purchase has been made, 
so the chances for profit ought to be very attractive. 
_ “The designing end of the industry is, of course, in 
charge of important work, since the novelty idea must be 
emphasized in the production of fast selling goods. There 
have been wonderful strides made in this branch, and the 
manufacturers look forward to even greater progress. 
“When certain novelty dolls, for instance, first were intro- 
duced to the market, the manufacturers saw how greatly 
the idea counted and, since then, new ideas have been 
eagerly sought. But this has not in any way detracted 
from the study given to more staple products. Dolls are 
now designed directly from photographs, and their clothes 
are the same as those worn by the lady of fashion to the 
slightest detail. With such care taken to produce the most 
life-like effects, and the constant striving to furnish novel 
ideas, the industry has attracted considerable more atten- 
tion to its products. 

_ “All signs point to a broadened demand for toys, since 
they are getting an increased outlet and greater effort is 
being put by manufacturers into workmanship and de- 
signing.” : 
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of all the producers or manufacturers in a line goes 
through one distributor.

“What has become of the vaunted American initiative? What 
of the heritage of that principle handed down by our forefathers 
which in substance says to all of us, ‘no matter how thick the 
gloom or how dark the days, there is within you the power to 
dispel and the power to achieve.’ 
| “The distinctions, commercial, industrial and sociologic, that 
have caused the nations across the seas to sit in amazed admira- 
tion, have been won by us by virtue of the possession of cardinal 
qualities that stand for a dauntless manhood. Noted for our 
industry and generosity, we in truth appear as the ‘beacon light 
on a hill.’ 

“And now in the present circumstances are we to constitute 
oureslves as a deathwatch over what some foolish minds consider 

dying world? Or are-we to assume our rightful position, 
tanding foursquare to the wind and displaying a confidence akin 

that of our forefathers, which shall carry a message from 


re 
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Equator to Pole, that shall have for its purpose the definite as- 
surance that the United States of America has faith to believe 
that most of the troubles which confront us are imaginary, and 
that by dint of honest application and unremitting energy we shall 
shake off the shackles of indecision and thus continue our pro- 
gressive march. 

“Let us stop to consider just a moment. The sun still shines, 
we have just as much of resources as we had yesterday, we are 
richer because of the knowledge of our mistakes, we have un- 
impaired machinery and production, our banking organizations 
have met the test and are sound, we have eliminated distances in 
wirld communication, the nations of the earth understand the 
needs of each other as never before, mother earth has yielded 
the most bounteous of harvests, and so far as America is con- 
cerned the recent election resulted in a concentrated authority 
that need not fear obstruction in the performance of its avowed 
constructive policies. 

“Let us do a little smiling, a little patting of the other fellow on 
the back, and above all let us bear in mind that the thing that 
made America the greatest country under the heavens, namely, 
honesty, industry, generosity and spirituality, are still our cardinal 
assets and should be employed by each of us in these times with 
renewed determination. 

“If your confidence needs buttressing just stop for a moment 
and consider that this old world in which we have found such 
happiness has throughout the past ages been visited by every 
catastrophe of which the human mind can conceive, and from 
each of these dark periods it has emerged always and eternally 
a progressive world. 

“Just vision for a moment the pages of history that record such 
visitations as flood, fire, pestilence, famine, civil commotion, wars, 
the destruction of Babylon, Persia, Rome, etc., and in contra- 
distinction note that despite these things, 1920 records a mater- 
ial environment the like of which mankind has never before in 
the history of the world enjoyed.

‘It is from the cloisons that the work takes its name— 

cloisonné-work. 

Having got the wires attached, the next thing is to cover 

‘the whole surface with a kind of solder. To do this the 

( enameller carefully brushes the vessel over with a mix- 

ture of silver filings, copper, and borax. He places an 

‘iron ferrule around the top and bottom rims to prevent 

| Warping, encloses the whole in an iron wire cage and packs 

‘it around with charcoal. Then he fires it for about fif- 
‘teen minutes, controlling the heat by the skillful use of a 

i fan, which he holds in his hand. At the end of the firing 

the mixture on the outside has fused and the surface has 

_ been coated all over, perfectly, with the silver alloy. 

__ The artisan now brushes the surface with an acid prepa- 
‘ration made from apricots, and it is then ready for enam- 
‘elling. 

| - Working to the colored sketch, our Chinese workman, 

with a small iron trowel, packs the wire cells, or cloisons, 

with pigments in paste form, until each cell is filled with 
its appointed color. Then he fires the work again, in the 
same way as before, this time for about ten maiutes. 

“When the vase is taken from the charcoal fire the pig- 


ments have shrunk into the wire cells and have acquired 
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wonderful brilliancy. But bubbles have appeared to mar 
the surface. The workman takes the vessel in his lap, 
and patiently breaks every tiny bubble with a small ham- 
mer and a sharp-pointed nail, and fills the holes with 
more color. 

The coloring and firing process is repeated until the 
pigment after firing, is level with the top of the wirework. 
It may have to be done as many as eight times on fine 
work, each time entailing the repairing process. 

After the final firing the vessel is put on a lathe and 
polished, first with a file, then with sandstone, and finally 
with charcoal made from lime trees. 

The finished vessel has a wonderfully brilliant surface 
upon which the wire pattern can be seen, clear and sharp, 
in the most beautiful tracery. The delicate coloring, which 
will last as long as the bronze itself, shows the touch of 
the real artist-craftsman. 

The Japanese first invented the process upon metal, 
and the Chinese learned the art from them. However, the 
Chinese went one better; they found out how to do 
cloisonné-work on earthenware. And to this day they are 
the only people who know how. Nobody else knows how 
to attach the copper strips to the pottery so that they will 
stand firing. The illustration is lent by the Scientific 
American.

Consequently, to make the plan fair to 
the employes, it was necessary to find some new basis of 
determining when a dividend had been earned. In finding 
this basis, it was realized that it would be plainly unjust to 
“the employes to select months of very low cost of opera- 
tion with which to compare the current months, and it 
would likewise be unjust to the owners of the business to 
' select months of very high cost of operation with which to 
make the comparison. It has, therefore, been thought bet- 
ter for both the owners of the business and the employes 
to figure the dividend for a given month against that 
month’s average for the previous five years.

actual sales and selling expense totals for September, 1915, 
to September, 1919, inclusive. The table giving these fig- 
ures indicates that, during the period specified, September 
sales increased from $639,000 to $1,584,000 while the ex- 
penses rose from $163,000 to $350,200. ‘Total sales dur- 
ing September for the five-year period are set down as 
$4,724,000 and the expense of operation as $1,169,200. 
The latter figure, divided by the former, shows the average 
September percentage of operation cost during the speci- 
fied five years to have been 24.75. 

The fairness of this change to the employes is plainly 
evident when ‘it is shown that the percentage of operating 
cost in September of the original “preceding year”—Sep- 
tember, 1918—was 23.66, or 1.09 per cent. less than the 
average for five years. It is further evident when it is 
kept in mind that the lower the comparison cost of opera- 
tion is, the more difficult it is for the employes to earn a 
dividend.

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, Porcelain Coinage Revived 


|? IS now being proposed to issue coins in’ Germany 

of a denomination of 2, 3 and 5 marks made of por- 
celain. Since the mark has depreciated to such an 
extent that it would hardly pay to coin it in anything 
more valuable than copper 
or iron, porcelain seems to 
be an excellent medium of 
exchange. Municipal coins 
particularly for use on cars, 
“tram currency,” are now in 
use in Hamburg and other 
cities. The factory facili- 
ties are large at Meissen so 
that there seems to be no 
reason why porcelain coins 
should not be manufactured 
at the plant which turned 
out vases and wonderful 
dinner sets. The coins are 
very sanitary, as to clean 
them it is only necessary to 
throw into water. Owing to 
the technical plant required 
for their fabrication — we 
cannot say minting — they 
are very difficult to counterfeit. Porcelain coins are not 
new, as two of the old English potteries adopted “china” or 
porcelain tokens. They were made at Worcester in de- 
nominations of one and two shillings. In 1801, five and 
seven shilling tokens were issued at Pinxton.

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Are You Making a Profit? 


Such a Serious Question Merits Deep Thought, for Profits Being So 
Small on Each Article, Unsound Business 
Practices Will Cause Ruin. 


LTHOUGH accounting has in the past been generally 
* considered as an unproductive expense and has there- 
fore not been given the attention which it deserves, there 
aas been in recent years a very general realization that, 
without accurate knowledge of the cost of production and 
the expenses of doing business, the manager of a business 
concern is as helpless as the pilot of an ocean liner without 
a compass, says F. C. Belser in The Nation’s Business. 
The progress of 
cost accounting is 
therefore now 
making rapid 
strides. 

It is the aim of 
every merchant 
and manufacturer 
to dispose of his 
goods at a price 
which will return 
to him, first, the 
cost of the article, 
includnig his ex- 
pense of doing 
business, and, sec- 
ondly, such a 
profit over and 
above the cost as 
will return to him 
a fair rate of re- 
turn on the cap- 
ital invested. 
Therefore, in fix- 
ing prices he 
starts as a rule with what he considers cost. The difficulty 

irises when his information regarding cost is inaccurate or 
-nisleading. In his effort to develop his business he under- 
sells his competitors, and when these prises are met he 
shades them again, not knowing exactly when the point of 
_langer is reached or passed. 
_ And so, as competition increases and prices are reduced, 
he weaker operators perforce drop out. The demand 
sresently exceeds the supply, the prices rise, thus reward- 
mg with generous profits those who survive. ‘This new 
condition attracts new enterprises. The supply increases 
and prices fall again. The result is that in many industries 
ay prosperous periods alternate with excep- 
‘tionally lean periods. ‘[hese alternate periods of prosper- 
ty and depression are due partly, no doubt, to causes 
deyond the control of the particular industry, but it must 
ye admitted that they are caused largely by faults and 
nistakes within the industry itself.

It is a remarkable fact that only relatively few enter- 
prises become financially successful, and still fewer remain 
prosperous over long periods. Only occasionally is a busi- 
ness house encountered which has a history extending 
back over a generation, although there is no inherent rea- 
son why a business house, once established, should not go 
on indefinitely. 

The profit factor is usually so small as compared with 
the cost of an ar- 
ticle that any er- 
ror in the costs, 
although the error 
may appear trifl- 
ing in amount, 
must effect the 
profit factor by a 
very considerable 
percentage. For 
instance, suppose 
an article to cost 
$1.00 and to sell 
ahaa, profit of 5 
cents; an error of 
1 cent in the costs, 
or only 1 per cent 
of the whole, 
would — encroach 
upon the profit to 
the extent of 1 
cent.

that an error in the cost of an article has an effect on the 
net profit out of all proportion to its apparent importance. 

A business may show a profit as a whole and yet it may 
not necessarily follow that profits have been earned on 
each item of merchandise, for losses on one class of goods 
may be more than offset by profits on other classes. The 
result of such a condition can only mean, in the long run, 
the loss of the profitab!e business to competition and the re- 
tention of the unprofitable business which no oneelse wants. 

No merchant knowingly sells an article below its actual 
cost, tnless perhaps under very exceptional circumstances. 
It follows, therefore, that cutting of prices, resulting in 
keen competition, is generally the direct result of erro- 
neous cost figures. If by cutting prices the merchant hurt 
only himself there could perhaps be no valid complaint, as 
he would very likely soon eliminate himself. But the 
effects of unsound competition must be considered in their

relation not only to the individual, but as well to the in- 
dustry as a whole and to the consuming public. 

By unsound business practices the individual ruins him- 
self, brings down with him many of his competitors who 
must meet his competition, involving them all in losses for 
a time, and subjects the consuming public to erratic and 
violently fluctuating markets. If every member of an 
industry were fully informed as to his costs, the danger 
of under selling and price cutting would be almost elimi- 
nated. 

In recent years it has come to be recognized, therefore, 
that one of the most important activities of trade associa- 
tions is to promote interest in accurate systems of account- 
ing and to aid every member of the association with the 
installation of such systems. 

Thus, what is specifically prohibited by the Sherman 
law, viz., the fixing of prices by agreement, is practically 
accomplished without effort and without direct design 
merely by making certain that every member of an in- 
dustry knows his true costs, and then relying upon every 
individual to follow self-interest and fix prices based on 
sound economic principles. 

Clean competition ought to center around quality and 
service rather than price. It needs no salesman to secure 
orders at cut prices; anyone can do it. The variation in 
the market prices of articles of the same kind will tend to 
become of decreasing importance with the spread of more 
accurate cost accounts. 

When a materially lower price does appear it will be 
the direct consequence of more efficient operation, and it 
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would be only fair that the efficient operator should reap 
the benefit of his enterprise. But efficient operation and 
the elimination of waste are themselves among the most 
important objects to be achieved with the aid of accurate 
accounts. 

In speaking of the advantages of accurate knowledge of 
costs one is often met with the argument that the selling 
price is, after all, based upon the market made by other 
sellers, and that no individual merchant can exercise any 
control over the price. This argument is, of course, child- 
ish, for in the long run the cost of production plus a profit 
must be recovered in any industry, and the sooner the real 
cost is known the sooner will the price find its economic 
level. Moreover, the man who knows it first will be the 
one to profit by knowledge. 

The surest way to prevent any article being held for 
sale at an economically unsound price is to have reliable 
data regarding its cost most widely disseminated. 

Although business men may be in sharp competition 
with each other ,they have in fact a very well defined com- 
munity of interest. The unsound and uneconomic prac- 
tices of an operator affect directly or indirectly every other 
operator in the same line. An enlightened self-interest, 
therefore, demands every effort on the part of all to pre- 
vent each individual from creating disturbed business con- 
ditions. No other one thing will so help to stabilize trad- 
ing as full knowledge on the part of all as to the real cost 
of production and of distribution, and to secure this knowl- 
edge is a matter of comparative simplicity, if the problem 
is approached in the proper manner and when the objects 
to be achieved are kept clearly in view. 


The Telephone as a 
Business ¢ 


“7? WONDER,” said a progressive storekeeper, “why 
: merchants do not make more use of the telephone as 
a business getter? We have a branch exchange in our 
store because we have found that to tell a customer ‘line 
is busy’ is like closing the door in his face, and the 
chances are he will call up another concern the next time 
crockery or glassware is required, instead of waiting till 
our line is free. When a customer calls once or twice and 
is told the line is busy she will not call in the future. 

“We have compiled a telephone list of all of our cus- 
tomers. When a customer gives name and address in 
order to have goods sent home we ask also for the phone 
‘number. This is not only for the purpose of calling the 
‘customer if the shipment goes wrong, but to secure a list 

of our patrons who have telephones, and this list is used 
to announce sales and for other purposes. 

“The other day we held a sale of open stock ‘close-outs’ 
which were too small in quantity to advertise, so we placed 
‘one of our clerks at the telephone and in jig time the 
| entire lot was disposed of, to say nothing of the good will 


: 


created by the conversation, which was something like this: 

““Good morning, Mrs. Smith! This is Blank’s store. 
I thought you would be interested in a sale we are about 
to hold, consisting of some odd cups and saucers, among 
which I find a few that will almost match the dinner set 
I sold you.’ 

“Almost everyone bought, and almost everyone thanked 
us for the interest displayed. 

“At certain times of the year we fix up a window with 
a small switchboard (borrowed from our local telephone 
company), before which we place a seated figure with 
earpiece and order pad, over which we place a sign read- 
ing: ‘If you can’t call, phone!’ 

“As an inducement to our sales force we offer a small 
monthly prize to the clerk who makes the greatest num- 
ber of sales over the phone. This means that when a 
clerk has nothing pressing on hand, instead of lolling 
about and killing time she or he phones to such people 
as may be interested in the goods thus offered who other- 
wise might have had no intention of buying.”

GLASSWARE 


; 
A LTHOUGH much has been said in general as to the 
existing high prices of all glassware articles, no ex- 
et and definite data has been presented to our readers be- 


ore. 

Several facts exist—Buyers all know full well that 
rices are high, some of them declaring they are higher 
jan they should be, while others accept the prices asked, 
ith mental reservations. But not one of them has been 
nlightened as to the precise reason. @f course, short ex- 
Janations not always well understood by the informant, 
re often offered, vague hints of—labor increases—high 
ost of material—freight rates, etc., are volunteered, but 
jese are given between sales in a broken manner to peo- 
le who are not at that time prepared to delve fully into 
ie merits of the case. 

Knowing this to be so and in order to get an authorita- 
ve view on the subject, the Crockery & Grass JOURNAL 
qterviewed J. Cecil Fee, treasurer and general manager 
f the Central Glass Works of Wheeling, W. Va. 

In the following interview, Mr. Fee points out facts 
nd figures which lay the ghost of suspicion and guess- 
rork for evermore. Going deeply into the subject, he 
ientions factors in the case which were never even 
1ought of by the average buyer, and his figures are easily 
pen to verification. 

When asked if any improvement was recently shown in 
1e trade, he said: 

“No, conditions in the Glass Business have not im- 
roved, at least not to such an extent that a reduction in 
tice of glassware can be made. ‘This is due to the 
act that the prices of raw material and skilled and un- 
killed labor are exactly the same today as they were on 
‘eptember Ist, and the profits of the glass manufacturer 
ave not been large enough to warrant the distribution of 
ny part of it to the trade, such as in many other lines of 
usiness. 

“We have been operating on a narrow margin, more 
articularly in the Blown Department than in the Pressed. 
‘he profit was so small on such, that at one time our Com- 
any seriously considered the discontinuing its manufac- 
ite.” 

‘About Labor, Mr. Fee said: “Since September Ist, we 
ave granted an increase to the skilled workmen, an ad- 
ance of from 20 to 25%, which remains in effect until 
‘eptember Ist, 1921, and in our opinion, the men will pre- 
er to cease work, rather than accept a reduction before 
tat time. 

“Materials have greatly increased in price. The chief 
agredients used in the making of glass have advanced as 
dllows: Sand from $2.50 to $3.25 per ton, or 30 per 
ent; soda ash from $1.60 to $2.25 per hundred, or 40 
€r cent.; lime in proportion; nitre from $2.80 per hun- 
ted to $3.80, about 40 per cent; lead almost 20 per cent, 


rth unskilled labor averaging almost 40 per cent. 


} 
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“Another important item is fuel of all descriptions,’ 


which have come forward with such rapidity that it al- 
most startles you when figuring cost. For instance, coal 
at $10 to $12 per ton compared with $5, $6 or $8, and 
natural gas, for those who are fortunate enough to get it 
at all, has jumped from 30 to 50 per cent, with an addi- 
tional loss to the manufacturer of closing his plant every 
time a cold spell strikes them. 

“The wages paid in the glass industry today do not 
compare favorably with those paid in other industries, in 
spite of the recent cuts of from 10 to 30 per cent, and 
if we attempted to ask for a reduction our production 
would be curtailed immediately, as our employees could 
leave the trade and go into other lines of work and make 
more money at a reduction than they could with us, and 
we all know that when the demand is greater than the sup- 
ply higher prices result. 

“The price of glassware has always been so low that the 
manufacturers could not afford to pay sufficient wages to 
enable them to go into the labor market and get the kind 
of labor they needed. With wages as they are at present 
I believe we are nearer in line with other skilled em- 
ployers of labor than before. 

“The production of glass is limited, and we find it 
difficult, even with the advance granted in September, to 
induce some of the best glass workers to return to their 
trade. 

“The overhead of the glass manufacturer has increased 
greatly, which we are unable to overcome or reduce by 
first class production. The freight rates on our material 
has affected us considerably, and for a striking illustra- 
tion we find the freight on a car of sand is actually more 
than the sand itself is worth. 

‘The last advance we put on our ware was just enough 
to overcome the increased cost of production, and nothing 
can be derived from this increase to give to our profit 
account. If the fuel situation does not improve the glass 
manufacturer will have a difficult task to perform in 
keeping prices where they are, without again advancing 
them. I find in receiving quotations from the producers 
and sellers of raw material no intimation of a reduction, 
and you can see it will therefore be impossible to sell glass- 
ware any cheaper.” 

In speaking of the attitude of buyers he said: 

“We do not blame the buyers for becoming alarmed 
and watching their stock of glassware, in view of the fact 
of the falling price on other articles in evidence, but they 
must remember there are quite a few buyers who have 
made ‘an investigation of. the glass business in the last 
three months and find conditions as I have related. They 
therefore have allowed their orders to remain and placed 
new ones, in anticipation of getting their goods before the 
other fellow next year when business becomes better and 
prices of other articles stabilized. 

“We recently had a buyer place a very large order with

Facts and Figures on Prices 


POLICE RY

MANY inquiries are coming from the trade, asking for 

information as to whether there is likely to be a 
reduction in prices of pottery, and whether the factories 
are in any better condition to make prompt shipments 
than they have been for the past two years. 

The writer has made a thorough investigation, inter- 
viewing a number of manufacturers, and they are practi- 
cally unanimous in saying there can be no reduction in 
prices until there is a reduction in labor, materials, and 
fuel. The labor scale or agreement with the workmen is 
signed to hold until October of 1921, and stocks of ma- 
terials are on hand or contracted for at present high prices 
to practically cover needs for next year. Fuel is the high- 
est in the history of the business, with little or no prospect 
of reduction. 

One manufacturer turned to his cost records, and said, 
“From January 25, 1920, at which time an advance in 
prices went into effect, until September 15, when we were 
compelled to make the last advance, the increase in cost to

Another prominent manufacturer stated, “I can see no 
possible hope of a reduction in prices until we have some 
real cooperation from our workmen. We are at present 
operating from 60 to 70% of capacity, due largely to the 
fact that our employees do not want to and will not work 
full time, and as you well know, it costs more to produce 
goods, working on 70% capacity, than if plants were oper- 
ated full time. Then, again, there is an unusual amount of 
loss and waste, especially in our kiln placing, kiln drawing, 
and dipping departments, due to careless and indifferent 
workmanship. We used to think we had a frightful loss 
when a glost kiln would run 20 to 25% Thirds and Lump. 
Now it is an unusual occurance for a pottery to get 5% 
of the kiln good enough to send to the Decorating Shop, 
and it has been known to run as low as 30% good and 
70% culls. This is the one great problem of at least nine 
out of ten of the manufacturers in our line, and I know 
they are all making a desperate effort to remedy this con- 
dition, but it will never be fully corrected until such time 
as there are more workmen than jobs, and every workman 
knows he has to make good or give way to someone who 
will.” 


Another manufacturer tersely sums up as follows: “As 
long as manufacturing costs are at high tide, and the 
shelves of the retailers, jobbers, and manufacturers are 
empty, and order files supplied with sufficient business to 
run them six months to a year, there will certainly be no 
reduction in prices.” 


Reports from all directions are that many factory bins 
are empty and orders on file to run for months. Some 
factories are still working on 1919 orders, and, with possi- 
bly one or two exceptions, they all have unfilled orders on 
file taken as far back as January, 1920. 


I asked about cancellations, and was told there had been 
a considerable amount of business cancelled, but not nearly 
so much as was expected, considering the number of old 
orders on file. Most of the cancellations were really wel- 
comed, and in some cases encouraged by the manufactur- 
ers, as it seemed the only way to get their order files in a 
workable shape. 

To sum up, there really appears to be a great shortage 
of dishes in this country. Exports from England and 
Germany are very meager, with no immediate prospects 
of an increase. Manufacturing costs are exceedingly high, 
labor scarce and inefficient, and there is excessive loss in 
all departments. Real shortage of fuel, empty bins, and 
full order files.

CUT GLASS 


ONE would be led to believe that when the situation in 

pottery and glassware had been fully covered there 
would be little more to be said. It often happens, how- 
ever, that branch interests of the parent industry have not 
only the trouble of that industry as a whole to bear, but 


_ have others applicable to their own trade in addition. 


Thus it is with the cut glass manufacturers. The situa- 
tion as relating to prices has come to be a matter of self- 
preservation for them, and any decrease is impossible if 
the companies are to exist. 

Added to the now well known causes of high prices in 


_ glassware in general, the cut glass manufacturers are also 
_ confronted with the following tribulations: 


Labor, of course ,is not only high, but scarce, and about 


_ forty per cent of the workers employed in cut glass fac- 


tories went into other lines during the war. 

Glassworkers are now being paid from 75 to 80 cents 
an hour, and this is even less than carpenters, plumbers 
and men in similar trades are receiving, despite the fact 
that cut glass is a more or less artistic line. 
war the average pay of men in the cut glass factories was 
40 cents. No labor today gets 50 cents an hour. Cut glass 
is about a ninety Per cent labor article, this being approxi- 
mately the total cost of labor put into the product. 

That their incidental expenses are still on the upward 
trend is strongly shown by the fact that the cut glass 
manufacturers will be compelled to pay higher rates for 
blanks next year than they did during the past year, and 
this will amount to from ten to twenty per cent, due 
greatly to the glassworkers receiving an advance of twenty 
per cent last September on a year’s scale to September, 
1921. 

Production of blanks is hampered by the fact that the 
scarcity of natural gas and oil, to say nothing of the 
prohibitive cost—if at all obtainable—of coal, compels the 
manufacturers to curtail their output, thus leaving the 
cut glass manufacturer far short of his share.

us with the distinct understanding his order should re- 
ceive preference over those that had been cancelled, and 


expressed himself as believing that about March 1 there 


would be a demand for glassware greater than one year 
ago, as to his knowledge there were very few people who 
had a stock of glass or pottery in their stores and were 
simply buying from what we call ‘hand to mouth.’ 

“To those few who may be of the opinion that the glass 


| manufacturer has been profiteering we have only to refer 


them to the Federal Tax Bureau and he can easily dis- 


_ cover that we have not made excessive profits. The Gov- 


ernment auditors, recently in this district, when going 
over the tax reports of the glass manufacturers, were very 
frank in their expressions, and told me the Government 
was very much disappointed in the returns they received 
from the glass industry as a whole and they could not 


Then, there is also a tremendous increase in the cost 
of materials. To cite one grave instance, potash can be 
seen to have mounted to six hundred per cent greater cost 
than before the war. 

Added to these facts, blank manufacturers have re- 
cently notified the cut glass manufacturers that a ten to 
twenty per cent advance on blanks will become effective 
January 1. This comes in the face of the fact that the 
public has been led to look for lower prices and some- 
times show a disinclination to buy at the relatively high 
prices of cut glass, since they do not discriminate between 
the subjects of their contemplated purchases. 

Labor is scarce, and until it becomes more plentiful 
prices must remain as they are. To the query as to why 
new men should not be taken on, it may be said that even 
after inducing men to work in the cut glass factories it is 
necessary to educate them to this highly skilled position. 
When it is stated that this procedure is not successfully 
accomplished under a period of three years, it may readily 
be seen that there is no immediate relief in sight from that 
quarter. 

Besides this, to aggravate the matter and a thing which 
has brought about the situation today is the fact that a 
great many of the workmen deserted the industry six 
years ago to better paying industries during the war, and 
the glass factories have been way below normal production 
for the last three years on account of this. 

While labor in the glass plants has received advances 
over 100% in some cases, the cost of the glass articles af- 
ter manufacture have been advanced only sixty per cent 
since the war, in fact, every item entering into the manu- 
facture of glass, has advanced, and figures will show that 
the manufacturer has not profiteered in selling this pro- 
duct. 

Conclusively, therefore, it can clearly be seen that 
through no amount of optimistic belief can cut glass prices 
be lowered for some time to come. 


understand why our profits did not compare with those of 
others, and that larger profits would not be considered ex- 
cessive, based on the capital invested. 

“The glass manufacturers have also had to undergo the 
expense of complying with State laws in overhauling their 
factories to comply with the various laws of sanitation, 
and they found it also necessary to equip their plants in a 
more up-to-date manner, so that they could compare favor- 
ably with the rapidly going mills and other industries 
which had given their employees almost every comfort 
and attractiveness imaginable in order to take them from 
other trades. 

“Under these conditions,” he concluded, “unless a great 
change takes place within the next sixty days it may be 
possible that higher prices for glass will be seen, and, as 
far as I have seen or heard, no glass manufacturer ever 
put on his ware an arbitrary or an unnecessary advance.”

of the American Federation of Labor. The people of this country 
have declared themselves irrevocably against the domination of or- 
ganized labor in politics, and we may expect our national congress 
in future to show a little more firmness in dealing with the arro- 
gant dictation of labor chiefs. We may expect to see more Gov- 
ernor Allens and Governor Cornwells in public life. If the court 
of Industrial Relations of Kansas, which is anathema to labor 
leaders, shall become the model for other states it will go a long 
way toward solving the labor problem, and will be the logical out- 
growth of the exhausted patience of a long suffering public. 

“The agreement of 1919 formulated at Atlantic City during 
September of that year, contained a provision to the effect that 
should the cost of living generally continue to increase, the 


Brotherhood should have the privilege of asking that the agree- | 


ment be reopened at anytime after January Ist, 1920. They took 
the earliest possible opportunity to avail themselves of this privi- 
lege, and the demand for a conference with the Labor Committee 
in this connection was in the hands of the Secretary on January 2d. 
This demand was considered at the meeting of this Association in 
New York on January 7th, with the result that an invitation was 
extended to the Brotherhood Conference Committee to meet with 
the Labor Committee at the Hotel Astor on January 17th. The 
invitation was accepted, and the two committees met at the place 
designated for two days, January 16th and 17th. 

A Question of Living Costs 

“Since the whole controversy hinged upon whether there had 
been a general increase in living costs, and, if so, to what extent, 
data was assembled from all reliable sources which indicated that 
there had been an increase of possibly four or five percent since the 
agreement had been formulated. The contention of the Labor 
Committee was that in view of these statistics an increase in wages 
of 5 percent would be adequate. The Brotherhood Committee 
argued from information they had gathered that there would be a 
substantial further increase during the spring months, and _ this 
contention appeared to be to some extent borne out by information 
in the hands of the Labor Committee. The Brotherhood officials 
argued that an advance should be granted sufficient to provide for 
a contemplated further increase in living costs, and as this opinion 
appeared to be shared by a majority of the Labor Committee, 
though not unanimously, a settlement was finally concluded on the 
basis of 10 per cent increase to all branches, which, with some 
slight additions to basic list prices, brought the average advance 
on payrolls to approximately 11 per cent. The advanced wage scale 
became effective January 22nd, 1920, and the supplimental agree- 
ment entered into at that time is appended hereto as a matter of 
record. 

“Nothing could have bedi more distinctly understood on both 
sides than the fact that the major part of this advance was in- 
tended to cover a future increase in the cost of living, and with 
this understanding the Brotherhood concurred in the provision of 
the agreement ‘that no further revision nor amendment be made 
nor demanded by either party thereto unless there shall be a pro- 
nounced or radical change in labor and living conditions prior to 
the expiration of the agreement October Ist, 1921” This provision 
was wholly ignored by the convention of the Brotherhood held at 
Atlantic City early in July. Although no more than the usual 
straggling information leaked out of that convention, it is gener- 
ally understood that the radical element was in the saddle in fore- 
ing through a resolution demanding a. uniform wage increase of 
25 per cent. The officers of the Brotherhood were probably not in 
full sympathy with this demand, as it was never formally made to 
the Labor Committee, but under date of July 19th, John T. Wood, 
Secretary of the Brotherhood addressed the following letter to 
Secretary Goodwin: 

““*At our recent convention a resolution was adopted calling for 
the reopening of the general ware wage agreement for the purpose 
of securing a further increase in wages. 

““ Tt is not our intention that the regular conference committees 
be called together at this time to consider this matter. We feel 
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that your Labor Committee and the members of our Executive 
Board can handle the question without the necessity of a regular 
conference. If this is agreeable, we would be pleased to meet with 
your Labor Committee at an early date to talk over the situation, 
and try to reach an understanding that will meet with the ap- 
proval of all parties concerned.’ 

“On July 23rd the Labor Committee met at East Liverpool for 
the purpose of discussing the situation, and the sentiment developed 
at that meeting was to the effect that no wage advance was in or- 
der unless the Brotherhcod were in a position to indicate some 
low spots that merited adjustment. Again the entire matter hung 
upon the question of advancing living costs, and while it was true 
there had been some increase as anticipated through the spring 
months, the tendency in July was in the other direction, and every- 
thing then pointed to a considerable drop in commodity prices in 
the early future. Whatever advance existed in July over January 
was fully anticipated by the January settlement. 

“On July 27th the Labor Committee met with the Executia 
Board of the Brotherhood, and were then for the first time offici- 
ally informed that the labor convention had formulated a demand 
for a 25 per cent increase. The officers of the Brotherhood showed 
no disposition to insist upon anything so radical, but they did de- 
mand an advance sufficient to cover whatever increase in living 
costs had occurred since January, and something more, to satisfy 
their membership. The Labor Committee was almost but not quite 
unanimous against granting any advance whatever, and finally 
stated their position in writing to the Executive Committee. But 
the Labor Committee, believing that a refusal to make any con- | 
cession whatever would lead to a strike, decided to consult the full 
membership of the association before taking final action. Conse- 
quently, a meeting of the association was held at the William Penn 
Hotel, Pittsburgh, on August 6th, at which the Labor Committee 
reported its action and attitude. While there was some slight dif- 
ference of opinion among the members as to the best policy to 
pursue, the almost unanimous feeling was that the situation did not 
warrant a wage increase, excepting perhaps to warehousemen and 
one or two of the other lower paid branches. However, the usual 
action was taken of placing the matter entirely in the hands of the 
Labor Committee. 

‘Committees Meet 

“Subsequently, the two committees met at East Liverpool on 
August 17th and August 18th, and on the latter date submitted in 
writing the final proposition of the Labor Committee, which is ap- 
pended hereto as a matter of record. That proposition again re- 
cited the opinion of the Labor Committee that no wage increase 
was in order, and yet, as the price of peace, proposed an advance 
of 5 per cent generally and 10 per cent to some branches, making 
a general wage increase to become effective the first full pay after 
September 15th of about six and one-half per cent on average pay 
rolls. ; 

“The Brotherhood officials refused to accept the responsibility of 
agreeing to this proposition and submitted it to a referendum vote 
of the trade. That vote proved favorable, and the new scale went 
into effect upon the date specified. 

“Subsequent events proved quite clearly that the contention of 
the Labor Committee concerning an imminent reduction in commo- 
dity prices was correct, and it is now generally conceded that this 
wage advance, necessitating an advance in selling prices just at 4 
time when the market was. falling in almost all other lines, was 4 
serious mistake. Since that time living costs have receded to a 
point materially below where they were at the time the 1919 agree- 
ment was formulated. The total wage advance during the past 
fifteen months amounts to approximately 25 per cent on pay rolls, 
and if this association were to be governed by considerations 
similar to those that controlled the Brotherhood in demanding ad- 
vances, we would be warranted in asking a restoration of the scale 
that prevailed during the spring and summer of 1919. Such 4 
change would not reduce the purchasing power of a day’s wage of 
our employes, and it would enable our members to readjust selling 
prices in harmony with those of other commodities. This ques- 
tion is a proper one for discussion in executive session. 
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- “Our employes cannot very well know what a fight we are now 
‘having to maintain selling prices against pressure from all sources, 
‘nor do they realize that this fight is necessary only in order to 
maintain the present wage scale. There never was a time when we 
were more entitled to careful conscientious, efficient workmanship 
than just now, yet if there has been any improvement over the 
careless, indifferent methods, and the disregard for obligations un- 
der the wage agreement, that crept in during the war period, it is 
hard to detect. 

_ “It would be tiresome and perhaps accomplish no good result, to 
‘recite the glaring instances of violation of wage agreement that 
have occurred this year on the part of certain individuals and in 
‘some cases of entire labor departments, resulting more than once 
in the closing of complete plants. But there has been enough of 
that sort of thing to cause a serious loss in wages to innocent par- 
ties to curtail production, and to warrant the opinion that many 
union men regard the wage agreement as ‘a scrap of paper’ as 
touching the workingman, and as a bond of steel for the manu- 
facturer. 


| An Evil in a New Form 
. m 
“Tt may not be out of place to mention one instance in which the 
evil has broken out in new form. Until recently the gilders and 
‘liners of the East Liverpool district were not affiliated with the 
Brotherhood. Within the past few months they have gone in, and 
have established a local of their own. They are insisting upon one 
hundred per cent membership in all shops and have generally suc- 
ceeded, in some cases adopting methods of intimidation. In one of 
the shops a woman gilder of a very superior type, both as to per- 
sonal character and as to workmanship, refused to join through 
conscientious scruples against pledging herself under the oath of 
the organization to obey the commands of the local, right or wrong. 
When the agitators failed to move her, they called in President 
Menge who was equally unsuccessful. The firm indicated their 
preference that she join in order to avoid trouble, and offered to 
pay all the expenses of membership. When all these efforts failed, 
-mineteen gilders and liners, or practically the entire force of that 


} 


shop, struck through the usual subterfuge of filing a two weeks’ | 


notice. The firm received a strong intimation that the Brother- 
hood would support the strikers in this stand, and being confronted 
by the alternative of an indefinite suspension or of discharging the 
‘woman, the firm chose the latter course. 

“That woman has since been unable to obtain employment any- 
where at her trade. She had been earning about $7 a day, and is 
‘now working at other employment with her old firm at one-half 
her former wages. The tyranny of labor could hardly go farther, 
‘especially in an industry supposed not to be working under the 
closed shop rule. ; 

“It was recently announced that the resignation of Edward 
Menge as president of the Brotherhood will become effective Janu- 
ary Ist, 1921. In previous reports of the Labor Committee credit 
thas been given the officers of the Brotherhood for their sincere 
efforts to compel the membership to abide by the provisions of the 
Wage agreement. No small part of that credit is due to Mr. 
Menge personally. While he always earnestly and intelligently 
strove to obtain the best possible terms for his men, he was always 
‘fair, and because of his spirit of square dealing he sometimes ob- 
tained concessions that would never have been yielded to an advo- 
cate of the extreme or radical type. He has filled a difficult posi- 
‘tion with distinguished credit to himself, and has been largely re- 
‘sponsible for the continued friendly relations between our Associa- 
‘tion and the Brotherhood which have been seriously threatened 
during recent years by some thoughtless elements of his organiza- 
tion. He may be sure that the best wishes of our membership will 
follow him in any walk of life he may elect to pursue, and that we 
all hope for his early restoration to perfect health. © 
“We must again commend the Standing Committee, East and 
West, for their faithful, efficient work throughout the year. They 
‘have been at times the target for criticism, but only by those who 
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could selfishly see but one side to a controversy. Their problems 
have not always been easy ones, but their decisions, based upon 
exhaustive investigation, have been uniformly just. There is some 
tendency to overburden these committees with trivial matters, and 
we again recommend that problems be submitted tp them only after 
every effort to solve them at home has been exhausted.” 


A brief discussion of the report followed, and some 
suggestions made therein were matters for consideration 
in the executive session Wednesday afternoon. 


Report on Costs 


Frank P. Judge, Jr., in presenting the report of Manu- 
facturer’s Cost Committee, said: 

“At the last annual meeting, this committee’s report included a 
comparison of the detailed cost of production between one of the 
larger and one of the smaller potteries, at this meeting we would 
like to have made a similar comparative report but a comparison 
at this time would only be more or less approximations as exact 
figures are not obtainable until after books are closed for the year, 
therefore, we will have to forego a comparative report at this time. 

Before making up this report a letter was sent by this commit- 
tee to the membership of the association asking for information 
pertaining to their cost of production and we are pleased to report 
that our members evidenced more familiarity with their cost of 
production today than they did when a similar inquiry was sent to 
them prior to the last meeting. 

“In the report at our meeting last January the prediction was 
made that the peak cost of production had not as yet been reached 
and that there were indications of additional advances this year. 
This prediction as you all know has come true for we have had in- 
creases in the cost of practically all items which enter into our 
cost of production and judging from present conditions the peak 
in our cost has been reached. ; 

“One of our Manufacturers of China has during this year, com- 
pleted an intensive investigation into the cost of production and 
after five years of work along this line they succeeded in satisfy- 
ing themselves that they had cost figures sufficiently accurate 
enough for them upon which a new list was based and which list 
was later recognized by the China Manufacturers as their Standard 
List. 

“The English government during the war determined that her 
industries must be on a sound basis to meet competition after the 
war ended and accordingly she began to study post war condi- 
tions and one of the industries investigated was the potteries. Ac- 
countants employed by the government were set to work in several 
potteries and after exhaustive study their findings were reported 
and on the strength of their report new lists were put into effect. 

“Business and economic conditions in this country are now un- 
dergoing their return to normalcy and in view of this change it is 
reascnable to assume that we must have’ more knowledge of our 
costs than we have ever had before, therefore, it is to be hoped 
that this matter be given very serious thought and consideration by 
the members of this association.” 


Tuesday—Afternoon Session 


Charles C. Ashbaugh, chairman of the membership com- 
mittee reported that Lenox Inc., china manufacturers of

the industry. 
The 1921 Outlook 


C. W. Wallour, Director of Industries Bulletin of the 
Babson Statistical Organization, of Wesseley Hills, Mass., 
spoke on “The General Outlook for Business in 1921.” 
Mr. Wallour spoke extemperaneously and held his audi- 
ence for a considerable length of time. “There are six 
salient thoughts which enter into the future,” observed the 
speaker. “The first of these is equal prices; second, the 
economic readjustment of Europe; third, liquidation of 
over-expanded industries ; fourth, easy credits; fifth, liqui- 
dation of real estate markets, and sixth, the readjustment 
of the moral attitude of the people.” 


“When consumers believe that prices have become stapalized, 
they will commence to buy,” continued Mr. Wallour. “I want you 
to observe that in 1920, so far, new companies have been formed in 
the United States with a combined capital stock of $14,500,000,000. 
In 1919 this record was but $12,700,000,000. Lots of concerns now 
in business and which are going into business are green and inex- 
perienced. There must be a readjustment of this condition. The 
last six years have been poor trading ground for the manufacturers 
of the future. The paper losses will have to be changed into 
actual losses in the very near future. One of the necessities for a 
prosperity of the future is the readjustment of Europe, but when 
that will come to pass no one can correctly forecast just at this 
time. When real estate values are liquidates, there will be a low- 
ering of building costs, and this will go a long way toward stimu- 
lating the activity in the building lines. 

“Business men must learn to stick to their contracts. On the 
other hand, labor must give a good dollars’ worth of work for 
every dollar they have received. 

“T believe that you can expect to see wholesale prices stapalized 
by mid-summer. Retail prices are due to suffer a greater drop be- 
fore that time than thereafter. 

“My observation is that we can look for easy credit and an im- 
provement in the money market soon after the turn of the new 
year. Probably money will not go below five per cent, and may 
be had at around six per cent. Many concerns in 1921 will convey 
their paper losses into actual losses. Inventories will have to be 
marked down. No one knows what is going to happen in Europe, 
but I am frank to say that it was the Federal Reserve Board that 
saved the United States from a panic. When will we get a change 


‘in the attitude of the people? That will probably be a matter of 


years instead of months.” 


Immediately following the address of Mr. Wallour, Sec- 
retary-treasurer Charles F. Goodwin presented the Histor- 
ians report. It follows:

Charles F. Goodwin, in presenting a historical report of 


the trade said: 


“Histories are filled with gladness, sorrow and regret and our 
history of 1920 is like unto those of other times. Hence, it serves 
to impress upon us the necessity of securing our full share of hap- 
piness during our short stay here and the big word in this striving 
for happiness and contentment is ‘service.’ I think you will agree 
with me that, however successful financially the past year has been, 
your greatest pleasure has been in the realization of things well 
done and of having been in ‘the game.’ 

“The reports of the various committees so thoroughly cover the

activities of the departments of our industry, that to chronicle 
them in the Historian’s report would be useless repetition and but 
slight reference to them will be made. 

“Increase in the pottery industry in the building of new plants 
a number of which are contemplated, tunnel kilns being in some 
cases to replace the old style kilns, new methods of firing, new 
shapes and decorations all tend to show progress. 

“Labor conditions, while somewhat better than the previous 
year, still leave much room for improvement and this is particu- 
larly true in the co-operation of our employees which we have a 
right to expect, and I might ‘add that this can be greatly helped 
by a better co-operation between ourselves. 

“While business in general has experienced a decided slowing 
up, shortage of our product on the dealer’s shelves has kept can- 
cellations down and we may hope that conditions the country over 
will soon improve to the extent of starting the big forward move- 
ment which we must have for the general prosperity of the nation. 

“Let us hope that is not a great way off, and we know that at 
the first sign of revival there will be a rush to reinstate orders, 
cancellation of which has probably been less in our industry than 
in most others. 

“Failure of our membership to live up to the Discharge Agree- 
ment continues to cause embarassment to both employees and em- 
ployer, and at times it is decidedly embarassing to your main office. 
This is one of our regrets, and while the Discharge Agreement is 
generally regarded by both sides as a discard, both sides are quick 
to use its good offices when it is to their advantage to do so, for it 
is a shelter at certain times and during those times they quickly 
run to cover. It is one of the fairest and most protective meas- 
ures ever agreed upon by the two national bodies, and that it is 
ignored by both sides is a reflection on the industry as a whole. 

“The past year marks the most serious efforts to substitute other 
fuel for gas in the potteries of the west. Fuel oil has been adopted 
by some firms and the results will be watched with interest.

“Death has dealt unusually hard with our membership this year, 
there having passed away six members as follows: Mr. John 
George, Mr. H. F. Knoblock, Mr. James Moses, Mr. Robert T. 
Hall, Mr. Ambrose J. Cartwright and Mr. George M. Jaques. 

“Poor health and a desire to be relieved after many years of 
service, takes from us three prominent figures who have been 
closely identified with the industry. 

“Mr. B. C. Simms, now nearing the four score years and asso- 
ciated with the C. C. Thompson Pottery Co., for over 50 years, 
last spring disposed of his interest in this firm to George C. 
Thompson. This removes from our membership the last one who 
attended the organization meeting of this association, at the Mer- 
chants Hotel, Philadelphia, January 13 and 14, 1875. I am sure 
that it is our wish that the remaining years of this good old war 
horse of the industry may be filled with the best that Providence 
has to give. 

“Mr. Joshua Poole, for over a quarter of a century connected 
with the practical management of some of the most successful pot- 
teries in the country, resigned his position in the early fall, desiring 
to give up the strenuous life of the practical potter and devote his 
time to his clay interests. Our best wishes go with Mr. Poole, 
both for his good health and his future success. 

“This year also sees the passing of Mr. Edward Menge, presi- 
dent of the National Brotherhood of Operative Potters. Throat 
trouble, following an attack of the flu has failed to yield to treat- 
ment, and while he has been urged by his executive committee to 
try a change of climate for three or four months, he feels that his 
first duty is to make it his business to regain his health, and he 
therefore has insisted upon his resignation to take effect January 
1, 1921.

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ITH the holidays drawing very close to hand 
W the State Street stores daily entertain larger 
crowds. The volume of actual business being 
done is a question. Many say the buying has been big, 
others say it is getting better, while some claim that the 
large crowds are merely “shopping around,” and that 
the actual Christmas buying is being put off until the last 
minutes with customers still hoping for further price 
declines. One thing is certain—the buyers are not plac- 
ing new orders for rush delivery, so their stocks must 
still be in fairly complete order. 


A buyer for an exclusive china and glass store reports 
business surprisingly good, with the conservative gifts 
leading the list of sales. The rich and high priced arti- 
cles are moving slowly. The public is using a “save a dol- 
lar” policy in its Christmas shopping. Dinnerware as 
well as glassware business has been good. It is expected 
that sales along all lines will show a steady increase as 
Christmas draws nearer. 


Thousands of Chicago “Santa Clauses” have already 
laid in their gifts for the kiddies and the toy depart- 
ments are daily taking over more space in the large stores. 
The toy business, however, has not been as gratifying as 
in former years; but some buyers predict a last-week 
rush which will wipe their shelves clean of toys and 
games. The Fair, one of the largest second-class stores 
in Chicago used an elaborate eight-page advertising dis- 
play on toys in last Sunday’s papers. This was the most 
sensational toy advertisement ever published in Chicago, 
but the most remarkable thing about this section was that 
no prices were quoted on any article. From this, it would 
seem that the department head was a little doubtful as to 
what price he could dispose of the stock, and wanted to 
reserve the privilege of price-cutting. 


Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co. announced an exhibition of 
work in bronze by the famous artist Joseph Bailey Ellis. 
They also made a strong appeal to Christmas shoppers 
to purchase Italian marble statues, copper and nickel ar- 
ticles as gifts. Mandel Brothers suggested black glass 
desk fittings, china pieces of unusual shapes and designs 
and candlesticks in terra cotta venetian glass and poly- 
chrome finish. Pitkin & Brooks and Burley & Company 
advertised reductions in china service plates, dinnerware 
and lamps.

tain extent, from meeting the fate of such merchandise as 
men’s clothing, silks, automobiles, groceries and meats. 
Heavy losses have been sustained by the wholesalers and 
retailers in these commodities wherever stocks had accu- 
mulated. In these cases production has overtaken demand 
and the markets are now floundering, trying to find bot- 
tom. It is probably a fortunate thing that the production 
of china and glassware has not entirely caught up with the 
demand. Not many months have passed since the prices 
for American dinnerware were advanced from 10. to 15 
per cent based on higher wages granted labor and in view 
of an impending shortage of both coal and gas. The 
chances for increased production before next summer do 
not look bright and in view of the unimproved import situ- 
ation it is not likely that buyers will be able to replenish 
their stocks of dinnerware at lower prices next year. 

_ Glass manufacturers are in practically the same situa- 
tion as the pottery makers. An increase of 25% was made 


necessary by a settlement with labor granting much higher 
wages for the entire year of 1921. From this it is be- 
lieved that no price reductions will be in order for more 
than a year, moreover, the stocks of glassware on retailers 
shelves are getting low so the main question will be one of 
delivery rather than price. 


During the early months of 1920 business was booming 
in every line, almost without exception. Everyone was 
rushing to buy his supplies and stocks, for the demand ex- 
ceeded by far the supply.

exist was predicted by many of the country’s foremost 
bankers and economists, but their opinions differed on just 
when the slump would hit the country. The State street 
stores continued to do an enormous business and received 
almost any asking price for merchandise. ‘The retailers’ 
Field Day continued until aliost the first of September 
when the price cutting commienced. Henry Ford led the 
way with a big reduction in the selling price of Ford Cars. 
This was followed by raw and prepared wool, then the 
tailored article, cotton, silks, linen, furniture, until a gen- 
eral house cleaning was in order in practically all depart- 
ments and lines. But the crockery and glass business did 
not take part in this upheaval. Prices remained stationary 
to a trifle higher, while a steady demand for the staple 
articles of tableware continued. Even to this time, un- 
usual price cuts have not been resorted to dispose of

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stocks. But these stocks, which were not up the average, 
have worked much lower. Buyers in many cases are ready 
to place new orders and have been for some time, but their 
plans were held up by the Merchandise Managers, who be- 
lieve that everything can be purchased at a lower price by 
waiting. 

The conditions surrounding the Chicago trade have been 
controlled by the supply and demand principal, and they 
will continue to be controlled by this same law during 
1921. The Manufacturers representatives located in Chi- 
cago can forsee no reduction in prices based on funda- 
mental reasons. 

As far as the volume of business for the coming year is 
concerned, there is no one in the Chicago market who does 
not feel that 1921 will be a good year. It’s true that the 
buyers are apt to be more conservative in their purchases. 
A hand to mouth buying policy is likely to be followed for 
some time to come, but this method will prove costly to the 
buyer in the long run. Stocks on the retailers shelves have 
reached a very low point, this much is known. And these 
stocks are moving as evidenced by the number of custom- 
ers crowding the retail stores during November and De- 
cember. The public has won a point, we will concede this 
to them. The “Buying Strike” was a success for it brought 
prices down with a bang in many lines where the stocks 
were big, the retailers feared losses. Now the public is ex- 
pected to take advantage of their victory. Many of them 
have already done so, while hundreds of others are flock- 
ing to the stores daily to do their belated buying. The

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crockery and glass lines have not suffered, and the cus- 
tomers coming into the stores in large numbers are bring- 
ing business to these departments, as well as those they 
succeeded in raiding. 

With reference to lamps and shades, the buyers are free 
in their predictions that the prices will be lower next year, 
in many cases declines have already been registered by the 
manufacturers. With labor, of the non-union type em- 
ployed by the lamp manufacturers, more plentiful, the 
cost of silk and other necessary material at a lower point, 
price declines will be in order. The year came to a close 
with an-exceptionally good Holiday demand for lamps and 
shades of all descriptions, which pretty well cleaned out 
the retailers stocks. The buyers placed many orders to 
“fill-in” Holiday stocks as late as December 10 for imme- 
diate shipments. Although these orders were by their 
very nature small, it is indicative of the small stocks now 
béing carried by the majority of the stores. It is expected 
that the manufacturers will grasp the situation and offer 
slight reduction after January 1, which should bring in 
early buying orders. Chicago lamp manufacturers have 
been unusually busy during the last months of 1920, and 
they venture the statement that their business in 1921 will 
not suffer any pronounced declines. 

A limited number of German dolls and toys reached the 
Chicago market in time for Xmas selling, but opinions in- 
dicate that next year will show a flood of German toys at 
very low prices.

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Improved Retail Selling Methods 


Since the Cost of Retail Distribution Has Grown to Proportions Which Threaten 
to Become Unbearable It Seems Safe to Assume That Some Way 


Out of the Difficulty Must Be Found.

Methods Are Herewith Discussed. 


|* there is any essential weakness in the present form of 
retail distribution, it will, in the opinion of a leading re- 
tail executive, be remedied or else the present store owners 
will change over into that system of selling which is 
proved more efficient. The point he emphasized was that 
the large retail store as now organized enjoys no special 
immunity from change, and 
the attacks made on it fall 
short of proving any signifi- 
cant fault in view of the con- 
tinued prosperity and progress 
of the departmental type of 
merchandising. In short, if 
the retail store is economically 
unsound the public will desert 
it in favor of something else. 
“The large stores of the 
country,” said this executive, 
“have had a very bright spot- 
light thrown on them during 
the last year, and some serious 
charges have been made as a 
result of what that light show- 
ed up. The criticism that hurts 
most, of course, is the one 
which endeavors to prove that 
other systems of distribution 
are so far superior to what the 
store has to offer. The merits 
of the cooperative system have 
been eulogized, the chain store 
has been complimented and the 
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promised a leading place in 

distribution. But despite every claim of superiority for its 
competitors, the retail store manages to get along fairly 
well. To do this, generally speaking, the store must have 
attractions for the consumer which assure it a place in the 
scheme of things. 

“But, speaking in a broad way, it should not be thought 
that the retail merchant is less awake than others to what- 
ever changes are going on in distributive methods. If they 
happen to see some special merits in one system over an- 
other, it is safe to say they will gradually change over to 
that system. In other words, if the mail order type of dis-

tribution offers such buying advantages to the public as 
ultimately to gain preference, then our retail merchants 
will go into that business. 

“There is no gainsaying the fact that of late years the 
cost of retail distribution has grown too heavy. Retailers 
recognize this, and are taking steps to curtail their ex- 
penses. The problem is being 
worked out in two ways, or a 
combination of both methods 
in the buying and selling de- 
partments. Combined buying 
is one method that is finding 
larger use, and intensive effort 
to develop a higher grade of 
salesmanship is the work being 
done to cut expenses in the 
other direction. 
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It seems to 
me that real progress in set- 
tling the salesmanship problem 
will not be made until there is 
a wider acceptance of the idea 
that no limit should be placed 
on the earnings of a salesman. 
A case in point was that of a 
small retailer who hired clerks 
at $10 a week. He decided to 
put in a commission form of 
payment and the first week his 
clerks were earning up to $40 
a week. This did not seem at 
all proper to him. He waived 
the fact that his sales had far 
exceeded their usual volume 
after he introduced the com- 
missions, and put the clerks back on their fixed wages. 
His comment was ‘Why should I pay a man $40 a week 
when I can go out and get plenty of clerks at $10” That 
is the attitude of too many merchants, and some of them 
large ones. 

“With the buying and selling economies I have outlined, 
and the constant effort being made by merchants to im- 
prove their methods, there is little possibility of the retail 
store backsliding in popularity. But, if such a change 
should occur, it is safe to say that the merchants will be 
the first to get into another field of work.”

Washington towards the official restoration of peace be- 
tween our country and Germany. ‘The sooner this action 
comes, the greater will the supply of German toys be next 
Christmas. Germany has long made the old style, what 
might be termed “staple,” toys, but there is always a mar- 
ket for the new and original American toy. The year of 
1920 fell but slightly short of the record year of 1919 in 
the toy line, and next year is likely to produce a larger 
volume of business, if not at such high prices. 

The entire Chicago trade is very optimistic regarding 
1921 business, several new concerns are entering the Chi- 
cago market to manufacture lamps and art goods and the 
outside buyers will find the State street stores a veritable 
fund of useful information and suggestions. 


Advertising Stunts That 
Bring Business 


Hour Sales 


A department store in a small city has made a success 
of hour sales on Friday, which has been turned from the 
dullest day into one of the most profitable of the whole 
week. ' 

There are a great many variations to the hour sale, 
enough to fill many pages of this size. The feature that 
the particular store in question found so successful was 
the value of the uncertainty of the articles to be offered 
during the sale hours. The curiosity of the customer is 
excited to the very highest degree. The fact that the 
“specials” are of such extraordinary value when they are 
made known no doubt makes this sale plan a success. 
Ordinary, or faked, bargains would fail to create any 
flurry and would react against the merchant. — 

The windows are arranged in five sections during the 
late hours of Thursday with the Friday Hour Sales Spe- 
cials. As the hour approaches for the curtain in section 
number one to be drawn the crowd in front of the store 
is usually very large. Then there is a rush into the store 
and the bargains are snapped up—and many other sales 
made as well. | 

[In another hour another section is thrown open to the 
gaze of the pitblic. This is continued until the five sec- 


tions are opened and: the. goods sold. 


c 
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Within the store a large bell clangs announcing the 
opening of each hour sale. As one item from each de- 
partment is included in each hour sale the interest is spread 
over the whole store. 

Unless a merchant can procure specials sufficient to 
carry on this plan successfully he should not attempt it. 
He can, however, adopt the plan as an occasional stunt, 
say once a week, month or season. 


Basement Turned Into Salesroom 


Many merchants have a good dry basement which is 
used for storing stock, surplus and otherwise. A hard- 
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ware merchant found that many times the clerks took the 
customers into this basement to show them some line of 
goods or other. This gave him the idea that he could 
make the basement into a salesroom and keep one person 
there all the time to look after customers. A smart young 
man was given charge of the basement stock. Where 
formerly it had been stored in almost any manner most 
handy at the time the goods were received they are now 
stored in a very orderly arrangement. Many lines are 
being sold there exclusively because the young fellow in 


charge made the place so presentable. 


The basement is a sore spot with many merchants. 
Perhaps this idea will prove a remedy for all its ailments 
and make a few extra dollars into the bargain. 


Suburban Day Specials 


The retail dealers in Fort Wayne, Indiana, have co- 
operated in making Wednesday “Suburban Day’ for the 
city. This, one of the dullest days of the week, has been 
turned into one of the busiest. 


Thirty odd merchants each advertise a special bargain 
for this day only. A two-page spread newspaper adver- 
tisement is used, each merchant having about four or five 
inches two columns wide in which to give his message. 
Only one item is allowed each merchant in each week’s 
advertisement. The display in each advertisement is as 
nearly alike as possible, making the advertisement a pleas- 


ing one to read and look over. 


The heading is “Suburban Day Specials, for this week, 
Wednesday only. The Wonder Bargain Page.” The 
announcement is made “For One Day Only—The thirty 
or more items on this page represent the individual sac- 
rifice of as many merchants, each of whom offers a spe- 
cial bargain value that will make it worth your while to 
come to Fort Wayne each Wednesday. No mail or phone 
orders will be filled for these lines.” 


An Inspirational Thought a Day 


Retail merchants employing from three or more clerks 
could well pattern after a large manufacturer in the Cen- 
tral West who, first thing each morning, places on the 
desk of each of 600 employees, in a holder provided for 
the purpose, a card headed “Today’s Thought.” 

“They Said It Couldn’t be Done, but Here It Is”; 
“Let’s Make a Sales Record Today” ; ‘‘Better to Ask Than 
Go Astray”; “No Worrying Today”; “Cheerfulness is 
the Best Promoter of Health” are some of the apt ex- 
pressions underneath the heading—each day a different 
thought from the mind of some great writer or philoso- — 
pher, or some timely or seasonable thought on a live 
topic. 

The psychological effect of the same good thought— 
animated with good sense, good cheer, pep and ginger— 
fixed in the mind of each person on the store staff is 
inestimable—a great boost in starting the day right, that 
will benefit sales person, proprietor and the store’s trade. 


Old American Pressed Glass

Not content with showing these rare 
specimens as they appear individually, 
their owner has tastefully arranged 
charming groups of them on dining 
tables, and their settings have further 
enhanced them in the eyes of the be- 
holder, who realizes fully their practic- 
ability as well as their quaint beauty.

The group of

Wednesday—Morning Session 

A discussion Wednesday morning on the Sick, Disabil- 
ity and Old Age Pension did not develop into any general 
plan, although it was agreed that a committee be appointed 
to consider some plan or method that manufacturers could 
work under which would take in the sick and disability end 
of the question. The old age pension phase of the propo- 
sition has been eliminated from consideration for the time 
being. This committee, which is to be named by Presi- 
dent-elect B. E. Salisbury will convene at an early date to 
formulate some method of operation and perhaps some- 
time in March a meeting of the United States Potters’ 
Association will be called to meet in Pittsburgh, possibly, 
when approval will be sought for the work of this commit- 
tee. 

It has been clearly indicated, however, that the manu- 
facturers are a unit in the thought that sick and disability 
aid should be extended to plant employees not later than 
April Ist next year. 

When the outline of the plan of old age pension and dis- 
ability was announced, it was practically agreed by all that 
the suggestions of the committee, while perhaps the best 
that could be designed under the circumstances, and with- 
in the scope of knowledge of the committeemen of the 
situation, that it was filled with possible complications. 

Numerous suggestions, were offered, however, and 
when W. I. Metz of the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., 
addressed the convention, the original theme was suddenly 
turned into one of life insurance. ‘There is no denying the 
fact, however, that the manufacturers want.to keep faith 
with their original intent along this line, and the solution 
of the question today is nearer the goal than before. 

Numerous manufacturers advised the convention their 
firms were carrying group insurance and had been doing 
so for some years. 

In the Trenton district it was explained that sick and in- 
surance plans had been operative in plants there for some 
years, and that workmen themselves took more interest in 

their health environment than had been noted previously 
to the adoption to present plans of insurance. 

President W. L. Smith announced this nominating com- 
mittee: Chairman, T. A. McNicol, Charles C. Ashbaugh, 
Samuel B. Larkin, George C. Thompson, H. N. Harker, 
A. G. Dale, Charles L. Sebring and Guy Crooks. 

Machinery Committee Reports 

Marc Solon, as chairman of the Machinery Committee 
made the following report: 

“While according to the reports of the manufacturers of the 
Association a large quantity of new machinery is being installed, 
little appears to have been done in the development of machinery, 


“specially designed for our industry. 


_ “The Sebring Pottery Co. and the Saxon China Co., report the 
: 
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installation of what appears to be an entirely new _ batting-out 
machine. This consists of a lever to which is attached a batting 
block, the arrangement being so made, that the batter is brought 
down to the block in such a manner as to make a perfect bat. 

“It is contended by these two firms that with this appliance, an 
inexperienced man is able to bat out with considerable less trouble 
and effort than on the old system. 

“The batting block being counter-balanced is raised and lowered 
with ease. 

“The Mercer Pottery Co., has installed an automatic machine for 
making the pins used by the glost kilnmen. The machine produces 
the pins in the form of a solid ribbon, each upper section of pins 
lying between the lower section. The width of the ribbon is equi- 
valent to 27 saucer pins. It will be readily understood that due to 
the fact that the individual pins are not allowed to hang separately 
from the die but are interlocked with one another, they cannot 
possibly twist or become crooked. 

“It is found that pins can be made in very much larger quanti- 
ties with less labor and a better pin produced. The Mercer Pot- 
tery Co., has also installed a new type of dipping mangle which not 
only carries the ware away from the dipper, but conveys it from 
three different points to a general collecting point in a stillage 
room. Dipping mangles have also been installed by the Homer 
Laughlin China Co., The Sebring Pottery Co., the Mayer China 
Co., and the Pope-Gosser China Co. 

“Further sagger making machines have been installed by the 
Homer Laughlin China Co., The Mayer China Co., and the W. S. 
George Pottery Co., at plants one and three. 

“Automatic stove rooms of the Ferris Wheel type have been in- 
stalled by the Homer Laughlin China Co., and one conveyor stove 
room made by the Philadelphia Textile Machinery Co., by the 
Mayer China Co. The Onondaga Pottery Co., have also rebuilt 
practically all of their stove rooms with improved methods. of 
drying. 

“The Saxon China Co., reports the installation of two pug mills 
working in conjunction with one another. The one horizontal and 
the other upright, the clay being delivered for the second pugging 
from one pug to the other by means of bucket conveyors. Addi- 
tional pug mills have also been installed by the W. S. George Pot- 
tery Co., at Plant No. 2. A number of conveyors have also been 
‘installed by the Saxon China Co., for delivering clay to the clay 
shops and this company also reports the extensive use of convey- 
ors through the factory in relation of which is an automatic Bar- 
ber-Greene loader for taking care of broken saggers, cinders, etc. 
The Salem China Co., erected coal unloader made by the Fairfield 
Engineering Co., of Lancaster, O. The Onondaga Pottery Co., 
have installed a Galion coal unloader with a hopper storage and 
also equipped their boilers with underfeed automatic stokers. The 
company has also put into service five gasoline truck tractors for 
handling fuel and materials. Taylor, Smith & Taylor Pottery Co., 
have installed a Godfrey system for unloading their coal cars and 
a Lowden overhead distributing system for handling coal in the 
factory. The W. S. George Pottery Co., have also installed a 
Lowden overhead distributing system for distributing coal to their 
kilns. The committee also received a report from the Mt. Clemens 
Pottery Co., saying that they are installing 32 Proctor dryers. 
The system which these dryers operate is what is known as the 
humidity temperature control system. 

“Tt is evident from the information gained by your committee, 
that many manufacturers are installing various labor saving de- 
vices, either for the handling of coal or raw materials, also erect- 
ing some special machines which have been devised in the last two 
years. Further than that, little work appears to have been done 
to solve any more of our mechanical problems.” 

Statistics Committee Report 

Mr. Arthur Mayer, of the Mayer China Co., Beaver 
Falls, Pa., presented the report of the Statistics Commit- 
tee for Joseph Mayer, the committee chairman, who was 
detained at his home.

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The report follows: 

“The production of earthenware and china in the United States 
of the grades of pottery ware made by the members of this 
association was as follows: white granite, semi-porcelain and 
‘C. C’ ware, $29,700,000; china, $7,625,000. This in value is an 
increase of $5,711,725, or 18 6-10ths per cent over the produc- 
tion of 1918. 

“The importations of decorated china and earthenware for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1920 from all countries amounted to 
$7,517,283, while the importations for all undecorated ware 
amounted to $1,178,987, or a total of $8,696,270. 

“The Jackson China Co., of DuBois, Pa., has been reorganized 
under the name of the Jackson Vitrified China Co., with a capital 
stock of $600,000, and is being equipped with three Owen tunnel 
kilns. 

“The new pottery at Greensburg, Pa., is progressing slowly. 
Buildings are not all erected. It is expected that it will be at 
least next April before this plant is ready for operation. 

“The Hopewell China Corporation of Hopewell, Virginia, in- 
corpated under the laws of Virginia with an authorized capital 
of $315,000, is now in operation, making a line of semi-vitreous 
dinnerware only. It has three Biscuit and four Glost kilns, and 
two pair of eight tile decorating kilns. All the kilns are equipped 
to burn fuel oil exclusively. It has all the latest type of labor 
saving devices, including McMasters Stove Rooms, Kinnard Bat- 
ting-out machines, Bucher-Smith Ball Bearing Jiggers, Lather, 
etc. All the machinery is driven by individual electric motors. 

“The Albright China Company referred to in last year’s report 
has been slow in construction and it is said will not be completed 
till some time next spring. 

“A new pottery at Massillon, Ohio, is started and arrange- 
ments made for the machinery, etc. 

“Tt is reported that the Honter Knowles Pottery Company is 
located at Santa Clara, California, and about to break ground. 

“The Mt. Clemens Pottery Company has added a Bisque and 
Glost Harrop Tunnel Kiln and doubled their capacity, expecting 
to have the new part in operation before the new year. 

“The Hall China Company has rebuilt and modernized for 
casting a large part of the former Goodwin Pottery, erected dec- 
orating kilns and placed this plant in operation last July. 

“The D. E. McNicol Pottery Company has placed the East End 
plant formerly owned by the General Porcelain Company in 
operation in the manufacture of rock and yellow ware. The 
small plant in which they formerly made this product has been 
turned into a white ware plant and they have erected an addi- 
tional kiln. This plant is known as D. E. McNicol Pottery Com- 
pany Plant No. 3. 

“The Pope-Gosser China Company at Coshocton have com- 
pleted and put in operation the two kilns referred to in last 
report, making it a nine kiln plant. 

“The Owen China Company of Minerva, Ohio, have placed in 
operation the three new kilns referred to in last report, making 
it a ton kiln plant. 

“The Summit China Company, Akron, Ohio, placed in opera- 
_tion this year a new kiln, making seven kilns. 

“The Sterling China Company, Wellsville, Ohio, are building 
an addition to take care of casting Cooking ware which line they 
have transferred to from hotel chinaware. 

“The Limoges China Company, Sebring, Ohio, have completed 
Glost and Decorating Tunnel Kilns referred to in last report. 

“The Potters Co-operative Company of East Liverpool, Ohio, 
have taken over the No. 2 plant of the Standard Pottery Com- 
pany, making the firm seventeen kilns. 

“Arrangements have been made for the purchase and operation 
of the four kiln plant at Chittenango, New York, by three East 
Liverpool men. They will manufacture jet ware, principally tea 
pots. 

“Several potteries are introducing oil as a fuel for firing kilns. 

“The deaths occurring during this year have been probably more 
numerous than any in the history of this association. 

“Walter Scott Lenox, president of the ‘Lenox Incorporated,’ 
Trenton, New Jersey, died January 11, 1920, at Trenton, New 
Jersey. 
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“John George, president of the Canonsburg Pottery Company, 
died at Canonsburg, Penn., February 17, 1920. Aged 62 years. 

“Henry P. Knoblock, general manager of the Potters Co- 
operative Company, East Liverpool, Ohio, died at Niles, Ohio, 
on April 8, 1920. 

“George F. Young, president of the Roseville Pottery Com- 
pany, died at his home in Zanesville, Ohio, May 9, 1920. : 

“James Moses, owner of the Mercer Pottery Company, Tren- 
ton, New Jersey, died at Spring Lake, New Jersey, on October 
8, 1920. 

“Robert T. Hall, secretary-treasurer of the Hall China Com- 
pany, East Liverpool, Ohio, died at his home in East Liverpool, 
Ohio, on November 18, 1920. Aged 43 years. 


“Ambrose J. Cartwright of Cartwright Brothers Company, 
died on November 21, 1920. 
“George M. Jaques, co-owner of Tur Crockery g GtLass 


JourNAL, died at his home in New York City, June 1, 1920. Aged 
74 years.” 


Health Report 


William Mushet, as health inspector for the eastern pot- 
tery district presented the Potters’ Association with the 
following report: 

“In submitting my annual report, I desire to thank both employ- 
ers and employees in Trenton for their generous donations to re- 
lieve the necessities of our people who require help, and wish to 
assure them that it is gratefully appreciated. 

“The principal improvements in Trenton are: 

“The installation of a portable vacuum sweeper in two of Tren- 
ton Potteries Co.’s, plants and in John Maddock & Sons. They are 
slow in operating but they remove all dust and are operated while 
the men are at work. The men are highly pleased with them and 
we believe it is only by some such system as this that we can get 
rid of the dust. 

“In the new plant of Lenox Inc. they have hoods and fans for 
finishers and ware cleaners, which remove all dust. 

“The Lamberton China Works are installing a stationary device 
to remove all dust from kilndrawers and placers. 

“Many minor improvements have been made in nearly all of the 
shops. 

“We compiled a draft of tentative laws to govern the proposed 
Sick, Disability and Old Age Pension systems as adopted at your 
last annual meeting, and tried to get a joint meeting in June, but on 
account of the absence of Mr. Charles Sebring in Europe, the East 
Liverpool committee deemed it best to postpone it until his return. 
For various reasons we could not hold a meeting until November 
4th, when representatives of the sanitary trade and N. B. of O. P. 
met at the William Penn Hotel, Pittsburgh. Mr. George of East 
Palestine was the only one present representing the generalware 
trade. A set of rules and regulations was presented, which repre- 
sented the work of some months, and which was compiled after 
consultation with experts from insurance companies and other lines 
who have had experience in such matters. These were adopted, 
after some modifications unanimously. They were offered for con- 
sideration of the Western Committee, who met in East Liverpool. 
Mr. W. E. Wells criticized the proposed plan, showed the trouble 
in collecting dues, etc., and advocated a plan where every employer 
would conduct their own insurance, harmonizing in a measure with 
the plan outlined by the Joint Committee, to be tried for one year. 

“T visited East Liverpool, and am pleased to report the installa- 
tion of first class toilets and rooms for kilnmen and dippers to eat 
in at the C. C. Thompson Co.’s, plant and toilets in Harkers No. 1. 
and Kittanning potteries. 

“The Shenango China Co., are about to install a complete system 
to remove dust in drawing kilns and cleaning the ware. 

“Additional toilets have been promised for the Dresden Pottery 
and many other improvements have been procured in East Liver- 
pool, which are greatly appreciated by the workmen. 

“The increase in our receipts has enabled us to provide tubercu- 
losis treatment for non-members of the N. LB. of O. P. and to ob- 
tain the services of more specialists when necessary for our own 
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people. We have had 90 treated in the city hospitals and 30 cases 
in hospitals in Philadelphia. The most serious cases are those of 
growth in the stomach, where the patient cannot swallow any solid 
food, and there is one case of this in the American Stomach Hospi- 
tal in Philadelphia. Two cases of cancer; one case was SUuccess~ 
fully operated on and the man has been working for six months. 

“We have had one kilnman from East Liverpool successfully 
treated in the U. of P. Hospital, Philadelphia; James Bastian and 
James Myler, dishmaker are now improving in the same hospital. 
John Brindley, kilnman, Mt. Clemens, Mich., has been success- 
fully treated by Dr. Grayson, asthma specialist, of Philadelphia. 

“We have had six new cases of tuberculosis this year—only one 
is improving, against 15 cases last year. 

“Tt may be interesting to note the improvement in the death rate 
for the N. B. of O. P. for the last two years:

“Tn 1919, deaths included 29 influenza; 49 pneumonia; eight kill- 
ed in action. The membership has increased from 7,600 to 9,000. 


John A. Campbell Reports 


John A. Campbell, as chairman of the Eastern Health 
Committee, of which John Maddock and Charles Howell 
Cook are associate members, presented this statement to 
the convention : 


“Your Eastern Health Committee would respectfully report. that 
during the past year the progress made in conserving health of 
the employes of the potteries has been in the main, satisfactory and 
encouraging. The various plants were never in better sanitary 
condition. The manufacturers have shown their readiness and 
willingness to respond to any reasonable requests for changes in 
plants or working conditions in line with modern hygienic re- 
quirements. The workmen are realiznig the need for care and 
watchfulness on their part, and the spirit of opposition to health 
rules and regulations has practically disappeared. We have ma- 
terially modified the old stigma, rightly or wrongly attached to 
the industry as an unhealthy one, due to lead poisoning or dis- 
eases superinduced by dust. 

“Insurance companies no longer revise policies to the potters. 
Doctors do not now offhand claim that every sick potter is suffer- 
ing from lead colic. We have had the benefit of the advice of 
some of the best surgeons and diagnosticians in the University 
of Pennsylvania Hospital in Philadelphia. They are much inter- 
ested in the physical condition of our employees, have examined 
many of them without charge, taking them under observation, and 
in some cases operated on them, and have been most helpful to 
the industry. They expect soon to publish some of their general 
deductions regarding the health of the men employed in the 
potteries. 

“The hospital fund in Trenton, to which employer and em- 
ployees contribute an equal amount, entitles each and every 
employee, in whatever capacity, to be cared for in any hospital 
in the city without charge. It has proved its worth beyond ques- 
tion, and the men and women in the pottery industry regard it 
not as a charity fund but as health insurance, and it is receiving 
their hearty support. 

“We express the hope that the Sick, Disability and Old Age 
Pension Fund will soon be an established fact. The industry 
should take some care of its employees in time of sickness, and 
when old age and disability comes upon them they should not 
be turned over to the community at large to contribute to their 
support. 

“We solicit your continued co-operation in this work.’

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Satisfying the Employee 


Small things count, and particularly, says a department 
tore superintendent, in establishing cordial relations be- 
een the store management and the personnel. In re- 
ewing his experience, he finds that the chief reason 
hy a large concern is apt to slight the interests of its 
ployees is in applying too general a policy instead of 
ing mindful of the individual viewpoint. In other 
words, the personal element is placed in the background 
‘and the individuals considered as mere machines. 
| “It is obviously impossible,” he said, “for a store owner 
employing more than a thousand people to keep in direct 
touch with all of them. Besides the work of management 
and merchandising, the owner has too many other duties 
to allow him time to cultivate the acquaintance of his 
individual employees. Even the personnel or employment 
manager has his job cut out for him to keep abreast of 


° 


all the little problems of relationship between the store - 


and its people. And yet a good deal of labor unrest is 
charged to the very fact that in large concerns no per- 
‘sonal interest is taken in the workers. In the old days, 
it is explained, the boss knew everybody working for 
him, and was even acquainted with the family affairs of 
his people. 

_ “The problem of restoring the interest of manage- 
‘ment in the affairs of the people is a pressing one. By 
numerous firms it is being worked out by encouraging 
‘social activities and by providing such conveniences as 
‘restaurants, rest rooms, libraries and gymnasiums. All 
these things are accomplishing some good, but my one 
objection is that they are more or less stereotyped forms 
of personnel work. In fact, many of them are put in with 
a sort of grudging spirit or else greatly exaggerated as 
| gifts of the management. Sometimes, too, the purpose 
is evident hypocrisy, as in the case where the employees 
really need and desire a wage increase, and instead of it 
get a peace offering in the shape of a vacant room turned 
into a library. That is only temporizing and, make no 
‘mistake, the people resent the trick played on them. In- 
stead of making them more content they are apt to grow 
‘more sullen. Consequently, I have small use for the ordi- 
nary makeshifts designed to catch the good-will of em- 
ployes. The first thing to do before installing libraries, 
rest rooms and restaurants is to see that the workers have 
‘no complaint on the score of wages paid them, that their 
working conditions are comfortable and that their physi- 
cal well being is assured. 

. “After these matters are settled, then it is time for the 
employment manager to work out his little schemes for 
promoting harmony, and one of the first rules to follow 
is that the ‘little things count.’ 
things they are frequently overlooked, and it is only the 
man who fully realizes the importance of his work who 
takes the pains to investigate and find out the actual 
‘wants of his people. The man who belongs more to the

“One instance of original thinking occurs to me. There 
is a fine store in the Middle West that is up to date in 
every particular. Wages and working conditions were of 
the best, and then came a stroke that showed a bit of 
employment genius. The employes’ entrance, usually a 
drab, back door affair with the customary time clock and 
an eagle-eyed watchman, was turned into an entrance 
that might be taken for one leading into a private resi- 
dence. The effect on the employes can be imagined. And 
the impression was made at that very important time, the 
beginning of the day’s work. 

“Such thoughtfulness is the kind that counts and pays 
a dollar and cents reward, even though the expenditure 
is a small one, but it takes more than conventional think- 
ing to hit on a plan of the kind. It also takes something 
besides sitting at a desk in an office and reading per- 


sonal literature.”

' tailer who has used that system with particularly good re- 


sults during the recent and present trying trade conditions. 
_ The chief advantage he holds forth for the inventory 
_ based on selling price is that, since the final arbitor of 


yalues is the public, the retail price standard prevents un- 

due effort on the part of the merchant to get back his 

profit and the cost no matter how high the latter may be. 

In other words, the system promotes a readier sale of 
_merchandise because the prices are those which the public 
accepts. 

The retailer in question placed emphasis on the fact that, 
to operate by such methods, it was absolutely necessary 
for the merchant to keep posted on conditions, know his 

markets, and guard against poor purchases. He was 
frank to admit that in his line, which is clothing, fully 90 
per cent of the dealers are not sufficiently well equipped 
in the manner described to operate successfully along the 
lines he laid down. 

“We disregard cost entirely,” he said, “in drawing up 

our inventories. Once the goods have arrived and are 
_ examined to see if they are in proper condition, we forget 
all about costs except for reference purposes. When 
inventory time comes along we go through our stock and 
set prices that we know are correct—the prices our cus- 
tomers are paying. When our total is reached, then we 
take off an arbitrary mark-up of one-third, and the re- 


_Maining sum represents the cost of the merchandise 


whether it is the actual cost or not. Of course our cost 
figures are at hand to guide us and show the difference 
between our actual and the estimated cost, but the margin 
one way or the other shows whether we own our goods 
cheaper or higher than the market. But no matter what 
the difference may be, our prices, based on what the cus- 
tomer will pay, are the prices fixed on the merchandise. 
“Tt seems to me that any other method is something like 
putting the cart before the horse. Take the present trade 
Situation. The public refuses to pay former high prices. 


- Inventory Based 


on Selling Costs 


Now, is the real merchant going to insist upon getting 
back the cost of his goods and a normal profit? If he is, 
I have grave doubts of his pulling through in the hard 
months ahead. As a matter of fact, regardless of what 
he paid for his merchandise, the dealer is going to sell it 
only at the price the public will pay and no higher. There- 
fore, the system the dealer uses in an emergency like the 
present one is actually the system we use all the time, 
namely that of basing a price on what the public will pay 
and not on what it ought to pay in view of the cost. 

“The inventory based on selling price is, to my mind, 
the only correct method of establishing the condition of a 
business. Of course, it calls not only for good selling, 
but good buying judgment. Ridiculous prices cannot be 
put on merchandise with any hope of successfully operat- 
ing this system, because it stands or falls on the correct 
interpretation of the consumer demand. Neither can a 
series of bad purchases lead anywhere but to disaster. 
The time to consider cost is not when the retail price is 
being put on goods, but when the purchase is being made. 
In order to know good value a buyer has to be sure of 
himself, know conditions, and when to buy and when not 
to buy. If every care is taken to secure the best mer- 
chandise at the best price, then the cost of the article can 
be forgotten after it reaches the store, for the most im- 
portant thing then is to put on a price that will prove at- 
tractive to customers. 

“Most of the trouble we are now having in business is 
due to the fact that the public desire was ignored. Just 
because the dealer thought he was sure of large profits 
because he owned goods cheaper than the market when 
one advance was heaped on another, was the principal 
reason why losses are now being taken. Cost does not 
establish the price; the buyer attends to that. Paper 
profits during the period now ending were too easily 
made. It takes a sale to yield a profit, and that point was 
forgotten by many dealers. The chief benefit of the in- 
ventory figured on the retail selling price is that it con- 
siders the customer first, which is another way of saying 
that the public sets the price.” 


Saving Waste for Fuel 


“Old rags, old bots” is a familiar call where the itiner- 
ant dealer in “junk” or the tin peddler makes his rounds, 
and those who have dealt with him know that he buys also 
discarded or waste metal and rubber. His was one of the 
first industries in the United States that made a business 
of saving “waste material.” Among later similar indus- 
tries is one that utilizes waste coal and waste petroleum 
residue in making fuel briquets. During the last ten years 
two and three-quarter million tons of fuel briquets have 
been made in the United States and sold for more than 


i 


$14,000,000. The principle raw materials used in this in- 
dustry are culm from the anthracite mines of Pennsyl- 
vania, slack produced by the rehandling of coal shipped by 
vessel to the head of Lake Superior, and carbon residue 
from the manufacture of oil gas. In 1919 twelve briquet- 
ing plants were in operation in the United States—five in 
the Eastern States, four in the Central States, and three 
on the Pacific coast. The output of these plants in 1919, 
according to the United States Geological Survey, De- 
partment of the Interior, was 295,734 short tons, valued at 
$2,301,054.

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Window Displays Now a Fine Art 


The Latest Developments in Window Display Fully 
Described and Analized 


HE TIME when a handful of artificial flowers and a 
couple of stands draped with velvet composed what was 
considered an elaborate window display has passed into 


dows full of merchandise.. Some attempt was made to 
get a symmetrical arrangement and, on special occasions,

The word “display” it- 
self is giving way to the new 
term, “production.” The dis- 
play manager of the progressive 


store is an important personage, 


with talents that no longer will 
tolerate the humble title of win- 
dow dresser. With the new 


found dignity of his position, 


he is an artist and yet a practi- 
cal business man devoting his 
study not alone to the creation 
of color harmonies and imagina- 
tive composition, but to the task 
of selling store ideas to the 
throng that passes by his stage 
—the show window. The im- 
portance of these ideas has so 
impressed his employer that 
money is now being spent in 
thousands when it was a mighty 
task to extract hundreds for the 
purpose in the past. 

The development in the art 
of window display was describ- 
ed by John H. Beyer, who has 
charge of that work for Mc- 
Creery’s on  Thirty-fourth 
Street, off Fifth Avenue, which 
has delighted not only the pub- 
lic, but competent art critics by 
the lavishness and good taste of 
its display effects. There would 
probably be quite a surprise in 
store for those who write letters 
complimenting the store on its 
artistic achievements if they 
were to meet the creator of these 
productions. He does not look 


much over twenty-two, and yet 


by many he is considered the 
leader in his profession.

Origin of the Word ‘Tumbler’ 


Has it ever occurred to you to won- 
der as to the origin of words? Here 
is the explanation of one which is used 
every day by people in the trade, yet 
it is doubtful if its source is known to 
many. 

Nearly everyone is familiar with the 
toy which, having a weighted round 
base, stands upright no matter how 
often upset, and it is from this very 
toy, quite popular during the fifteenth 
and sixteenth centuries in Europe, es- 
pecially Italy, that the word “Tum- 
bler’” meaning “drinking glass,” has 
been handed down, since these toys 
were called “tomboli.” 

Authentic reports show that the ear- 
liest tumblers on record were manu- 
factured of either wood or metal, and 
with a round base, were so weighted 
that when empty, they could be laid 
on their side, and when filled were kept 
upright by virtue of the weight of the 
liquid they held. 

There are still to be found in some 
parts of Europe, tumblers of this na- 
ture, and on a few recently located in 
Germany, one may faintly discern, 
through the blackness of ages, the 
words: 


“Lay me down when empty, 
I'll stand again when full.”

cle would also bear a price ticket. The policy we find suc- 
cessful is to play up our bargains in newspaper advertis- 
ing, and then present a charming window display that has 
no connection whatsoever with the sale going on. We 
strive to get a beautiful effect that will impress the public 
with quality of the merchandise which the store has to 
offer. The result, we believe, is to make the bargain 
seeker even more satisfied with whatever articles are 
bought because, while we stress the point of value in our 
other advertising, we emphasize the quality in our win- 
dows. ‘This overcomes the problem which many store 
owners think they face in trying to meet customers on 
both a value and a quality basis. 

“As I have pointed out, the display manager must play 
the dual role of artist and business man. He must study 
art and composition but not the neglect of commercial 
principles. Thus the house-furnishing buyer, when it 
comes time for him to show new goods, may insist upon 
displaying a complete range of his line in his window to 
show customers how complete the line is, That is where 
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every one who looks into his windows. ‘The artistically 
inclined will regard his work from an aesthetic standpoint, 
the bargain seeker from another. On one day, having no 
need of a china set, a woman will admire the artistic effect 
of a window and overlook the merchandise. On another, 
she will be on the point of buying a dinner set and be 
caught by a cleverly baited window. ‘That is where the 
display man has to be clear himself on the point he wishes 
to make, just as the writer and the painter. If he wishes 
to emphasize the set he may use it alone. If he desires to 
make a quality appeal, then he may provide a beautiful set- 
ting. 

“It is by the proper handling of his different materials 
that the display manager gets results. He can sell an idea 
or a lamp by the proper manipulation of his window 
effects, and the difference between the new and the old dis- 
play methods is that the importance of setting a store ideal 
has at last been recognized. We are getting thousands of 
dollars for our purpose now, right out of the advertising 
appropriation, when formerly we had to be content with 
hundreds. Our most elaborate displays are now called 
productions, and they deserve that name, because the store

the display manager ought to go to the mat with him. A 
few of the articles are enough to show, as long as they are 
shown artistically. In settling his color scheme arrange- 
ments, the display manager when competent should have 
the veto power over the demands of other store executives. 

“When I say that the commercial side of display should 
not be neglected, I do not mean that it is necessary to go 
back to filling windows with a promiscuous amount of 
merchandise all properly price ticketed. There are more 
subtle ways of handling the problem than this. Once a 
store has educated the public to expect the most artistic 
effects in its windows, value emphasis, or impelling cus- 
tomers to come into the store to buy, is readily obtained by 
very simple artifices, and at practically no expense to the 
reputation of having beautiful windows. The display 
manager cannot hope to create the same impression on 


window of the near future will be as compelling as the 
most sumptuous stage production. 

“Tn the way of further development, I can see the appli- 
cation of the window idea to displays right through the 
store. What benefit do we get from a lavish expenditure 
on the windows when the effect is destroyed by a color 
riot in a showcase within the store? The object we will 
strive for is to take the customer’s eye outside the store. 
and.compel a visit within, where, by other artistic displays, 
the customer will be led right up to the counter. 

“From a practical standpoint, our program here is by no 
means as expensive as might be imagined. A good part of 
the cost of our display effects is met by the sale of the ma- 
terial after it is used. ‘The remaining cost is charged to 
advertising and, since we can trace down actual sales made 
by our windows, it is a legitimate charge.”

The Philadelphia retail druggists recently got into a 
wrangle with the telephone company, with the result that 
the majority of drug stores are now without public pay 
stations. Though booths are being installed in other kinds 
of stores as rapidly as possible, it is still a problem to find 
a place to phone from. 

A large drug store in the heart of the city, making a 
specialty of gifts, toilet articles, etc., has taken advantage 
of the psychological moment by running a streamer in its 
window which reads: 

“You can telephone from here.” 

Here is both an extension of courtesy to customers and 
a clever means of attracting them inside where at least they 
can not escape looking over the stock. 


A firm in Iowa opened a new housewares department in 
an out-of-the-way portion of their store, and for several 
months this department was considered a practical failure 
on account of the lack of customers. Finally, in despera- 
tion, the firm created this idea to bring visitors to the new 
department: Each customer in any other part of the store 
was given a coupon, with every twenty-five cent purchase, 
goods for one cent in trade in the housewares department.

building trade has provided a desk at which they can figure 
their needs, instead of having to do it at the counter, or 
worse still, go to the dealer’s private office and interfere 
with his own work. 


A department store has found it worth while to have 
“Ad Stations” around the store where the daily advertise- 
“ments is posted so that any one who has not seen it may 
\look it over. A frame is used, a large attractive heading 
with the words, “Today’s Ad” attracts attention to the 
posted advertisement, which is read by many of the cus- 
tomers of the store. Other stores advertising cut prices, 
‘such as the chain stores use this idea to some extent. The 
current prices are shown by using the newspaper adver- 
tisement as a price list. Pasted to cardboard it will last 
until the next advertisement is issued. 


In most stores there are a number of glass counter cases 
“replacing the old fashioned counter. It is often not a 
' good thing to make displays on these because the displays 
on the outside will hide the displays inside the case. A 
merchant hit upon a method of securing additional show 

Space by hanging several glass shelves, one above each 
glass counter. Light lines are displayed on these and 
make many additional sales as they are seen by all who 
| walk down the aisle of the store.

A merchant had a stock of lamps that were suitable for 
farm houses, and others, where a good light was required 
on a table so that the family could gather around it. It 
was a new patented affair which none had seen in use in 
the locality before. They did not sell, prospective cus- 
tomers seemed to distrust it. 


A friend asked the merchant, “Do they really give as 
good a light as the circulars say they do?” The merchant 
hesitated, then admitted, “Hanged if I know.” 


“Why don’t you try one, then?” asked his friend. To- 
gether they put the lamp in commission, filled the reser- 
voir and lighted it. The lamp did more than the modest 
advertiser said it would. 

While they were admiring it a woman came in and saw 
the brilliant light.

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What Is Real Salesmanship? 


The Art of Selling is Discussed in"All Its Angles 


N THE course of conversation the other-day the question 
arose among business men as to what salesmanship 
really is. One of the men immediately voiced the opinion 
that it was something which could not be defined. 
Whether he knew it or not, he had the backing of the 
standard dictionaries, for all they say about the word is 
that it isa noun. Another member of the group, a buyer, 
asserted that so far as he could see salesmanship con- 
sisted of offering a buyer something he wanted at the time 
he wanted it. 

“I have heard a great deal about how salesmen have 
done this and done that in getting orders,” he said, “but it 
has been my personal experience that no salesman ever got 
an order unless he came to me at a time when I saw a 
need of the goods he had, or else showed me something 
that was so attractive my judgment told me to take it 
regardless of what he said in its behalf. Many times it has 
been the price alone which has meant an order for one 
salesman and disappointment for another, while at other 
times the deciding factor has been the ability of the con- 
cern represented by the successful salesman to make the 
deliveries I required. As most salesmen have no way of 
knowing just when I am in the market for goods, and 


‘ 


have no control over prices or delivery, I maintain that 
luck plays a large part in selling goods, and that it is the 
salesman who is lucky enough to have conditions right 
for him who gets the business. In any event, although I 
have bought millions of dollars’ worth of goods in my 
time, I don’t think I ever have actually been ‘sold’ a dol- 
lar’s worth.” 

“I think you are wrong there,” spoke up a third member 
of the group, a man who had had his day with the grip. 
“There is more to ‘selling goods than sheer luck. I will 
admit that it is not possible to ‘sell’ a man who absolutely 
won’t be ‘sold,’ but many times a very slight desire to buy 


goods has been transformed into a nice order by the right 


kind of work on the part of a salesman. I don’t mean 
the salesman who gets his orders by scaring a buyer into 
putting his name on the dotted line, for it is that kind of 
salesman who gets the cancellations for his house when 
the thing held up as the bugaboo fails to materialize. Un- 
fortunately, there are many salesmen of that type, and 
they make selling all the harder for the good salesmen by 
planting suspicion of all traveling men in the minds of 
buyers. ves

“Until a relatively short time ago,” he went on, “‘sales- 
manship was regarded as the art of selling a man some- 
thing he didn’t want or didn’t need. In those days the 
average salesman was in the, class with the book agent. 
He practically belabored his prospect with talk until the 
latter gave, in from sheer inability to withstand the as- 
sault any longer. Or else he played the ‘good fellow’ part 
so well that the buyer felt like a piker if he didn’t give 
the salesman an order. 

_ “All of us know that the day of the ‘wind bag’ and the 
‘free spender’ is over. Nowadays, a man has to have 
-more than an ability to talk a tin ear on his prospect or to 
provide lavish entertainment that is generally recovered 

in the price of the goods. ‘To be reasonably successful he 
must have a certain amount of personality, for unless he 
has he will have a considerable handicap to overcome in 
getting buyers to do business. Hearty handshakes backed 
by trumped up smiles and artificial inquiries about the 
welfare of the buyer are not enough. he latter knows 
that they are insincere as well as the salesman does. Some- 
times the very effusion of a greeting betrays its insincerity. 
T believe that unless a man has a natural ability to make 

other men like him, which means an agreeable personality, 
he is better off in some other line of work. 

“Also, it is necessary for a salesman to be absolutely 
fair and aboveboard in selling his accounts. He must put 
aside any temptation to benefit himself at a buyer’s ex- 
pense, and at the same time he must not sell out the in- 
terests of his employer in order to get business. It has 
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HIRSCH-MALGOOD CO. 
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rightfully been said that some salesmen are their em- 
ployers’ worst enemies. 

“Coupled with the necessary attributes of personality 
and squareness, a salesman must have the ability to render 
his customers helpful service. In fact, | know of no bet- 
ter way of getting and keeping an account than to do 
something which will really benefit a buyer. ‘There are 
innumerable ways in which it can be done, ranging all the 
way from keeping him properly posted on market condi- 
tions in a general way to- helping him solve specific 
problems. 

“In one case of solving specific problems that came to 
my attention not very long ago, a salesman handling a line 
of women’s novelty sweaters passed up a chance of getting 
a fat order from a new and inexperienced buyer because 
he knew that to have taken it would have meant putting 
the buyer ‘in a hole.” Because of the buyer’s inexperience 
the stock in his department had become very badly bal- 
anced, and when he was told by the owner of the store to 
put on a sale he was almost in despair. He realized that 
to put a sale on with the stock he had would mean a fizzle 
and probably the loss of his job. Almost providentially 
the salesman in question came along at that time on one 
of his regular trips. 

“Having made a study of retail merchandising with a 
view to finding new angles with which to get business, the 
salesman was in a position to help the buyer out. The 
latter had testatively drawn up a large and varied order for 
goods, which the salesman could have had in full had he

sand dollars’ worth of his products every year. The

T HERE is probably no one, especially one who pretends 
to be a merchant, who will question the value of adver- 
tising, but there are thousands who shrug their shoulders 
and say, “Oh, yes, I believe in advertising, but—. Wwe 
“believe in advertising for the other fellow, but—when it 
“comes home to roost our belief is tinged with unbelief, an 
. ‘unbelief we do not wish to admit, but which our reason 
forces upon us. 
The retailer is confronted with the problem of reaching 
‘the prospective customer. The newspapers hold out to 
him, except in unusual cases, the quickest and best method 
of reaching a large number at a given cost. But the news- 
paper has its limitations. Where can the retailer go for 
additional opportunities for reaching his audience? 

~ What medium can he use to secure local distribution of 
his messages other than the newspapers? With few ex- 
ceptions he can only have recourse to direct advertising 
through the mails. One of the exceptions that comes to 
mind is the use of theater programs, movie slides, etc. 
These latter are only in their infancy and usually are of 
little value except in the smaller places. ‘This is not alto- 
gether the fault of the slide. Its style, its text and 
illustrated matter are not bad, but the fault lies with the 
Movie picture operator. It would appear from an experi- 
ence in many places that while the owner of the theater 
receives, perhaps solicits, remuneration from this class of 
advertising, he does nothing to make it resultful. The 
Operator is not in sympathy with the advertising idea and 
he shows the slides in such a manner that probably not 
one in ten evér read them, or he makes it impossible in 
some way for them to read them, or he makes them un- 
popular by showing a number in quick succession. 

The movie slide and film will eventually come into its 
own, but the retailer who trustfully advertises in this way 
hhad better check up the showing of the slides by spending 
an evening once in a while at the picture house and 
‘observe whether he is getting what he pays for, or what 
‘a progressive manufacturer is paying for on his behalf. 

The mails offer the retailer an additional medium of 
teaching his prospects. While we will deal principally 
with the direct-by-mail idea, we might say before taking 
up the matter that practically all the advertising literature 
that can be sent through the mails can also be delivered 
by hand. It may be delivered by hand through a house- 

house distribution. It may be distributed on the streets

and markets, at large gatherings, etc. It may be delivered 
to the customer in the store. 

House-to-house distribution offers a very good method 
of reaching all householders. All the value of this kind 
of distribution can be eliminated by a poor method of 
‘delivery. A great deal of the effectiveness of house-to- 
house delivery is lost if there is so much advertising mat- 
‘ter distributed in this manner that it becomes obnoxious 
‘to the householder. 

__ A house-to-house distribution should be such that the 
advertisement gets into the home. If it is thrown care- 
lessly upon the lawn or porch, where the wind and the 
rain, where the smoke and the dust can have their will, a 
large percentage never reaches the person it is intended 
for. 

Two things enter into the proper distribution from 
house to house of the retailer’s advertising matter. First, 
the method of distribution; second, the matter distributed 
or the form of the advertising literature. 

Advertising literature should be delivered by responsible 
i | persons, not by irresponsible boys. It should not be care- 
lessly thrown about, but either handed into the house or 
placed i in the mail box. 

The form of the advertisement has a great deal to do 
with its reception, whether delivered by hand or by mail. 
Tf the advertisement is a sale sheet printed upon the 
poorest of news stock with smudgy ink it will not receive 
_agreat amount of consideration. That kind of advertising 
will appeal to those who are looking for bargains, but 
when delivered in.a haphazard manner at the usual sale 
times, as is the common practice, they are often looked 
: eo as a nuisance and are not read. 

The sale bill; or dodger, can be made attractive in 
Bestance as well as readable and effective by presenting 
it in the form of a folder. A folder approaches more the 
Style of a book and is more attractive than a single sheet, 
especially when the sheet is crumpled up instead of being 
carefully folded into handy size. 

The usual sale bill or dodger is printed full newspaper 
page size. ‘This is often done so that the same matter 
ean be printed in the local paper as well. If the large 
sheet is to be used, the layout can be such that the page 
may be folded into two or four leaves, making four or 
eight pages respectively. Half of these will be blank, if 
only one side of the large sheet is printed. 

__ Another form of dodger may be used, and one that is 

far more attractive, while it costs but little more. The 
new form is distinctly a folder. The copy is to be ar- 
tTanged in such form that the advertising sheet may be 
folded into small size yet contain all the value of the older 
and less wieldly form. 

The folder form will permit the advertiser to use better 
paper at as low a cost because the folder may be printed 
on both sides of the paper. The headlines need not be 
‘quite so glaring in size, because on the small folded page 
the headline type will appear larger than on a large page. 

qj The two pages that appear to be the cover should be 
pecially attractive and contain some catch line or phrase 
hat will lead to the opening and reading of the folder.

, T: LEARN a lesson by experience is usually easy, 


Severe. 


During these last few weeks of retail business, buyers 
and managers who have closely studied their department 
or store have probably been aware of little discrepancies, 
slight faults, or mistakes in judgments which, while not 
serious enough to cause any anxiety about their volume 
of sales, would, however, if rectified have resulted in a 
little better business. 

A show case in the wrong place, goods not suited to 
each other on the same counter, colors not in harmony in 
close proximity, all these are little faults which can only be 
found out as such after careful observation. 

While they cannot be called serious in any meaning 
of the word, nevertheless, they should be corrected. Every 
merchant or buyer who has any interest in his profession 
wants, of course, to keep up his store’s efficiency to the 
highest degree. These little items are among the least 
venial of the faults committed during a rush of business. 

And in checking up on the recently past activities, does 
the executives say “Next year I must do so-and-so and 
remember not to do such-and-such?” Very good advice 
to himself, and yet if he but looks far enough back, he 
may transfer his thoughts to the year previous, where 
amid the quiet of a just passed Christmas rush, he stood 
on the same identical spot and uttered those self same 
words. 

There is no question ‘that a hard learned lesson is 
scarcely forgotten, but a series or group of smaller troubles 
often occur regularly year after year, until by their very 
persistence only are they finally taken cognizance of and 


’ remedied. 


Admitting that such is the case, that small petty annoy- 


ances and errors have crept up, when it was too late 
amidst the confusion of selling, to change them, a remedy 
appears necessary. 

There is one which seems to answer all purposes, and is 
yet withal so simple that it should scarcely be dignified 
by the term of remedy. 

The plan is simple, and consists in observation as for- 
merly, save that when a remark is made about future 
conduct of sales for next year, it should be written down. 

Buyers and store owners will find it invaluable to keep 
a “Christmas Book” near at hand for jotting down all 
those small little details which like bubbles in a pool, ap- 
pear, disturb the surface for awhile, then disappear, and 
are promptly forgotten till their reappearance. 

Such a book full of notations on past conduct of busi- 
ness would be a boon in times of preparedness and inval- 
uable to its owner during a period when smaller things 
are relegated to the background through pressure of 
more important matters. 

Every one interested during Christmas in selling china, 
glass or related items, owes it to himself, his store and his 
employers or employees to study minutely the actions and 
reactions of his customers that he may be guided by those 
actions during or before a similar period of unusual ac- 
tivity in the store. 

And not only should he carefully observe these things 
but the results of his thoughts should be crystallized in 
black and white, that he may not have cause, later, to re- 
proach himself with having overlooked the same identical 
‘but trivial detail he did last year. 

In a word, then, he should see it, think it and immed- 
iately write it, whereupon the notes may be laid on a shelf 
and forgotten for the time being to allow his mind to dwell 
on other matters.

Not that they 
are disinclined to give out information relative to the 
movement of their stocks and the condition of trade, for, 
on the contrary, they would be more than willing to tell 
of the good business they are enjoying if it were not for 
the fact that this same “good business” keeps them steadily 
engaged from the opening of the store to the closing hour. 
While the retail surface seems to indicate a lively busi- 
ness, there may be certain disconcerting undercurrents, 
including radical reductions in price, heavy stocks of 
broken lines and light stocks of many staple lines. Clerks 
in some of the stores admit as much, but, on the other 
hand, these factors are good selling points, and the aver- 
age clerk is quick to utilize them to make a sale. 


y YO MAKE one’s way through the crowded depart- 


Price reductions have been noted during the past week, 
retailers cutting many items, china and glassware not ex- 
cepted. Lamps have seen the largest reduction, Carson, 
Pirie, Scott & Co. advertising 25 to 30 per cent off of 
three big lots of lamps, consisting of floor, reading and 
table lamps of metal construction with silk or parchment 
shades. Marshall Field & Co. sold 93-piece Warwick 
China dinner sets in conventional gold, green and red 
patterns for $38.50, a lot that formerly brought $50 to 
$70. The Fair, Rothschilds and Boston Store tried to 
outdo one another in reductions on kitchenware and cheap 
breakfast sets, while Mandel Brothers confined their 
efforts more to selling art ware for gifts, impressing the 
public with the beauty and rare selections to be found in 
their recent importations of Italian and French goods. 


Both light and heavy cut glass had-a big week, some 


stores devoting more advertising space to the heavy items, 
while others featured the light cuts. 


In the wholesale trade the manufacturers’ representa- 
tives reported a little better interest from the buyers. This 
refers to the city buyers, who have begun to make in- 
quiries into the 1921 lines, showing enough concern to 
indicate that the stocks on their shelves are reaching a 


low ebb and that buying should follow the holiday and 
inventory seasons. 


January, however, is looked forward to with great hope 
for a renewal of buying. ‘This month will probably see 
one of the most interesting battles ever waged between 
the buyer and seller of crockery and glassware. Whether 
the buyer will succeed in affecting price reductions or not 
time alone can tell.

There has been a lot of new business received by the dif- 
ferent tableware plants within the last few weeks, and 
this volume was far in excess of cancellations. The latter 
however, have proved only nominal, and more or less 
such letters of instruction are always anticipated at this 
season of the year. Taking the situation as a whole for 


the current year, no complaint is heard, except in isolated 
instances. 


Edward Schuster & Co. which firm operates three de- 
partment stores in Milwaukee, Wis., for which Leon 
Arnstein is the glass buyer, has increased its capital stock 
from $1,250,000 to $2,575,000. Mr. Arnstein is well 
known in this market and is expected to visit here in Jan- 
uary as has been his usual custom. 


At the annual meeting of the stockholders of the Hazel- 
Atlas Glass Co., held in Wheeling, W. Va., the following 
board of directors were elected: C. N. and Joa Ora.

Within a fortnight the board will meet for the purpose 
of organizing. On December 10 the stockholders received 
a stock dividend of 20 per cent. 


The Libby-Owens Glass Co., of Toledo has declared a 
stock dividend of 25 per cent. payable December 31. The 
stockholders have authorized an increase in the common 
stock from $4,000,000 to $10,000,000 and of the seven 
per cent preferred stock from $2,000,000 to $5,000,000. 
At the annual meeting of the stockholders of this cor- 
poration the former board of directors were elected. 


According to reports received here from the Canadian 
trade, there was a marked shortage of glass jars in that 
country during the late summer and fall, and the supply 
is not yet equal to the demand. The car shortage is 
given as a cause why American jar manufacturers were 


not able to make normal shipments of these containers 
across the border. 


The Tri-State Glass Co., recently formed at Toledo, 
., has acquired the former plant in East Toledo of the 
former Toledo Bottle Co. The concern has an author- 
ized capital stock of $200,000. 

“We're going to have the time of our lives,’ announced 
Robert G. West, city salesman for the Pittsburgh Lamp, 
Brass & Glass Co., and a member of the committee on 
entertainment for the annual banquet of the Western 
Glass & Pottery Association. “Never mind what we’re 
going to spring—its all goin’ to be new.” Mr. West as- 
sisted in the banquet arrangement last January, and the 
committee was highly complimented for its efforts. 


Improvements are now under way at the plant of the 
Capstan Glass Co. at Connellsville, Pa., which is con- 
trolled by New York City interest, that will increase the 
capacity of the plant about one-third or more. Con- 
tainers is the principal output of this factory. 


Little if any improvement has been noticed within the 
last few weeks by the smaller chimney manufacturers. 
In fact one of these manufacturers has said that “the 
bottom has dropped out of the chimney branch of -the 
glass trade.” 

Some very attractive designs have been created -by the 
Elite Glass Co., of Bellaire, O., which is now operating 
their two plants full time.

The company is the only one in the 
Huntington district featuring this class of merchandise. 


Fire caused damage estimated at between $10,000 and 
$15,000 to the plant of the Findlay Clay Pot Co., at 
Washington, Pa., a few days ago. The firm supplied 
many glass manufacturers in this territory with their 
furnace pots. The loss is said to be covered by insurance. 


The trade here has been informed that Ralph King, of 
the Dominion Glass Co., with offices in Montreal, Canada, 
will be president of the new Libby-Owens Glass Co., 
which was recently formed in Canada with a capital stock 
of $5,000,000.

~ will not start until 1921; operations will likely begin early 
in the new year in the Chittenango pottery, while con- 
truction work on-the California plant will not be started 
until 1921. At Toronto, O., work is to begin soon on the 
erection of a two kiln plant for the Ward China Co., of 
East Liverpool. 


The kiln capacity of the Eastern Ohio district has not 
been increased materially during the last year. Here and 
there a new kiln has been built, and the most recent of 
these additions, a glost kiln at the plant of the Owen China 
Co., at Minerva, O., has been placed in operation. 


On account of the scarcity of labor and materials, work 
on the five-kiln addition to the East Palestine, O., plant of 
the W. S. George Pottery Co., was greatly delayed this 
year. It is likely this pottery will be placed in operation 

during the early part of 1921. 


The Louthan Supply Co., has let the contract for a 140 
_ by 110 addition to their plant in East Liverpool, which will 
almost double the capacity of their works. Two additional 
kilns will be put in use in this addition. Magnesia proce- 
lain products is the sole output of this firm. Practically 
all of its business being confined to specialties. The new 
addition will be of brick, steel and cement construction, 
and in time the operations of the firm in another plant dis- 
tant from the one the addition is being made to will be re- 
moved to the enlarged plant. 


It is the opinion of generalware pottery manufacturers 

and salesmen that buying will be just as active in January 
as has been the custom of the trade in former years.

Construction 
of this improvement will be finished within a few days.

that each individual sets for himself slips back a 
cog or so, with the result that he is just that far 
behind his competitors.

Although retail business did not show a falling off this 
year in actual figures, it is evident that the public is buy- 
ing more conservatively. Merchandise is retailing now at 
about the same price it did a year ago, having seen an 
advance and corresponding decline during the year. ‘The 
increase in population of Chicago has been considerable 
since the war, and this has helped the stores equal their 
1919 Christmas trade. It is generally conceded, however, 
that 1921 business will be smaller in volume than 1920. 
A radical change has come in the buying attitude of the 
public. The great period of free and easy buying has be- 
come history and may not be repeated in another decade. 
The temper of the public is shown by very careful and 
cautious buying, with both eyes on the price tag and a 
determination to do without rather than pay high prices 
any longer. This is a healthy state of affairs and should 
not be looked upon with pessimism. 


Santa Claus had a big year, judging from the volume 
of toy business done in Chicago during the month of 
December. Both high-priced and low-priced toys were 
taken freely by the public, but the tendency appears to 
favor the mechanical and educational toys, even for the 
smaller tots, who are learning this year through their 
playthings to sew, draw, paint, design and build, make 
artificial flowers and many other useful things intended 
to develop talent. ‘The older children, of course, have a 
world of practical playthings to choose from. The Ameri- 
can toy industry is developing rapidly by reason of this 
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very point, and, according to a statement made by the 

Fort Dearborn Bank last week, the American toy trade 
for the year of 1920, including the Christmas demands, | 
amounted to nearly $100,000,000.
